The Otepka Case 


Otto F: Otepka, patriot and former Navy 
veteran, is the State Department career 
officer, who until recently served as Chief 
of the Evaluations Division in the Depart- 
ment of Security. He was fired ostensibly 
for giving testimony before a Senate Internal 
Security Committee, in violation of his su- 
periors orders. Little attention has been 
given this matter in the press. Senator Dodd, 
Who. spearheaded the move to vindicate him 

The significance of the Otepka case can- 
not be overstated. He was the last old line 
security officer holding a top position in the 
office of security. He has been an employee 
of the U. S. Government over 27 years .... 
His efficiency ratings have always been ex- 
cellent. In 1958 he received the Meritorious 
Service Award from Secretary of State 
Dulles. But suddenly certain people in the 
Department decided Otepka had to go... .” 


WHY WAS OTEPKA REALLY FIRED? 
Otepka fought against the hiring of Wm. 
Wieland. This is the character who, among 
other things, supported Fidel Castro before 
and after he came to power; lied on his job 
application; and who, according to the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee, failed to 
place in the hands of his superiors documen- 
tation that would have proven the pro- 
communist nature of Castro’s. movement. 
Otepka's opposition to. Wieland sparked the 
move to bring about his dismissal. As he 
stated in his testimony before the Commit- 
tee: “There were ..... serious questions of 
the man's integrity . .. . . that should be 
reviewed . ... . under the foreign service 
regulations of the State Department." 
- The Senate Committee, concerned over 
laxity in Department Security regulations, 
called Otepka as a witness in March, 1963; 
also his superior, John F. Reilly, formerly 
one of Bobby Kennedy's boys in the Justice 
Department. Reilly contradicted everything 
Otepka had sworn to, claiming he had never 
seen reports which the former said he had 
presented to him.

He also put the defector spy, Irving 
Searbeck, behind bars. It was a matter of 
what the Senate had a right to know. So 
Otepka did what any sincere—patriotic 
American would do. 


“GESTAPO” TO “LIQUIDATE” OTEPKA 
Edith Kermit Roosevelt, in her column 
(WANDERER, 10/17/63) details his ordeal. 
“Otepka was told that he owed his primary 
loyalty to Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
who has forbidden employees to testify for 
the Senate. 

“This is a matter of principle,” Otepka 
told me. “I couldn’t be evasive on Capitol 
Hill because I knew things that the Senators 
had the right te know." 

On June 27th Otepka was exiled by the 
State Department to a cubbyhole by himself. 
His duties were taken from him, and he was 
not permitted to receive his office mail. They 
have given him the nominal task of writing 
a manual on security procedures. This is 
the notorious “isolation treatment" that led 
to heartbreak and death of Whiting Willauer, 
whose original Bay of Pigs plan was emas- 
culated. 

Department higher-ups have launched a 
campaign of intimidation against Otepka. 
Cars are parked outside his home night and 
day. FBI agents questioned him for four 
days, August 17th-20th, on orders from 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy. They 
have also questioned his neighbors, prying 
into his family life, asking about his wife, a 
former schoolteacher, and his daughter, 
Joanne, an art major at Westington Univer- 


oe sity in St. Louis.”

have not only the right but the OBLIGA- 
TION to make available security information, 
and in so doing serve a higher loyalty. The 
United States Code, Title No. 5, paragraph 
652 (d) clearly defines this: 

“Fhe right of persons employed in the 
Civil Service of the United States, either 
individually or collectively, to petition Con- 
gress or any member thereof, or to furnish 
information to either house of Congress, to 
any Committee or member thereof, shall not 
be denied.” 

The latest development in the Otepka 
Case indicates the utmost urgency with 
which every American patriot must get into 
this fight behind Otepka. 

President Johnson has now entered the 
picture to mediate the Otepka dispute. And 
what does the President suggest? That jus- 
tice be done? That a loyal American patriot 
be vindicated? That traitors be indicted 
and thrown out? Not at all. 

Otepka can have his job back; he ean 
even eome back at the same rate of pay; 
but he can't go back to the same depart- 
ment! And this from the President of the 
United States! Otepka will not accept this. 
He insists the purpose behind his firing is 
to scrap the security evaluation program. 
Since his dismissal the program has been 
stopped. 

When General MacArthur insisted on 
winning the Korean War, Truman, acting 
on orders from the Invisible Government, 
fired him. When General Walker's Pro-Blue 
Program met with success, the Invisible 
Government ordered his removal. Now the 
same with Otepka. 


OTHERS FEEL WRATH OF GESTAPO 
The move against Otepka should surprise 
no one. It has been Department policy all 
along to persecute and silence all patriots. 
He is but one of a number who have been 
given, or are being considered for the “liqu- 
idation” treatment. One of these is the Dir- 
ector of the Passport Division. 


MISS FRANCES KNIGHT 

Trouble for Frances Knight started with 
the advent of the New Frontier. Heretofore, 
the Security Division, the Passport Division, 
and the Consular Affairs Division were in 
one unit, under one central head. But now 
the all-important Security Division was 
separated from the Passport and Consular 
Affairs Division. This resulted in less security - 
and more bureaucracy. The Division be- 
came staffed with red New Frontiersmen. 
The highly capable Miss Knight had long 
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difficult to obtain passports. Word soon went 
out that Miss Knight had to “be kicked up- 
stairs.” Her efficiency and patriotism did not 
set well with her superior, one Abba Sch- 
Wartz, Zionist, head of Consular Affairs, and 
themibéer of a law firm that dealt largely with 
réfügee cases. The State Department detited 
the existence of a memo calling for Miss 
Knight to be “kicked üpstairs," (thus far 
ütsuccesstul) ttil the Senate Coihirittee 
produced an actual photostat of the same! 

The following excerpts from an article by 
fióliies Alexander (Human Events, 12/7/63), 
are significant: 

The rockbed reason for all this high level 
fliin-flain is to break down the security sys- 
tém on pérsonnel, to issue passports and 
visas to persons who otherwise wouldn’t get 
them, and to prevent deportation of persons 
who otherwise would be deported. 


Meaiiwliile, said the senator, he'd heard 
stories out of the House of Representatives 
about a criminal ring which deals for money 
in the visa and deportation mart. The tie-in 
of crime and subversion, spiced with big 
name favoritism, awaits an investigation that 
will probably take place on the other side of 
the Hill. 


Since the matter would find its way to 
the House Subcommittee on Immigration and 
Natüralization, I called upon its chairman, 
Michael Feighan (D.-Oliio), who had heard 
the same ugly stories of purchased passports 
and visa deportation immunities, 


“Many Members have told me they're 
concerned about the rumors of developments 
in the immigration field," Feighan told me, 
but would vouchsafe no more. 


We cannot help but wonder if Abba Sch- 
wartz knows anything about the ring re- 
ferred to above and if this has any bearing 
on his aversion to Miss Knight. 


JERRY JACKIS 

Another patriot, a victim of unbelievable 
abuse by the State Department hierarehy is 
JERRY JACKIS. He is the former investi- 
gator for The Agency for International De- 
velopment who uncovered the misuse of U.S. 
dollars in Cambodia. In June 1958, Mr. 
Jackis tnóticed materials with International 
Cooperations Administration markings, being 
used on a Soviet hospital project, part of an 


outstanding propaganda drive by the Soviets 
to bring Cambodia into their orbit. After 


Jackis reported this matter to his superior, 
Marlin F. Haas, he received an immediate 
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John Foster Dulles 
Former Secretary of State 
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THE CHARACTER OF THE STATE DEPT. 
This Department is the giant that keeps 
growing. From a two-room apartment, with 
a secretary and four aides and an operating 
budget of $6500, in 1781, the State Depart- 
ment had become a major operation by 1949 
with 6000 U, S. employees and 11,000 in 
foreign lands. By 1959 it had 42,000 em- 
ployees: 11,000 in the U. S. and 31,000 in 
seventy-five foreign countries. It boasts of 
1200 buildings in 200 cities and an annual 
budget of near $250,000,000! 


As the budget increases, subversion and 
inefficiency increase, Former Pres. Hoover 
warned Eisenhower, when he was president: 

“While you still control Congress overhaul 
the State Department. Reorganize this de- 
partment so it can operate. You must cut it 
down, weed it out, and until it is done, no 
president will ever again control the execu- 
tive branch of the United States." 

We have warned our readers many times 
over the years of subversion in the State 
Department. 


As early as May 25, 1946, we wrote: 

“Which department do you think has the 
most Reds: the State Department or the 
O. P. A. A tip: Estimates on thé" State De- 
partment run from two to four thousand." 

Aug. 18, 1946: 

“Seventy-nine members of the State De- 
partment fired when Jimmy Byrnes sees Red. 
Acheson was obviously color-blind.” 


Feb. 9, 1947: 

“We are convinced that Felix Frank- 
fitter, although on the Supreme Court, has 
been and is Secretary of State. We are also 
convinced that Dean Acheson, who makes 
daily trips to Frankfurter for instructions 
and Benjamin V. Cohen will continue to run 
it for Felix Frankfurter. .. . ." 

Feb. 23, 1941: 

“The State Department is of course satu- 
rated with communists in Washington, and 
the Kremlin in Moscow is better informed 
of our affairs than is the average American 
citizen." 

March 2, 1947: 

“Acheson pushed .. . . Grew out...» 
because Grew opposed communist , 
Acheson, assisted by Benjamin V. Cohen 

. protects more than 2000 Reds under 


many judges; they know he also runs the 
State Department through Ben. Cohen, 
Alger Hiss and others.” = 
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March 1950: 

“The State Department has grown beyond 
any bounds imagined by the Congress itself 
even ten years ago. It will spend ... about 
half the expected 43 billion dollar budget 
. «. It controls in one way or another our 
foreign trade .. . all of our foreign and 
much of our domestic agricultural activities. 
It controls foreign loans . .. . the administr- 
tion of Germany and other occupied countries. 
Therefore we repeat; the investi of the 
State Department is of the highest import- 
ance se- e’ 

The situation has worsened with each 
change in administration and has reached a 
new high in subversion under Dean Rusk. 


DAVID DEAN RUSK 

Rusk is a former Rhodes scholar who 
later became head of the Rockeféller Found- 
ation and is now a member of the COUN- 
CIL ON FOREIGN RELATIONS. The re- 
view of his background indicates strong ties 
with sinister, behind-the-scenes operations. 

Dean Rusk was given charge of the British 
Empire Division of the red Office Of Stra- 
tegic Services during W. W. II. Here he 
worked closely with his good friend the no- 
toriou$ pró-cominunist 
He later became Deputy Chief of Staff under 
GENERAL JOE STILWELL, famous for 
his violent pro-communist activities in the 
China-Burma-India theatre. 


The following paragraph from "THE 
CHINA STORY," by Freda Utley, page 121, 
reveals the true Dean Rusk, in his own un- 
believable words: 


"Not even Mao Tse Tung or Stalin ever 
ventured to give such a clean bill of health 
to the Chinese Commutiists as he. On June 
14, 1950 Dean Rusk told the World Affairs 
Council Conference of the University of 
Pennsylvania, that the Chinese “Revolution” 
is “not Russian in essense" and “does tot 
aim af dictatorship." He went further tham 
almost any other State Department official 
in his desire to represent the Chinese Coih- 
munists as good liberals who follow the Am- 
erican ideal. For he said that “THE REVO- 
LUTION IN CHINA" is comparable “TO 
THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION AGAINST 
THE BRITISH." 

Rusk entered the State Dépt. in 1947 at 
the request of Dean Achesón, a Brardeis 
and Frankfurter protege, as Assistant Sét- 
retary of State for Far Eastérn affairs. It 
was Dean Rusk who, on the night of June 
25, 1950, when the communists invadéd 
South Korea, obtained «permission. from

The Fund for the Republic

On January 22, 1965, a group of crypto- 
Communists, Communists and Socialists, met in 
the ballroom of the Americana Hotel, New 
York City, for the purpose of raising $20 mil- 
lion, without which the Fund for the Republic 
will be unable to function. Among those pres- 
ent were: Robert Hutchins, Adlai Stevenson, 
Clifford Case, Robert Kennedy, Henry Schlesin- 
ger, Cyrus Eaton, William Douglas, Joseph 
Clerk, Adolph Schmidt, George Ball. Many 

atriots will chuckle with glee if the Fund dies 
of lack of funds. 

Since it was organized (1953), with Ford 
Foundation money ($15 million), it has been 
the angel for the forces creating confusion. It 
is possible, however, that the parent Ford Foun- 
dation may furnish these twenty millions, but 
all indications are that the parent is deeply 
ashamed and embarrassed by its “pinko” off- 
spring. 

The Fund refers to itself as "an educational 


institution.” Tt professes an inferest in civil 
‘rights and a free society, but it is curiously 
elective about its defense of civil rights. Its. 


idea of a free society bears scant resemblance 
to the free society as conceived by ovr cormiry's 
founders. 

The Fund worries about the citizen who 
pleads the Fifth Amendment and is cóncerned 
about the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
investigations. It dislikes loyalty checks and 
oaths, and accusations made by Congressional 
investigating committees, especially the Howse 
Committee on Un-American Activities. Should 
a witness at a probe refuse to discuss allegations 
of Communism against him, the Fund shes 
to his defense and sheds tears over his sights, 
bat if a state is deprived by Federal Court édict 
of the right to operate its public schools as it 
sees fit, the Fund thinks that is only Constitu- 
tionar. It rallies around the Fifth Amendment 
Americans, but it does not know a thing about 
the American principle that government dérives 
its jast powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned. It is concerned about the influence of 
American industry on government, but it has 
not the least interest in some agencies of big 
government who seek to exercise dictatorial 
control] over concerns owned- by stockholders 
who are American citizens. 

The Fand says America has "developed to a 
fine point in recent years the art of ruimation 
by due process of law." What it really has in 
mind is the fact that some teachers are barred 
under state laws from teaching because they 
failed to answer questions on Communist affil- 
iations propounded to them by Boards of Pdu- 
cation. It is, of course, the paymaster of scores 
of anti-sovereign states’ rights. 

It has spent perhaps millions, giving money 
to groups to stir wp trouble (keep the péople 
fighting among themselves), and to Maké peo- 
ple reséntful of existing social arrangements. 

Finally, the Fund for the Republic is an 


enemy of the people. It is a foe of progress, . 


because it is. in the business of stirritig up 
trouble. As a general rule, it has sympathy for 
the anti-anti-Communist and criticism for the 
sincere foe of Marxian and Fabian Socialism 
and radical agitation.

Marxist Writers Promote Anti-Christian Films-Plays 


FILM 

Rome, Nov. 7 (AP) — “Movie producer 
Otto Preminger, a Jew, has received the 
Grand Cross of Merit from the Knights of 
the Holy Sepulchre, a Roman Catholic Order. 
Me was cited at the ceremony in Rome for 
his picture, ‘The Cardinal ", 

Otto Preminger arrived in the United 
States during World War II as a refugee 
seeking asylum. He was immediately aided 
by Herman Shumlin, Lillian Hellman, etc. 
and eventually landed at 20th Century Fox 
as actor-director and later as a producer. 
He is well-known for producing “controver- 
sial" films such as “The Moon Is Blue" (sex, 
virginity) and “The Man With The Golden 
Arm" (dope addiction). Both of these films 
were produced without the producers' seal 
of approval regarding suitable material for 
the screen (N. Y. News, 11/10/63). 

Preminger was also responsible for *A- 
natomy of a Murder" (rape), and “Advise 
and Consent" (about perverts, blackmailers 
and subversives in the U. S. Gov't.). His 
greatest feat was “Exodus” in which he em- 
ployed Communist writer Dalton Trumbo as 
screen writer. Trumbo was sentenced to jail 
from June 9, 1950 to April, 1951, for con- 
tempt of Congress. The Hollywood Reporter 
in 1946 published the Communist party 
(U.S.) book numbers of Trumbo (No. 36802) 
and Ring Lardner, Jr. (No. 25109). (Chicago 
Tribune, 11/10/46). Lardner will be the 
screen writer for Preminger's next picture 
* Genius". 

“The Cardinal", for which Preminger has 
received Cardinal Cushing's blessing, plus 
the above-mentioned Grand Cross of Merit 
from the Roman Catholic Church, has only 
one real-life character, Cardinal Innitzer, of 
Vienna, Austria. Preminger has departed 
from Henry Morton Robinson's novel and 
injected some of his own pet ideas into the 
film.Cardinal Innitzer's great crime was his 
devotion to the German cause and more par- 
ticularly the approval by the Cardinal and 
the other Austrian Bishops of Hitler's union 
of Austria and Germany. On March 18, 1938, 
the Austrian Bishops issued a joint statement 
which read in part: *We are also of the 
conviction that through the activity of the 
National Socialist movement the danger of 
the wholly destructive and godless Bolshe- 
vism will be forestalled.” (Munich National- 
Zeitung, 7/12/63). There are false charges 
in the film to the effect that Cardinal Innit- 
zer’s sermons were censored by Nazi officials, 
and that the Cardinal substituted “Heil 
Hitler" for “Praised be the Lord." 

It is interesting to note here that the only 
a ” eharacters in “The Cardinal” 
who have any spiritual quality or depth are 
Cardinal Glennon and Father Ned Halley, 
played respectively by John Huston and 
Burgess Meredith. (N.Y. Times, 12/13/63). 
Better known as a film director, Huston has 
been cited by the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities and California Commit- 
tee as an effective leader of the Commie 
cause in Hollywood (Hollywood for Sane), 
Burgess Meredith has also been cited by the 
House and California Committee for asso- 
ciation with many Red fronts including 
Thought Control; 


ducer Herman Shumlin, who was so helpful 
in getting Otto Preminger started in Holly- 
wood during World War II. Shumlin has 
been cited by the House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee and the California Un-Am- 
erican Activities Committee for association 
with the following Red Fronts: American 
Committee for Protection of Foreign Born; 
Harry Bridges Defense Committee; American 
Committee to Save Refugees; Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee, ete. He was 
tried for contempt by the House Un-Ameri+ 
can Activities Committee and fined $500.00 
(Documentations of Reds and Fellow-Travel- 
ers in Hollywood and TV by Myron Fagan). 

Shumlin recently appeared on Barry 
Gray’s radio show and referred to the late 
Pope Pius XII as a “criminal.” Frank Con- 
niff, writing in the N. Y, Journal American 
(12/9/63), condemns Shumlin's forthcoming 
production of “The Deputy" mainly because 
the play's author, a West German Protestant, 
has also written *anti-semitic" poems. In the 
true spirit of brotherhood, the ADL has come 


to the rescue with a 40 page pamphlet re- 


leased by the National Catholic ‘Welfare 
Conference. “The Pope sent out an order 
that religious buildings were to give refuge 
to Jews, even at the price of great personal 
sacrifice on the part of their occupants. 
Thousands of Jews — between 4,000 and 
7,000 — were hidden, fed, clothed and bedded 
in 180 known places of refuge in Vatican 
City.” (12/1/63, N.Y. Times). 

To reach the source of the controversy, 
we must turn to Records of the Nuremberg 
Trial hearings, Volume XI, regarding Lam- 
mers, chief of the Reich ehancellery and 
contact-man between Hitler and the min- 
isters: “Lammers: I asked him (Himmler) 
what was really meant by the order of the 
final solution of the Jewish question. Him- 
miler replied that he had received the order 
from the Fuehrer to bring about the final 


solution of the Jewish problem—or rather 


Heydrich and his successor had that order— 
and the main point of that order was that 
the Jews be evacuated from Germany.”

On Dec. 22, 1963, Paul Robeson returned 
to the United States of America. Mrs. Robe- 
son had this to say upon arriving in New 
York City: *He (Robeson) thinks Commu- 
nism is terrific, and he always will.” (N.Y. 
News, 12/23/63). Robeson once referred to 
America as *insolent and dominating" and 
called the Soviet Union “the country I love 
more than any other." Robeson did make 
one revealing statement to the press on Dec. 
22: “I've been part of the civil rights move- 
ment all my life.” Paul Robeson was greeted 
at the airport by his white daughter-in-law, 
the former Marilyn Greenberg.

This present plan to disarm -American 
civilians is considerably different from the 
usual type of “do good" anti-gun legislation 
that is continuously being proposed by people 
who think crime can be eliminated by elim- 
inating the private ownership of firearms. 
This old theory has of course long“ since 
been disproven. A criminal is not going to 
be restrained by a Jaw which supposedly 
prohibits him from owning a gun. The law 
abiding-citizen will normally be restrained 
from owning a gun if it is against the law. 
Thus, laws which make it illegal to own 
firearms do nothing except to leave the 
average citizen disarmed and at the mercy 
of any common criminal.

or a club to threaten his victim or commit — 


his criminal assault. 

" The disarmament plan has been develop- 
ing for several years among a number of 
ultra-liberal professors at the University of 
Michigan. 

Notable among them are Kenneth E. 
Boulding (a foreigner who came to our 
shores to tell us Americans how we can best 
*protect" our national and individual free- 
dom). He is a member of the National Ad- 
visory Council of the left-wing Student 
Peace Union, He is co-author of “The U.S. 
and Revolution.” The sale of his books is 
actively promoted by Fellowship Publica- 
tions and the Center for the Study of Demo- 
cratie Institutions. 

Another sparkplug among the University 
of Michigan faculty for this plan is Professor 
Anatole Rapoport who was born in Russia 
and who now presumes to advise us Amer- 
icans as to how we can (through disarma- 
ment) turn a deadly struggle for survival 
into a polite “debate” with the Soviet Union. 

In 1959 a “Center of Research on Conflict

Aül/of this was discussed’ in terms of the 
State: Department plan’ for “Total Disarma- 
ment. in. a- Peaceful. World." 

Although not listed as a. speaker, an active 
participant in these “informal discussions" 
was Robert O. Blood, Jr., 2005 Penncraft & 
Court, Ann Arbor, Michigan (Sociology De- 
partment. U, of Mich.). Blood was one of the 
signers of an open letter to President Truman 
published in the communist *Worker" Aug. 
13, 1950 under the-letter-head.of the identi- 
fied‘communist front “American Committee 
for the Protection of the Foreign Born." He 
has been affiliated with the “Committee for 
Free Political Advocary,” the National Coun- 
eil of Sciences and Professions and other 
communist controlled organizations.

Most Americans still do not realize that 
in 1946 our Senate ratified the United Nations 
Charter as a Treaty Obligation. Since that 
time the Supreme Court has held that treaty 
law supersedes the United States Constitution, 
Thus, the United States Constitution is no 
longer the supreme law of this land. In the 
final analysis we are now governed by the 
United Nations. Charter which was written 
by two communist spies with many parts 
copied directly from the so-called constitu- 
tion of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics.

Pretending to be drunk; they brushed by 
the.sentries and. arrested. the: ringleaders— 
a group of thirteen men and women seated 
at a long table. 

In the course of the raid, the Allied of- 
ficers emptied the contents- ofthe: safe. One 
of the- documents found. in it contained a 
specific outline of “Rules for Bringing: About 
a Revolution.” It is reprinted. here to) show 
the strategy of materialistic revolution; and 
how personal attitudes and habits of living 
affect the affairs of nations: 

A. Corrupt the young. Get them away from 
religion. Get them interested in sex. Make 
them superficial, destroy their ruggedness. 
B. Get contro! of all means of publicity an 
thereby: 

1. Get peoples minds off their govern- 

ment by focusing their attention on 

athletics, sexy books and plays, and 
other trivialities. 

2. Divide the people into hostile groups 

by constantly harping on controversial 

matters of no importance. 

3. Destroy the people's faith in their 

natural leaders by holding these latter 

up to ridicule, obloquy, and contempt. 

4. Always preach true democracy, but 

seize power as fast and as ruthlessly as 

possible. 

5. By encouraging government extrava- 

gance, destroy its credit, produce fear 

of inflation with rising prices and gen- 
eral discontent. 

6. Foment unnecessary strikes in vital 

industries, encourage eivil disorder and 

foster a lenient and soft attitude. on the 
part of government towards sueh. dis- 
orders, 

7. By specious arguments cause the 

breakdown of the old moral virtues: 

honesty, sobriety, continence; faith in the 
pledged word, ruggedness.

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IMPETUS BY ASSASSINATION 
These simple “Rales for Revolution" have 


—-^mnever-been changed; for the simple reason 


that it has never been necessary to change 
them. They worked in France in the late 
: eighteenth- century, and again in the mid 
nineteenth century. They worked in Russia. 
‘They worked in Germany under the Weimar 
"Republic which produced National Socialism 
„under Hitler. And those same rules are 
, working in the United States today. 

There have, of course, been refinements 
‘of the strategy: of. application of these rules. 
"The revolutionaries of our day did not cor- 
rupt the young by getting them away from 
‘religion. They were more direct: they cor- 

‘rupted religion itself. That made it so much 
easier to corrupt the young. 

When radio: and television became “means 
of publicity,” it became much easier—and 
faster—to accomplish the seven aims listed 
in: these “Rules for Revolution." 

«But there remained “Rule C," which was 
difficult of aceomplishment in the United 
States. For the very wise Founding Fathers 
wrote into this Nation's Constitution a pro- 
‘scription against the limitation of the citizens’ 
right to have and! bear arms. That second 
- article of the Bill’ of Rights is well known 
*to-most American citizens—and the con- 
fiseation of privately owned arms has been 
a “puzzler” to revolutionary conspirators. 

One would hesitate to state unequivocally 
that the assassination of a President of the 
United States, by a revolutionary using a 
private arm, was determined as the one way 

to create the emotional climate required: in 

order to bring about “the registration of all 
firearms on some pretext, with a view’ to 
confiscating them and leaving the popula- 
tion helpless.” t 

One would hesitate to say that this “pre- 
text” was the planned murder of our Presi- 
dent. But, it can be stated without risk of 


denial, that the assassination has become. 


the pretext for a demand for the Federal 
registration of all firearms—and “with a 
view to confiscating them" at a later date.

U.S. “TREATY OUTLINE" 
-SURRENDER AT GENEVA 


By S. R. Jones 


The news that the United States Govern- 
ment had submitted on April 18, 1962, an 
Outline of Basic Provisions of a Treaty on 
General and Complete Disarmament in a 
Peaceful’ World to the Committee on Dis- 
armament at Geneva, Switzerland, came as 
a sturming: shock to those Americans who 
found mention of it in their newspapers, and 
tomost of the Members of the United States 
Congress. This proposed Treaty offers a plan 
to surrender American sovereignty and lay 
down the military strength of this Nation 
before the very enemy who has promised to 
bury us. 


The United States Senate learned of the 
existence of the Treaty Outline when. a news 
story from Geneva was placed in the Gon- 
gressional Record. It stated, 


The United: States will submit to the 
Geneva Conference a plan calling for the 


'elimination of national armies within nine 


years and their replacement by a United 
Nations force. 

When the news broke, Senator Richard 
Russell, Chairman of the Senate Armed Ser- 
vice Committee, is reported to have said: 

This is the first time Y have heard of such 
a suggestion by any official of the govern- 
ment. E shall oppose with all my strength 
any proposal which would disband the armed 
forces of the United States. We can talk all 
we please about various agreements, but the 
element which is maintaining peace and 
preventing a major war today is the armed 
might of the U.S.A., led by the Strategic 
Air Command. 

I do not believe that the people of the 
United States would tolerate any such thing 
as that for five minutes if made by any

the Constitution of the United States or the 
Bill of Rights. 

There is no definitive body of interna- 
tional law upon which the International 
` Court of Justice may draw in rendering its 
decisions. 

The President of the World Court is a 
jurist from communist Poland and there are 
two other communists on its 15-member 
body, although the communists do not accept 
compulsory jurisdiction of the Court. The 
United States has no assurance that it will 
always be represented on the World Court; 
and its sole representative today is Philip C. 
Jessup, who in 1951 was denied confirmation 
as the United States Delegate to the United 
Nations because of his association with the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. Mr. Jessup is 
serving on the World Court as a nominee 
of the General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, where we have one vote and no veto, 
and without the recommendation or prior 
approval of Congréss. 

The United States is now protected from 
World Court meddling in its domestic affairs 
by the Connally Amendment to the United 
States Declaration of Adherence to the 
World Court. This Amendment reserves to 
the United States the right to detérmine 
what matters are foreign and what matters 
are domestic, and therefore beyond the jur- 
isdiction of this Court. 

For this reason the American people have 
demanded the continuing protection of the 
Connally Amendment and have repeatedly 
demonstrated their opposition to all efforts 
to repeal it. Acceptance of compulsory jur- 
isdiction of the World Court would nullify 
the protection now provided to the United 
States by the Connally Amendment. 


ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT 
AGENCY 

Many other particulars in the disarmament 
proposals being offered go far beyond any- 
thing considered a few short years ago. 
Members of the United States Congress are 
now belatedly inquiring whether the U. S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament Agency— 
Public Law 87-297—was not actually created 
to forward the dangerous proposals which 
have been unfolded since it was established 
in September 1961,

Union, New Jersey, U.S.A. 
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The Act that established this Agency gave 
the Director powers not previously granted 
to the Administration of the then existing 
U, S. Disarmament Administration. Congress 
has a limited check on the Agency Director, 
who is answerable only to the President and 
the Secretary of State. He is empowered to 
negotiate with other nations and other inter- 
national agencies, 

President Kennedy called the new Agency 
a symbol of the importance which the 
United States attaches to disarming man- 
kind of the weapons of war. Its advocates 
in Congress glowingly described it as The 
Peace Agency, and there were those who 
voted for it simply because “You can't vote 
against Peace." 

The Senators and Representatives who had 
read the fine print in the bill authorizing the 
Agency took a sterner view. Congressman 
John M. Ashbrook warned that it might 
better be called The Surrender Agency. 

He said, 

The testimony is replete with evidence 
which indicates this Agency may well be 


the back door for the one-worlders to ac-' 


complish their goal of the mandatory inter- 
national world court, a repeal of the Con- 
nally Reservation, and a subservience of 
American sovereignty to some superbody. 
It is also the back door to recognition of Red 
China diplomatically .... 

By approving this bill the administration 
will have an expression of intent from this 
body which will, in my judgment, encourage 
it to make broad advances toward world 
government. 

Is that not what has apparently happened? 
And why did Congress ignore the storm 
signals that had already been hoisted? As 
long ago as March 21, 1960, an Associated 
Press release from Geneva announced that 
the Soviet bloc at the Conference was told 
that, in the last stage of the Western dis- 
armament plan, General Staffs and Military 
Schools such as West Point and the United 
States Naval Academy would be abolished. 

When the Disarmament Agency was ap- 
proved by the United States Congress, that 
body knew, if the American people did not, 
that on March 30, 1961, the Government of 
the United States and the Soviet Union had 
filed with the United Nations a Joint State- 
ment of Agreed Principles for Disarmament 
Negotiations, The goals set forth were less 
detailed but similar to those spelled out in 
the Geneva Treaty Outline. 


UNITED NATIONS POLICE FORCE 

Why did the United States Congress not 
immediately publicize and denounce State 
Department Publication 7277, Freedom From 
War—the United States Program for General 
and Complete Disarmament in a Peaceful 
World, which was released shortly after the 
U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament Agency 
was enacted into law? The verbiage is 
strikingly similar to that which is contained 
in the Geneva Treaty Outline. 

Objectives listed in this State Department 
pamphlet included: 

The disbanding of all national armed 
forces and prohibition of their reestablish- 
ment in any form whatsoever other than 
those required to preserve internal order and 
for contributions to a United Nations Peace 
Force; 

The institution of effective means for en- 
forcement of international

On disarmament, Dr. Rostow, close Pres- 
idential adviser, wrote in his 1961 book, “The 
United States in the World Arena”: “It is a 
legitimate American national objective ‘to 
see removed from. all nations—including the 
United States—the right to use substantial 
military force to pursue their own interests. 
Since this residual right is the root of nat- 
ional sovereignty and the basis for the ex- 
istence of' an international arena-of power, 
it is, therefore, an American interest to see 
an end to nationhood as it has been histor- 
ically defined." 


The American people can protect them- 
selves and their country by insisting that 
our military strength be maintained and by 
raising a thunder of protest against disarm- 
ament proposals, whose very existence 
threatens our cherished freedoms. Respon- 
sibility for our continued freedom can no 
longer be safely left to others.

Conference of Christians and Jews will be 
sponsoring BROTHERHOOD WEEK???

Our friends must 
confuse the adversary for us, carry out our 
main directives, mobilize in favor of our cam- 
paigns people who do not think as we do, 
and whom we could never reach. Particularly, 
we must use ambitious politicians who need 
support; men who realize that we communists 
ean clear them a path, give them publicity, 
and provide them with a ladder. Such men 
will sell their souls to the devil—and we buy 
souls." 

You have just read a quoted directive by 
Georgi Dimitrov, Comintern leader, 1938, as 
published in “The Yenan Way,” by Eudocio 
Ravises, pp. 256-6 (Scribner’s, New York, 
1951). 

The astounding statement quoted above 
was made in secret sessions held by the 
Comintern in Moscow, and was NEVER 
MEANT TO BE PUBLICIZED. It consti- 
tutes a powerful indictment of that group of 
subversives operating in this country, which 
has hitherto enjoyed an immunity from 
attack as subversives, because of the re- 
stricted nature of the accepted definition of 
subversion.

The facts presented herewith should be 
used by aroused Christians to ALERT their 
own religious leaders (and friends) to the 
true nature of the NCCJ.

Ashworth traces (partially) the "impulse" 
from which the NCCJ grew; he wrote that 
this was “the organization within the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America, 
of a Committee on Good Will Between Jews 
and Christians” in 1923. The Communist- 
complexion of the FCCC and the straight 
Party-line propaganda of its Information 
Bulletin, has been so well exposed by other 
sources, that we feel no need here to explore 
that subject. 


There is another source of information as 
to the genesis of the NCCJ, which refers to 
earlier events—the Universal Jewish En- 
cyclopedia, Vol. 2, p. 257, under NCCJ: 


“The Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America—sponsors the NCCJ .... a 
movement was instigated the day before 
Christmas 1920. ..a manifesto was directed 
particularly towards overcoming propaganda 
(Dearborn Independent agitation) circula- 
ting in the U.S. and elsewhere, accusing Jews 
of a conspiracy to foster communism and to 
destroy Christianity .... . “3 


By 1988 the NCCJ had committees in 1150 
communities and Round Tables (chapters) 
in more than 100 cities. It was in this year 
that the name of the organization was 
changed from National Conference of Jews 
(reversing the 
order.) 


CHILDREN AT THE MERCY OF NCCJ 

The NCCJ incessantly parrots a phrase 
“Children are born without prejudice—you 
can help them stay that way." Hardly is it 
possible for a more imbecilic-appeal to idiocy 
to be eoncocted. Children are also born with- 
out teeth, the ability to speak, write, walk, 
or read, without control of bodily functions, 
without a moral sense, and are utterly de- 
fenseless and completely dependent upon 
adults for their very existence. Implicit in 
the expression of this puerile slogan, is the 
belief that infantilism is to be PREFERRED 
to maturity!

group. Conformity is fostered by simply en- 
couraging the child to take the way of least 
resistance (which) very often will be what 
the group is doing, or what the group 
approves of, good or bad.” Because of this 
tendency “the approval or disapproval of 
the class is a ready-made and terrible 
weapon with which to enforce such discipline 
as the progressive teacher thinks expedient.” 
Further, “Human beings do not have a col- 
lective conscience or a collective mind. When 
‘majority’ becomes a god, moral principle 
goes out the window. Thus, it is a grave 
mistake to assume that there is no ‘disə 
cipline’ under the aegis of progressivism. It 
is the regimentation of the ‘group mind’ from 
which pupils need to be freed. The criterion 
for right is not majority vote.

Now let us turn to an NCCJ pamphlet 
“Education in a Transition Community," by 
Jean D. Grams, Asst. Prof. of Educational 
Sociology at Stanford, which deals with the 
"problems" to be faced by school adminis- 
trators and others when a community has 
decided to integraté its schools (more pro- 
perly, when integrationists so decide). 


On page 15: “The school is a great social- 
izing institution. Here children learn to get 
along in the graup . (p. 23)- It has 
appeared that man, the social animal, needs 
to feel a part of a group.” 


One of the deadliest obstacles to integra- 
tion is the competitive instinct and rec- 
ognition of pupil achievement. How many 
gullible parents realize just how far along 
the path of Marxism their school boards 
have traveled? In discussing ways of avoiding 
racial tension in elementary schools on and 
after the opening day, including “group- 
pianning activities, group sharing,” the pam- 
phiet gets down to pure Marxist planning; 
“School authorities should avoid, during the 
first weeks of school, the added threat of 
achievement tests, spelling matches, choosing 
teams, oral recitations and memorizing, and 
speed and time tests of all sorts. These kinds 
of situations have the elements of public 
failure or publie rejections, and can empha- 
size the lack of some and the differences 
among groups." (p. 74) 

Re-read the above recommendation care- 
fully. It proves, once and for all, what the 

ime objective is of the NCCJ, the NEA, 
egre sanis educator, the marxist. It is 
certainly not education, for this is quite im- 
possible under the conditions enumerated 
above. 
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“Human Relations and Audio-Visual Ma- 
terials,’ another intergroup pamphlet in 
NCCJ's series, was written by Jean Grambs, 
and is a pretty dry recital of how best the 
teacher may reach the inner mind of the 
child with motion pictures. Grambs rather 
brazenly praises the Anti-Defamation Lea- 
gue’s film “The High Wall,” which is so bad 
even the Catholic War Veteran’s (N.J.) 
attacked it as “pink” (and then recanted 
under pressure in a matter of hours.); 
Julien Bryan’s work in this field (Bryan's 
Communist-front affiliations are startling in 
their implication); a book by the cited Com- 
munist-espionage front, the Institute of 
Pacific Relations; recordings issued by the 
cited Communist-front, and creature of the 
ADL, the Institute for Democratic Action. 
Grambs wrote “A Guide to School Integra- 
tion,” Public Affairs Pamphlet No. 255. 
Such pamphlets were cited as “pro-Commu- 
nist and pro-Socialistic" propaganda in TAX 
EXEMPT FOUNDATIONS, Part I, p. 31. 


CUM FILES 

Another source of information on a collate 
eral aspect of brainwashing in the public 
schools, is an article in American Mercury 
(Oct. 1958) entitled “Secret Cum Files— 
A Leftist Wedge.” This article deals exten- 
sively with the cumulative (cum) files cur- 
rently in use in 69,000. schools, files which 
contain data accumulated secretly by teach- 
ers about the student and his parents, from 
the kindergarden level on. The use to which 
these files are being put is a violation of the 
4th amendment, which forbids “violation of 
the right of the people against unreasonable 
seizures, searches, and warrants." Pupil per- 
sonnel files (now called cum files) are usually 
subject to personal inspection by parents— 
as first on the list of those so allowed by 
State education codes. In practice, however, 
parents find they must resort to legally- 
enforced demands to secure this right. 


What is in the eum files? What is the 
connection of the NCCJ with them? Cum 
files contain pictures of the student from 
childhood to manhood. IQ ratings based on 
the degree of conformity of the child to the 
progressivist regimen and to group-proeess- 
ing, mental health ratings, out-of-school ex- 
perienees, post-school activities, including 
marriage, civic activities, and change of ad- 
dress. They contain extensive data on the 
psychological problems and reactions of the 
child; anecdotal gossip or induced revelations 
by the child, of private family matters; fin- 
ally, complete dossiers on the parents, drawn 
from parent-teacher conferences. ‘Manuals 
instruct the classroom teacher how to draw 
out the parent conversationally, and how to 
report revelations eulled during the inter- 
view." (“Secret Cum Files.") Dual sets of 
files are kept in some schools—one public, 
one secret. Fear of libel suits, in part moti- 
vates this procedure. When the school re- 
commends that a child be separated from 
the parents because he is “mentally re- 
tarded," i.e., unresponsive to brainwashing, 
fhe parent may face a bitter legal fight to 
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keep his child from being placed in an in- 
stitution or foster home. But even worse, a 
spokesman for the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare called for 
laws to separate children from parents, so 
that they can be reared in institutions or 
foster homes. ^. as 

Those persons who may inspect 
such cum files, include government employees 
(whether communist or not), public or 
private guidance or welfare agency inyesti- 
gators. mental health spokesmen,. educators. 
(This, of course, includes NCCJ—oriented 
educators and investigators.) 4 


It is quite revealing and eoincidental that 
most recommended books for reading: by 
the NCCJ and available through their local 
offices are the same identical books by the 
same authors as are recommended by the 
Communist Workers Book Shop. There are 
many methods by which the NGCJ and its 
adherents may aítempt to evade the impli- 
cations of the massive evidence that is 
available against them. One is to state that 
the content of the books recommended by 
the NCCJ is what counts, net the affilia- 
tions of the authors. However, is anyone so 
stupid as to presume that the Communist 
Party's Workers Book Shop would sell books 
that do not follow the Communist Party line, 
or recommend authors not sympathetic to 
its position? 


Just in one list examined, 28 titles sold 
by the Communist Party's Book Store were 
the identical titles recommended by the 
NCCJ. Thirty-Eight authors were recom- 
mended by both sources! Eight of the authors 


€ are known Communist Party mem- 
ers. 


These are the books that NCCJ, through 
its church and school activifies, are asking 
you and your children to read, accept and 
pattern their lives after—books that promote 
communism. Here is the type of reading 
matter and teaching material that has pro-

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FLUORIDATION: DO WE WANT IT? 


Documentation Thoroughly Discredits It 
MENACE TO HEALTH AND NEUTRALIZER OF MINDS

Fluoridation is an attempt, by mass 
prophylaxis, to combat dental caries in 
human beings. One of several compounds, 
capable of producing fluoride in solution, is 
added to the public water supply in amounts 
sufficient to establish a fluoride ion concen- 
tration-of 1 ppm, or thereabouts, depending 
on that concentration thought optimal for 
the area. Optimal values are varied from 
area to area, depending on mean temper- 
ature and sometimes season, to adjust for 
varying rates of water consumption for 
average individuals. Under usual conditions, 
the average individual is thought to ingest 
approximately 1 quart per day and the dos- 
age of fluoride, 1 ppm, represents approxi- 


mately 1 mg F in each quart. The attempt, 


therefore, is to get 1 mg F into each human, 
each day, and it is this amount that is 
regarded capable of reducing dental decay 
65-1026, It is assumed that those in con- 
trol wil deliver water constantly contain- 
ing optimal fluoride content. In the usage of 
any potent drug, it is the total dosage that 
is important. Total dosage here depends on 
the concentration of fluoride in the water 
and the amount of water drunk, assuming 
no other fluoride source. These figures of 
dosage are figured for the average consumer 
of water. Many humans, as we shall see, 
drink far from average amounts. 

A pioneer proponent, Arnold, admitted (1): 
"First, it is not essential for fluorides to be 
continuously present in the diet for more 
than the first eight years of life in order 
that caries be inhibited. Secondly, the in- 
hibitory action of fluorine may be dependent 
on the presence of optimal quantities in the 
diet during the formative period of the teeth, 
presumably increasing the fluoride content 
of the enamel and the dentin." In view of 
this, the insistence on any program neces- 
sitating a lifetime dosage, as in municipal 
water fluoridation, seems wasteful and un- 
necessarily hazardous. 


Proponents deny that fluorides, as used 
in fluoridation, are drugs, since, in fluori- 
dation, nobody is curing anything, but, by 
definition, drugs are substances used in the 
cure and prevention of disease. Fluorides do 
not improve water. Water is simply the car- 
rier that delivers fluorides to people, Indi- 
viduals, using fluoridated water, will them- 
selves become fluoridated, regardless of need 
or desire. Proponents justify the empiricism 
: Ia rgo water fluoridation, suggesting its

Exner (6) states: “There is no such thing, 
medically, as fluorine deficiency." Maurer & 
Day’ (7) fed a highly purified, fluorine-poor 
diet to animals and could produce no signs 
of fluorine deficiency, not even tooth decay. 
Ramsyer (8) found that fluoride at 1 ppm 
did not prevent tooth decay in albino rats; 
rather, that fluoridated rats had more decay 
than the controls. 

Decay-free teeth have been observed in 
areas with no fluorides in the water (9) 
(10). On the other hand, tooth decay has 
been observed to be rampant where nature 
has “adjusted” fluoride levels (11). Kania 
found teeth of New Britain children, after 
six years of fluoridation there, damaged be- 
yond repair (12). 


THE TOXICITY OF FLUORIDES 
‘According to Comroe, Collins & Cramé 
(13): “Fluorine is a much more potent 
poison than arsenic or lead." Largent (14) 
gives the lethal dose of sodium fluoride as 
about 4 g. Hodge & Smith (15) set it at 
5-10 g. Roholm (16) and Gettler & Eller- 
brook (17) show that it may run as low as 
0.1 g. In fluoridation, we are not greatly 
concerned with the acute toxicity of fluor- 
ides, except to note the broadness of the 
range of estimations thereof, especially in 
view of the fact that sub-lethal amounts 
have similarly broad ranges of effect. Only 
ts seem concerned with the number 
of bathtubs full of water, fluoridated or not, 
any human can drink. 

The fatal dose of fluorine compounds varies 
widely even though all are extremely toxic. 
dts. - Source

Kick, et al (19) and Lawrenz (20) found 
much higher retention of sodium fluoride 
than of calcium fluoride in rats. This is fur- 
ther evidence that “in vivo" behaviour of 
fluorides involves much more than the 
fluoride ion themselves. 

McClure (21) attempted to-establish that 
Storage of fluoride does not occur at fluori- 
dation levels. As a result of his balance 
studies, he concluded: “The elimination of 
absorbed fluorine via urine and sweat is 
practically complete when the quantities do 
not exceed 4.0 - 5.0 mg daily.” 

Armstrong, whose method McClure used 
in the fluoride determinations, added criti- 
cism, which also explains some of the errors 
in McClure’s work. He said: “In my experi- 
ence, the determination of fluorine in urine 
and feces is extremely difficult, if not im- 
possibie-"The results are usually on the high 
side, more fluoride being found in the urine 
to which a definite amount of sodium fluoride 
has been added than is actually present. So, 
I have never been able to understand the 
results that McClure obtained which indi- 
cate the excretion of nearly 100% of the 
administered dose." (22) 

MeClure's conclusion has been refuted by 
nearly all others studying fluoride cumula- 
tion in the body. This has not, however, 
prevented proponents from quoting his 
statement to satisfy those questioning safety 
of fluoridation from a cumulative standpoint. 

Hodge (23) finds that: “Skeletal deposition 
of fluoride is a continuing process in which 
a considerable portion of the ingested fluor- 
ide, perhaps a quarter, or as much as half, 
is deposited in the skeletin.” In 1954, Hodge 
& Smith were of the opinion (15): “On the 
hasis of present knowledge it is hard to see 
any hazard associated with the extra depo- 
sition ef fluoride in the skeleton that will 
undoubtedly accompany water fluoridation." 
However, in conjunction with Steinberg & 
Gardiner, Hodge & Smith staté (24): “Still 
unknown are the beneficial and ill effects 
that fluoridation of water may have on 
mankind.” 


EXPERTS SAY NO “SAFETY” 
Wallace-Durbin, in her “tracer” studies, 
found over half of fluoride to be deposited 
in the skeletons of -young rats, with older. 
ones retaining slightly less. She declared: 
“Apparently there is no level of fluoride in- 
take below which storage ceases and ex- 
cretion is complete as was stated by Mc- 
Clure. 33 s 
Rapp (26) noted Pn ot oe POE 
also observing, as did 
Greenwood, et al (27), storage elsewhere 


FLUORIDATION 
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Galloway (28) affirmed: “It is well docu- 
mented in scientific literature that the sub- 
stance, sodium fluoride, has an effect on the 
metabolic cycle . .. The amount of dosage 
has very littie to do with the question be- 
cause it is a cumulative material—that is, 
it collects in the body." 

Machle & Largent (29) found 60% re- 
tention of water-fed fluorides by the body 
while only about half this amount of food- 
fed fluorides were retained. At higher levels 
of fluoride intake (30) storage in bone ap- 
peared permanent, subsequent control periods 
being unattended by significant loss of fluor- 
ide. Interesting is the fact that heavy water 
drmkers could very easily duplicate the 
dosage represented by these levels (6 mg 
per day) under water fluoridation programs. 

Gordanoff (8), of Switzerland, has this to 
say: "In several parts of our country, chil- 
dren receive tablets with fluorine, but the 
fluoridation of drinking water has not been 
accomplished. We trust it will not happen 
in view of the special circumstances here 
regarding our thyroid problem. Twenty years 
ago our population had many goiters—they 
have disappeared because of iodized salt. 
Research here demonstrates clearly an an- 
tagonism between iodine and fluorine. We 
also showed. in another experiment, that the 
calcium metabolism is greatly affected by 
fluorine. Since the bone picks up 30% less 
calcium in the presence of fluorine, the dan- 
ger of osteoporosis in a growing organism 
is very great. 

The erroneous. nature.of McClure’s con- 
clusion fs especially important to establish 
beeause the major portion of harm due to 
fluorides results from their chronic-cumu- 
lative effects on all body cells. Since fluor- 
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ide accumulates in the body at all levels of 
intake, it becomes important to reduce to a 
minimum the length of time it can accum- 
late. Obviously, we ought only be considering 
fluoride ingestion by humans during the 
period it might conceivably benefit them— 
the first eight years of life. 


Theorell (88) says regarding the toxicity 
of fluoride. “As far as is known, the toxic 
effect of the fluorine ion is due solely to its 
inhibiting effect upon many enzyme Sys- 
tems. In assessing the role that these en- 
zyme inhibitions may play, extreme caution 
is called for, as a large number of unknown 
factors enter here. The example of lipase 
inhibition by fluoride in such a small amount 
as 1 part in 5 million .. . may be taken as 
an illustration of this .. . Summarizing, it 
may be said that even if the risks from the 
viewpoint of enzyme chemistry connected 
with a water fluoridation up to 1 ppm should 
not be exaggerated, yet the distance to toxic 
doses is none the less so short as to justify 
some hesitation.” 


ALLERGIC TYPE REACTIONS 

Allergic type reactions to fluorides, at 
fluoridation levels, have been reported by 
several investigators (31) (32) (33) (35), 
(8). 

Feldman, speaking of his experiment in 
which humans received 1 mg sodium fluoride 
per day, by tablet, says: “One percent of 
1100 cases presented evidence of undesirable 
side effects of fluoride therapy. Skin rashes, 
epigastric distress, varying from slight dis- 
comfort to bloody vomiting, were among the 
symtoms. It is pointed out that if fluoride 
is the allergen or intoxicant by the tablet 
method of administration, the source is read- 
ily removed by discontinuance of the therapy. 
This cannot be readily accomplished when 
communal water supplies are the source."

Since children under eight, the only bene- 
factors of fluoride ingestion, make up less 
than 10% of the total population, limiting 
fluoride dosage to them would materially 
reduce the allergic side reactions for the 
whole population from 1 to 0.1%. The feasi- 
bility of tablet programs is shown by. their 
operation in Switzerland, Germany and else- 
where. 

Stokinger & Woodward (36) give the 
water. supply safety factor of fluoride as 
zero. The water supply safety factor -of any 
substance is the highest number that-can be 
safely used to multiply the concentration of 
that substance in water. Nesin (34) says 
that no substance sheuld be introduced into 
any water supply if it has a safety factor 
lower than ten. In Nesin's words (33): 
"Never in the history of water supply has a 
substance with so much unfavorable evidence 
been considered seriously for introduction 
into the potable water of communities, Re- 
gardless of the merits of fluoridation, suffi- 
cient evidence exists to exclude an. indis- 
criminate vehicle as the public water supply 
for furthering a program designed to reduce 
the incidence of dental decay in children. 
The proposal becomes more appalling when 
it is realized that the proposed prophylaxis 
may be effected according to a more rational 
procedure which would avoid most of the 
hazards."

Sodium fluoride is incorporated in many 
powders designed to kill cock-roaches, 
mice and rats. At one time it was used 
as a food preservative, but it is much 
too dangerous for this purpose. Many 
cases of poisoning of human beings by 
sodium fluoride have been recorded. 
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the vehicle. Nesin (33) (34) (38) gives 
evidence that human water consumption may 
vary between 1 and 20 quarts daily. The 
normal range for adults is thought to be 
1% to 8 quarts (39), with the comparable 
figures for children running from a few 
ounces to over 2 quarts (34) (40) (41). 
Obviously, consumers of large amounts of 
water are penalized under water fluoridation. 
Further. the foolishness of regarding any 
fluoride concentration in water as optimal 
for ail persons is evident. In this regard, 
~ Cox (42) asks a pertinent question: “A very 
important fact remains to be established, 
One now guessed through certain faulty as- 
sumptions: What is the optimum amount of 
fluorine, and I mean the true optimum, not 
an arbitrary one, for conferring caries re- 
sistant teeth to children of various ages.” 
Cox may as well have said that such an 
optimal figure is nonexistent. 

Studies purporting to prove the safety of 
artificial fluoridation necessarily have been 
pursued in naturally fluoridated areas, since 
artificial programs have not operated long 
enough to answer questions about chronic- 
cumulative action. Exner (6) (35) (8), 
Waldbott (8) (32) and Rapp (26), among 
others, demonstrate differences between 
natural and artificial fluorides. The exact 
composition of fluoride, as it occurs naturally 
_in water, is unknown. We do know that 
fluorides naturally are found in harder 
waters, associated with calcium, a known 
- inhibitor of deleterious effects of fluoride

of any person drinking naturally fluoridated 
water with concentrations as high as 8 parts 
per million, nor of harmful effects at such 
lesser concentrations as occur naturally or 
are provided in fluoridation programs." Pub- 
lished information completely discredits this 
statement. The editorial quoted to begin this 
section refutes both implications. In addition, 
this discussion will include several instances 
of harm, not only at much less than 8 ppm 
but also at less than the 1ppm thought opti- 
mal for some localities. 

Some consider the safety of fluoridation 
up to 8 ppm. established by the Bartlett- 
Cameron study (44). Many seriously ques- 
tion this: Exner (6) (8) (35), Waldbott (8) 
(32) (45) (46), Klerer (47), Nesin (33), 
etc. 

It is difficult to fathom the reasoning em- 
ployed in pieking Cameron (0.5 ppm F) as 
a "control" city for Bartlett (8 ppm F) if 
high rates of water consumption for Texas 
are considered. This is not a comparison 
between a fluoride-free and a high-fluoride 
city. The 1953 examination team was com- 
posed of entirely different people than the 
1943 team. Fluoride levels were inconstant. 
A high incidence of symptoms of fluoride 
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poisoning was observed: increased bone 
density, coarse trabeculation of bone, hearing 
impairment, cataracts, abnormal WBC counts 
and sedimentation rates. “No published 
record of harm” resulted since all these 
findings were dismissed as “insignificant.” 
Similarly termed “insignificant” were the 
3% times greater death rate in Bartlett and 
the higher incidence of periodontal lesions 
and missing teeth. Strangely, no comparisons 
Were made between the findings in these 
cities and national averages for non-fhioride 
cities. 

CASES OF HIGHER DEATH RATE 

Also failing to demonstrate safety for 
fluoridation are the mortality statistic com- 
parisons in the 32 paired cities (48) and the 
Illinois survey (49). In the case of the 32 
cities, 5 more deaths per 100,000, observed 
in fluoride areas, was “insignificant.” Tn the 
Illinois survey, 98 more deaths per 100.000 
seemed "insignificant" to evaluatórs. Nesin 
(33) says the erratic nature of these stirveys 
is such that a death rate of 600 per 100,000 
is insignificant. We have already noted that 
studies of naturally fluoridated areas prove 
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know

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nothing relative to artificially fluoridated 
places, Since mortality statistics rarely, if 
ever, list chronic fluorine intoxication as a 
disease entity, and since physicians generally 
know little of the symptomatology of fluo- 
ride poisoning, the value of mortality statis- 
tics in proving anything about it seems 
slight. 

Little attention has been paid the 10 year 
study of Weaver (50), in Tyneside and 
Sunderland, England, where a higher death 
rate was found in the fluoridated (1.4 ppm) 
city for every year of the 10. Also disre- 
garded are the high death rate in Grand 
Rapids (51) compared with non-fluoride 
Michigan cities and the 150% higher still- 
birth rate attending fluoridation of New 
Britain, Connecticut (52). The 400% jump 
in the thyroid cancer incidence following 
fluoridation of San Francisco has certainly 
not been stressed by proponents trying to 
establish the safety of fluoridation. 

Ford (8) issued a statement as Water 
Commissioner for New York City in 1956: 
"The problem of managing the controls of 
dosage of fluoride chemical to obtain uni- 
formity throughout a grid-work of more 
than 5000 miles of pipe and tunnels involv- 
ing different sources and pressure gradients, 
as in the New York System, is formidable. 
None of those who have made statements 
to the contrary has ever had the experience 
nor do they possess the knowledge of what 
the exact result would be." Ford's accuracy 
is seen in the demonstrated lack of ability 
of water departments to deliver water 
throughout cities with even nearly constant 
fluoride concentrations. 

Those “in control” of the De Kalb County, 
Georgia (54), experiment remarked: “No 
constant concentration was observed for any 
extended period of time.” In attempting 
maintenance of 0.7 ppm, actual concentra- 
tions observed were 0.1 to 1.0 ppm. 

Spitz, Taylor & Harris (55), discussing 
Jack of control of fluoride concentration, 
state: “unfortunately . .. (these cities) ... 
are not unique in which fluoridation has been 
functioning on less than an adequate basis." 

Erlenbach & Tracy (56), with regard to 
the New Britain experiment, write: “Due to 
conditions beyond control, there were ...a 
total of 284 days in which no fluorides were 
fed into the system during the past three 
years." No wonder Kania (12), after 6 years 
of fluoridation in New Britain, declared: 
“The damage present in permanent and de- 
ciduous teeth of the child is in most cases 
impossible to remedy." 

Feldman (57), after 4 years of fluorida- 
tion in Morristown, where the effort was to 
maintain 1.2 ppm, reported actual values 
taken at various points throughout the city 
as ranging from 0.0 to 0.41 ppm. Morristown 
discontinued fluoridation. 


IMPOSSIBLE TO MAINTAIN 
PROPER DISTRIBUTION 

No matter how easy maintenance of con- 
stant uniform fluoride concentration through- 
out cities is said to be, actual experience 
shows the fallacy of such belief. 

Corrosion of fluoridating equipment has 
been reported, among other places, in Sche- 
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nectady and Fulton, New York; San Fran- 
cisco and Martinez, California; Sheridan, 
Wyoming, and Coeur d'Alene, Idaho (8). 

Water supply men (8) have warned of 
fluoride sludge build-up in pipe and conduit 
linings with subsequent high concentration 
fall-out (drop-out) at points where sudden 
flow velocity changes occur. The Meadow- 
brook Soft Water Laundry, North Andover, 
Massachusetts (58), received the “benefit” 
of fluoride sludge in laundry tanks which, 
on analysis, had 300 to 2000 ppm F. Analy- 
sis of sludge in water mains in North Andover 
showed up to 36000 ppmF. 

More recently, Concord, New Hampshire, 
discontinued fluoridation, An interdepart- 
ment communication (59) from the Water 
Pollution Commission, showed sludge analy- 
sis in Concord water mains to run between 
1693 and 4491 ppm F—a safe condition by 
no stretch of the imagination,

European and Commonwealth nations 
which followed the American lead have 
learned nothing, through official quarters 
promoting it, of the dramatic reversal in the 
U.S. of this incredible programme of com- 
pulsory dosing.

In SWEDEN the Swedish Admin- 
istrative Court has declared fluoridation of 
water supplies to be illegal, In EIRE an Act 
giving dictatorial powers to the Government 
over local authorities to apply fluoridation 
has been challenged as repugnant to the 
Constitution, In FRANCE, although a Bill 
was introduced into the French Chamber in 
1954, the Ministre de Sante Publique and the 
Institut Pasteur disapproved, while the final 
coup was given by Prof. Fabre, Dean of the 
Pharmacy of Paris, who gave a lecture on 
fluorine poisoning on the occasion of the 
French Dental Day in Paris in November, 
1954.

HARM TO HUMANS FROM 
FLUORIDATED WATER 

McClure said (89): “The first specific 
symptom of fluorine injury to the child is 
the appearance of hypocalcified enamel 
known as mild mottled enamel.” The AMA 
report gives mottling as "the most delicate 
criterion of harm” from fluorides and ack- 
nowledges that mottled teeth will inevitably 
result from water containing 1 ppm F (60). 
Dean (61) reported: “Teeth affected with 
mottled enamel .. . erupt showing a dull, 
chalky-white appearance which in many 
instances later take on a characteristic brown 


stain, the frequency of the. stain-inereasing-- 


with age." 
In 1941, Schour & Smith (62) discoursed 


on experimental dental fluorosis as follows: < 


“In view of the multiple effects of fluorides 
upon teeth development (pigmentation, 
calcification, formation, eruption and at- 


trition), the term ‘mottled enamel’ is insuf- * 


ficient and should be replaced by ‘dental 
fluorosis.’ The latter indicates the etiologic 
factor and includes the dentin as well as the 
enamel" While enamel formation ceases at 
eruption, this is not so with dentin and pulp 
tissue, where effects of fluoride can continue 
to increase throughout the life of the tooth. 

Dillon (63) has shown fluoride to cause 
ectopic calcific deposits in the pulp and de- 
generation of the periodontal fibers as well 
as fluorosis of enamel and dentin. 

Even though dental fluorosis is the first 
sympton of fluoride poisoning usually ob- 
served, it is impossible to tell, by dental 
fluorosis alone, whether or not the children 
showing it will later develop the other, more 
serious effects of fluoride poisoning. These 
other symtoms are so varied and so 
often associated with other conditions that 
nothing is pathognomonic of fluoride poison- 
ing, except dental fluorosis, until catastro- 
phic damage has been done. Shortt (64) 
says that death, in advanced cases, comes 
as a result of intercurrent disease. While the 
fluoride poisoning weakens and debilitates 
those afflicted, in reality it only makes them 
more susceptible to other things and it is 
this superimposed condition that actually 
gets credit for death. This is precisely why 
fluorosis is only rarely diagnosed as a 
disease entity and also why we do not find: 
“fluoride. —chronic” listed among.

enzyme inhibitors (26) (80) (88) are making 
us aware of the fact that this is not always 
true that severe fluoride poisoning may occur 
without heavy build-up in bone. 


McKay (66) told the American Public 
Health Association in 1952: “Fluorosis, even 
to an extremely disfiguring degree, can be 
produced when the fluoride content is two 
parts per million or more." This might seem 
to imply that below 2 ppm no disfiguring 
fluorosis occurs. McKay’s own work (65) dis- 
allows any such implication, In 1916, he, 
with Black, found 100% mottling at 1 ppm 
F, 18% at 0.2 ppm, 50% at 0.4 ppm and 

% at 0.0 ppm. Finding mottling where 
waters contain no fluoride emphasizes the 
need for consideration of sources other than 
water in figuring total dosage. 


BAD FOR THE UNDERNOURISHED 

Massler & Schour (67) show that mal- 
nutrition exerts a severe influence on the 
degree of mottling resulting from low con- 
centrations of fluorides. 

Kemp, Murray & Wilson (68) observed 
that concentrations as low as 1 ppm F were 
associated with spinal deformations and 
damaging mottling. They also observed that 
poor nutrition accentuates the ill-effeets of 
fluorides. ‘ 


comparable with mottled teeth in the human 
...2 ppm must be considered harmful to 
the general health." In the light of the 
knowledge of a 20 to 1 ratio of adult human 
water consumption, the lowness of this esti- 
mate is very thought-provoking, especially 
in view of the fact that fluoride can do 
adults no geod whatever. 

Kronfeld (71) writes. “Fluorine in low 
concentrations has a specific toxic effect 
upon the enamel-forming cells and also upon 
the calcification of the dentin. In ities in 
which the water supply has a fluorine con- 
tent of from 0.6 to 0.9 part per 1,000,000, 
from 2.6 to 10.6 per cent of the children are 
affected." He indicates that mottling- in- 
creases with increased fluorine content and 
admits that severe cases occur at low con- 
centratigns with “more susceptible" children. 

One ertain result of fluoridation, arti- 
ficial or natural, is dental fluorosis. Newburg 
reports slightly more than 17% (72). Death- 
erage (72) found 31.8% of Geneva (1 ppm 
F), Illinois, children to have mottling. 
He found no simple relation between 
rate or degree of mottling and fluorine 
concentration of the water. Proponents 
have .proclaimed that “no objectionable 
mottling” will occur under fluoridation, 
but who decided what is “objection- 
able"? No severe mottling has yet been re- 
ported in Newburg, but we have seen that 
the frequency of staining increases with age 
(61) (65) (66) (60). Those years have not 
yet passed. 

The Smiths (73) consider water at 0.9 
ppm F, or over, dangerous from a standpoint 
of mottling. They also discover no simple 
relation ‘between fluorine content of water 
and fluorosis or dental decay. In Tucson (0.9 
ppm F); Arizona, 37% of children had mild 
to moderate mottling. Indian children, drink- 
ing water at 1 ppm F, showed no less decay 
than children with much lower fluoride in- 
takes, but their teeth were almost 10046 
mottled beyond repair. In studying. the -dura- 
bility of mottled teeth at St. David, Arizona, 
3396 of 12-14 year old children were seen 
to have caries, but beyond 21 years of age 
very few were decay-free. 

Fifty per cent (50%) of 24-26 year old 
people had false teeth because decay was 
so widespread and repairs so unsuccessful in 
fluorosed teeth. They felt that fluoride merely 
delays the time of appearance of decay, 
since they only rarely found fluorosed teeth 
of adults to be decay-free. Galagan (74) 
attributes the high mottling in Arizona’ to 
increased water consumption, which is in 
turn laid to the very high temperatures 
there.

Taylor's work at the University of 
Texas (76): shows shortening of life spans. 

Lemmon (77), pediatrician, of Amarillo 
(3:9 ppm F), Texas, reported: “Some of the 
babies have more tendency to. bowing of 
legs, even. in. the face of constant anti-rachi- 
tic therapy, thus supporting the theory 
that toxic fluorides interfere with bone and 
dental metabolism." 


KNOWN CASES OF FLUORIDE 
POISONING 

Waldbott (32) described 52 cases of 
chronie fluoride poisoning from drinking 
water at or about 1 ppm fluoride. 

Linsman, & McMurray (78) gave an ac- 
count of a death of an army sergeant from 
osteosclerosis due to drinking water. His 
first 7 years were spent in Spur (1.2 ppm), 
Texas, where he developed severely mottled 
teeth. The next two years were in Post (5.7 
ppm), Texas, and then he lived for 7 years 
jin Lubbock, Texas (4.4. ppm), moving to 
Washington (then unfluoridated), D, Œ., 
at 16 yeaxs of age. At 18 he returned to 
Lubbock, where he entered the army. He 
died of fluoride osteosclerosis at 22 years. 
‘A proper diagnosis would never have been 
made if an extraordinary post-mortem ex- 
amination had not been done. 

Pandit, et al (79), report the same dis- 
eased condition as Shortt (64), finding some 
cases occurring at fluoride concentrations as 
low as 06 ppm. Affected children, apart 
from mottling, showed no signs of fluoride 
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poisoning. At about 25-30 years a gradual 
onset of symptoms began: tingling, pain and 
stiffness over the body, resulting limitation 
of mobility of spine and thorax. At 30-40 
years of age, the final stages appeared: 
cachexia, emaciation, pressure symptoms on 
spinal cord, impotence, loss of sphincter 
control, mental impairment, Finally patients 
are bed-ridden with death coming from inter- 
current disease. Important to note is that 
children slated for toxic manifestation show 
no signs of what is to come, except mottling. 


FLUORIDE HARD: ON HEART 

Greenwood; et al (27), at Logan, Utah, 
studying effects of airborne fluorides, found 
fluoride deposits in the aorta, They noted; 
“As the degree of calcification of the aorta 
increased, there was a corresponding in- 
crease in the fluoride level. Fluorides. are 
deposited along with calcium and phosphorus 
. .. the fluoride content of the aorta was 
higher than that of other soft tissues.” 

Ebert (80), studying metabolic pathways 
by which organs form embryologically, used 
sodium fluoride as an enzyme inhibitor. In 
low concentrations, it blocked, almost com- 
pletely, the regions destined to form muscle, 
primarily affecting developing heart muscle. 
In high concentrations, it caused the entire 
embryo to disintegrate in a clear-cut pattern, 
starting with the heart-forming region. 'This 
causes us to remember that in the first 3 
years of fluoridation, New Britain's (52) 
stillbirth rate jumped 150% while nearby 
unfluoridated Waterbury's rate remained 
unchanged, : 

Okushi (81) and Kono, et al (82), Japan- 
ese medical research men, produced severe 
myocardial damage in rats and white rab- 
bits by feeding them 5-50 ppm F in foods. 
While these concentrations are greater than 
those recommended for fluoridation, the 
point is that in low concentrations, even less 
than-1 ppm; fluoride is cumulative and there 
may be damage as a result, damage that 
only controlled “in vivo" experiments will 
reveal. ; 


FLUORIDE HARD ON KIDNEYS 

Ramsyer (8) examined, at 520 days (equi- 
valent to 42 years human age), 86 rats 
killed after living on drinking water at 1 ppm 
F continuously from birth, All of these ani- 
mals had periodontal and questionable kid- 
ney lesions and all had more tooth decay 
than the controls. He.concluded that fluor- 
ides at 1 ppm do not prevent tooth decay but 
that they do cause kidney and periodontal 
damage. 

Rapaport (90), investigating the incidence 
of monogoloid births in Wisconsin, Illinois, 
and the Dakotas, found a definite relation- 
ship between the concentration of fluorine 
in the drinking waters and the frequency of 
mongolism, As fluoride concentrations were 
higher, incidence of mongoloid births rose 
proportionately and, further, with rising flu- 
oride levels, the age of mothers producing 
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mongoloid children declined. These. obser- 
vations need no further comment. 
Considering the mass of publishedjevidence 
against fluoridation, it is strange: to find 
astute medical: men, like the composers of 
the St. Louis Medical Society Report, an- 
nouncing that “There is no published record 
of any injury to the health of any person 
... ete.” It is disturbing to see continued in- 
sistence on the utilizing of mass treatment 
of populations through water supply fluori- 
dation, when such mass treatment is neither 
necessary nor advisable. It is also disquieting 
to hear capable scientists called *incompe- 
tent” and "biased," merely because their 
findings and beliefs happen to conflict with 
proponent scientisís. There unfortunately 
appears to be no climate of professioual 
opinion relative to fluoridation. Scientific 
findings and opinions cannot be dismissed by 
discrediting and personally directed slander, 


CONSIDERATION OF “EVIDENCE” THAT 
FLUORIDATION WILL REDUCE DECAY 
BY 65-70%. 

As proof of the efficacy of fluorides in 
decay reduction, proponents point to the 
“controlled” experiments at: Newburg-King- 
ston, Grand Rapids-Muskegon, Evanston- 
Oak Park (in the U.S.A.) and Brantford- 
Sarnia (in Canada). 

In. scientifically, operated, experiments, 
caluclated to determine the possible value of 
fluoridation, Sutton declares (83) the fol- 
lowing basic conditions ought to be as nearly 
as. possible satisfied: 

1. Selected test (fluoride) and control 
(non-fluoride) cities must exhibit similarity 
in: size, climate, chemical composition of 
water supply, socio-economic status, basic 
(pre-test) decay rates and fluctuations there- 
in. 

2. Basic decay rates and fluctuations 
therein must be determined, for both test 
and control cities, prior to commencement 
of fluoridation in either. 

3. A randomization proe 
used to determine which city shall 
which the control. 

4. Decay rates should be taken in both 
test and control cities at regular times all 
throughout the test periods, - 

3. Groups of children for comparison should 
be of similar age, number, racial derivation 
—so as to prevent weighting of results (DMF 
rates). 

6. The same examiners should: conduct all 
examinations, examiners should be dentists, 
and they should use a standardized examin- 
ation procedure. 

7. Examiner bias should be eliminated. by 
having examiners unaware of whether the 
children they are examining come from test 
or control areas. 

8. Continuous residency for ali children, 
test and control, should be ascertained. 

9. Statistical adjustment procedures and 
devices should be standardized in all cases.

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INADEQUATE TESTING METHODS 
In the Evanston-Oak Park test, initial 
| basic decay-rates were found dissimilar, and 
here again the basic decay rate was not de- 
termined for the control city until after flu- 
oridation had. commenced in the test city. 
In the case of Grand Rapids-Muskegon, basie 
-: decay rate for Muskegon was not determined 
"until fluoridation had commenced in Grand 
Rapids. Further invalidation is seen in the 
fluoridation of Muskegon, the control, mid- 
way in the experiment. 

No provision to eliminate examiner bias 
was utilized in the tests. Examination meth- 
odology was inconstant. Data was improp- 
‘erly grouped. Fluctuations were disguised 
in control cities since usually only two DMF 
studies were done in control cities—one at 
the beginning and the other at the end of 
testing periods. The make-up of the exam- 

* jnation teams was very inconstant. “Groups” 
for comparative purposes ranged in number 
from 1 to over 1800. Weighting could not 
help but result from the improper grouping. 
of children age-wise. Continuous residence 
was often merely assumed, or disregarded 
altogether, and improper and inconstant an- 
. alytieal and statisti¢al adjustment procedures 
, Avere Observed. 

Feltman, Kerwin, London, and others (8) 
. haye all criticized the DMF yardstick used 
in these trial tests by examiners, saying that. 
it is.unreliable since dental examiner's rarely 
agree on the DMF of a given child. 

Paluev. (84) gave a highly critical. sum- 


- mation of fallacies he observed in the trial 


at Newburgh-Kingston and Grand Rapids- 
Muskegon. He said that delays in appear- 
ance of decay were recorded as decay re- 
duetions, the method of expressing DMF 
reduction by percentages is fallacious, and 
the method of averaging DMF reductions is 
deceiving. 

Dillon (85), using the Public Health fig- 
ures, shows the actual inerease in the sound 
teeth at Newburg as a result of fluoridation 
was not 77.6%, as stated by the experi- 
menters, but, rather, only 7.2%. He shows 
that the percentage DMF decrease falls 
rapidly as age advances, and says: “Tn omit 
ting to compare the rate of deterioration ‘of 
the dentition. before and. after fluoridation, 
Public Health Authorities have Omitted to 
deal with perhaps the most important as- 
pects of caries control.” 

Klerer (47) also criticizes these tests and 
concludes, as do Dillon, Paluev, Sutton, etc., 
that the manipulation of data by official 
Public Health evaluators is so flagrant as to 
make. ridiculous the claim of an average 
60-7096 reduction of decay by fluoridation. 
He says that the most that can be proven 
by these tests is a slight delay in the time of 
appearance of decay. 


PUBLIC RESISTANCE TO FLUORIDA- 
TION GREATER NOW THAN EVER 
That fluoridation is unpopular is shown 
by the many cities which have discarded -it 
after trial periods. Referenda, where people 
are giveu a chance to accept or reject it be- 
forehand, more often than not, result in re- 
jection.

1. Fluorides are nonessential to humans 
and they do not improve water. 

2. The toxicity of fluorides is of higher © 
order than arsenic or lead in all three re- 
spects: (1) Acute, (2) Allergic, and, (3) 
Chronic-cumulative. 

3. There is no such thing as a “‘safe level 
of fluoride” in. water, Therefore, the “opti- 
mal" level is zero. 

4. Due to cumulative action, harm. results 
from fluorides at any level of intake. 

5. Evidénce purporting to demonstrate de- 
cay reduction by fluoride is unscientifjcally 
founded. 

6. Fluoridation of potable public waters is 
mass-medication and is generally unpopular. 
THE SOLUTION TO THE PROBLEM 

Administration of fluorides to humans is 
without proven benefit in caries pr ophylaxis. 
In addition, we may be certain that some 
harm will accrue to at least a segment of 
the population under fluoridation of publie 
drinking watér. It, therefore, seems unwise 
to recommend fluoride use to anyone. 

It must be recognized, however, that, some 
individuals will, nonetheless, desire fo be 
fluoridated.

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selected application of fluorides that would 
allow individuals desirous of the alleged 
benefits of fluoride to attain them while they, 
at the same time, do not interfere with 
those wishing to remain unfluoridated. 

A simple solution, that would interfere 
with the rights and desires of no individual, 
is what Ohmart (87) has called “personal 
fluoridation”, the administration of tablets 
of known dosage, to be swallowed as a pill 
or dissolved in a diluent of choice. 

In 1946, Arnold stated: “It is easy and 
simple to get 1 ppm added fluorine into a 
child’s diet by the use of standard fluorine 
tablets administered by the parents.” If it 
was easy and simple then, it can be no less 
so now. 

Nesin (38) has described various ways of 
providing fluoride intake for dental caries 
prevention in children. He feels the tablet 
method of administration best because: 

1, Tablets allow for the greatest possible 
degree of dosage accuracy. 

2. Tablets allow for the use of a vehicle of 
choice. 

3. Tablets can be used with nearly equal 
facility in both urban and rural areas. 

4, Tablets may be selectively applied so 
that only those who can benefit need partake. 

9. Tablets allow for easy discontinuance of 
therapy by individuals evincing susceptibil- 
ity. 

6. Tablets provide a much higher degree of 
economy than water fluoridation. Compar- 
ative costs for New York City, as stated by 
Nesin (38), are $110,000 per year for a 
tablet program as against over $1,000,000 
per year for water fluoridation chemicals 
alone, with the initial cost of equipment 
($445,000) and the yearly maintenance 
costs additional. 

7. Tablets allow an individual to decide 
for himself whether or not he wishes to be- 
come fluoridated,

found to be a communist school and on Jan. 
30, 1941, was convicted in Criminal Court 
on charges of anarchy—failure to display 
the American flag and for displaying the 
hammer and sickle on the College campus. 
A total of $2,500 in fines was assessed 
against the school, and the school being un- 
able, or unwilling, to pay, its property was 
sold, After the College was declared “a com-

B. Matthews, former Director of Research, 
Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
(Dies Committee) 1938-45—at Hearings be- 
fore the Special Education Committee of the 
Arkansas Legislative Council, Dec. 16, 17, 18, 
1958. 

“The Tennessee Supreme Court ruled 
yesterday that Highlander, long a nest for 
leftwing activities and their promoters, has 
forfeited any right to a state charter be- 
cause Highlander, though supposedly .non- 
profit, was operated for. the personal profit 
of its director, Myles Horton . . . The Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court also upheld the lower 
court's ruling that Highlander Folk School 
had been guilty of bootlegging .

IN BUSINESS AGAIN 
When the Supreme Court of the State of 
Tennessee ruled against Highlander Folk 
School, the school appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court, which Court refused 
the case. So Highlander moved over to Knox- 
ville, Tennessee, changed its name, applied 
for and obtained another Charter from the 
State of Tennessee. We quote briefly from 
a folder put out under its new name:

In March, 1963, the Internal Revenue 
Service of the U.S. Treasury Dept. granted 
tax-exemption to this restored arm of com- 
munism and made all contributions retro- 
actively deductible from date of Highlander 
Center's incorporation, August, 1961. 

But with a: change in location, Highlander 
itself did not change. We quote again from 
the folder put out recently by Highlander: - 
*In the summer of 1963, hate-inspired forces 
again tried to destroy Highlander and all 
it stands for. This time the attack was dir- 
ected against an incompleted new conference 
center in the Smoky Mountains near Mary- 
ville, Tennessee . ., The camp was raided 
without search warrants, the camp directors 
and young work-campers were arrested and 
later convicted of disorderly conduct, con- 
tributing to the delinquency of minors, and 
such unwarranted charges . . . The half- 
constructed buildings at the camp site were 
burned to the ground—again ‘by persons 
unknown.’ " 

The law enforcement officers making that 
raid fill in the details the above leaves to the 
imagination. According to newspaper reports 
giving the officers’ version of what they saw 
during the raid, as one said, “I have taken 
part in many such raids, but that one was 
the most revolting thing I éver witnessed. 
Drunken youths, both black and white, were 
all over the place engaging in’ promiscuous 
sexual acts. I. never saw anything like it 
before, and I hope I never do again." 

The lists of “SPONSORS—Fall 1963“ as 
printed on folder referred to includes “Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Pres. Southern 
Christian Leadership Conférence, Atlanta, 
Georgia.” 

Communists planned long ago to bring 
about the “Black Revolution" now being 
pushed so vigorously. Commonwealth College 
and Highlander Folk School ‘were founded 
for this purpose and now Highlander Center 
continues the work praised so highly by the 
“Man of the Year" in his speech at the 1957 
Labor Day seminar at Highlander Folk 
School. In February, 1961, Martin Luther 
King's Southern Christian "Leadership Con- 
ference and the Highlander Folk School 
joined forces “to train Negro leaders for the 
civil rights struggle." (N.Y. Times, 2/23/61). 

The present Chairman of the Board of 
Directors at Highlander Center is Dr, B. R. 
Brazeal, Dean of Morehouse College, Atlanta, 
Georgia (M. L. King's alma mater). Other 
Highlander directors include Myles Horton, 
who, when, asked to join the Communist 
Party, replied: “I am doing you just as 
much good now as I would if I were a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party." (from testi- 
mony of a former Communist Party official, 
Southern Conference Educational Fund, Inc.

chairman." This committee has beeh cited 
as a "new organization" set up in the-sum- 
mer of 1960 to “lead and direct the Commu- 
nist Party's ‘Operation Abolition’ campaign.” 
“Seven of the national leaders of this group 
have been identified as communists” (House 
Report. 1278, Committee on Un-American 
Activities). Hilda Smith, FDR’s “Specialist 
in Workers’ Education of the Federal- Emer- 
gency Relief Administration” is also a spon- 
sor. 

“Washington Merry-Go-Round” column 
10/3/35, made this observation of Hilda

4, 1963 a raid was made on the headquarters 
of a communist organization, the Southern 
Conference -Educational Fund, in the State 
of Louisiana. Much damaging evidence was 
found, including some pertaining to Martin 
Luther King. The raid was carried out under 
the-auspices of The Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, State of 
Louisiana. We wish to quote from some 
evidence seized in that raid which shows that 
King had been working with some men who 
had previously been identified in sworn 
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taken earlier by United States 


testimony as being members of the Com- 
munist Party. The first is à memo dated 
January 18, 1963, from Carl Braden to 
William H. Melish (both known communists) 
‘in re Martin Luther King." 


“Martin King has a bad habit of arriving 
late at meetings and assembly affairs such 
as the one we are planning in New York City 
on February 8. As soon.as it becomes known 
that he has agreed to appear at our Annual 


' Reception, there is going to be great pressure 


on him to forget about the affair. People like 
Ted: Kheel, and the CORE group are very 
jealous of Martin's connections with à group 
like ours, and we must expect efforts tp di- 
vert him. You have probably thought of all 
this, but I thought I should put my two 
eents in and send this with a copy to James 
Dombrowski.” Signed, “Carl.” 


ENTER AUBREY WILLIAMS 

Now let us look at a letter written on the 
Southern Farmer, Inc. stationery dated Feb. 
26, 1960. It is signed with the initials A.W.W,. 
which stands for Aubrey W. Williams, iden- 
tified in sworn. testimony as a. communist. 
The letter is about. Martin Luther King; and 
it discusses, among other things, $100,000 
which disappeared from the Montgomery 
Improvement Association. The letter was 
written to James Dombrowski. «“Dear Jim: 
I must beg to be excused from writing -any- 
thing in the way of a statement of support 
of Martin Luther King. in this income tax 
ease. First, it would be ‘carrying coals to 
Newcastle’ .. . , I think he has no one to 
blame but himself for the fact that there 
appears to be large discrepancies in the ac- 
counts of MIA. E, D. Nixon as you know 
resigned because of the looseness of the MIA 
and that meant King. Nixon isn't so sure 
there isn't a lot of truth in what they are 
charging about the disappearance of $100, 
000 of MIA money. 

"So my advice is, we should keep out of 
it. . . . Sincerely yours, AWW.” 


It seems that King made it to New York 
all right to keep his speaking engagement for 
the communist meeting. In the evidence 
seized in the raid mentioned above was a 
cancelled check in amount of $167.74 dated 
March 7, 1963, made out to Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. and endorsed by King. 
There: was a typed notatión on the check, 
“N. Y. Exp." The check was signed by 
Benjamin E. Smith and James A. Dombrow- 
ski, and was drawn on the account of South- 
ern Conference Education Fund, Ine... pay- 
able at Whitney Nationa] Bank of New Or- 
leans. The number of the check was 4153. 


ARREST AND INDICTMENT OF THREE 

In the raid of SCEF headquarters three 
men. were arrested: James A. Dombrowski, 
executive director; Benjamin E. Smith, 
treasurer; and Bruce Waltzer, Smith's law 
partner, We quote now from The Councilor 
for February 6, 1964: 

“The «grand jury indicted SCEF leaders 
on charges of. violation of Louisiana’s ‘Sub- 
versive Activities Law.’ Dombrowski was in- 
dicted on two, counts of failing to register 
asa subversive agent and one-of failing to 
register as a member of a subversive organ- 
ization. 

"Smith was indicted on three counts: two 
of failing to register and one of taking part 
in management. Named in the indictment 
as the two subversive organizations were 
SCEF and the National Lawyers Guild. 

“Waltzer was indicted on one count of 
failing to register as a member of the Na-

‘Shreveport) Sheriff's Department. Caddo 
Deputy Sheriff Homer Bryant testified at 
legislative hearings. State Police and New 
Orleans police assisted in the raid on SCEF 
headquarters... . 

“The three defendants have appealed the 
Circuit Court decision to the United States 
Supreme Court.” 


SOME HIGHLANDER SUPPORTERS 

The Highlander Folk School, which Martin 
Luther King, ‘Man of the Year,” regarded 
so highly for its work in giving “to the South 
some of its most responsible leaders," as 
early as 1946 was reported in the communist 
People's World to have received a $15,000 
bequest from the Julius Rosenwald Fund 
for use in Highlander's rural education pro- 
gram (Tocsin, 5/8/62). In 1954 the Ford 
Foundation (which set up Fund for the Re- 
public) gave $240,000 to Southern Regional 
Council. Morris B. Abram, Atlanta attorney, 
was one of the group appointed to spend the 
money. 

On January9, 1964, Morris Abram, who is 
President of the American Jewish Committee, 
urged President Johnson to establish an 
“Equality Corps" to advance civil rights in 
the United States. Abram was the first legal 
chief of the so-called Peace Corps. (N.Y. 
Times, 1/10/64). Morris Abram is the U. S. 
expert on the U. N. Subcommission to 
Eliminate Discrimination, and on January 
13, 1964 Abram proposed an international 
treaty outlawing segregation and “Hate 
groups."-(Hackensack Record, 1/14/64) On 
January 25, 1964, Morris Abram took his 
U. N. subcommission to Atlanta, Georgia, 
and observed Negro demonstrations. Signs 
were carried reading "Atlanta needs U. N. 
help," etc. Abram was delighted and said, 
“This is wonderful. This is exactly what we 
wanted to see." (N.Y. News, 1/26/64) 

Morris Abram is a director of Field Found- 
ation, Inc., which has sponsored workshops 
at the Highlander Folk School (Carolina 
Israelite, March-April, 1958). Other directors 
of the Field Foundation are Ralphe Bunche, 
and Adlai E, Stevenson (president). 

1963 sponsors include Lloyd Garrison, 
who said “The Red menace is a myth and 
communism is a bogey-man to frighten chil- 
dren” (Chicago Tribune, 5/18/35); Clarence 
Pickett, and Justine W. Polier. The last- 
named, Justine Polier, is the daughter of the 
late Rabbi S. S. Wise and the wife of Shad 
.(Isador) Polier, who has a front record going 
baek many years. On May 4, 1960 Aubrey 
Williams wrote a long typewritten letter to 
Mrs. Polier (reproduced in the Joint Com- 
mittee report referred to above), a goodly 
portion of which was devoted to the subject 
of Eleanor Roosevelts withdrawal from 
SCEF. Williams wrote to Mrs. Polier: “I 
now come to you for some advice. It has to 
do with Mrs. Roosevelt. I do not know wheth- 
er you know it or not, for she said she 
"hoped that it would not be necessary to 
make a public announcement,’ but she has 
withdrawn from any further connection with 
the SCEF .. . Her withdrawal has hit me 
right between the eyes .. ." SCEF must 
have been pretty rank if it was too much 
for Eleanor, for she was on the Board of 
Directors of NAACP and besides that had 
connections with over 100 fronts in her own 
right. 


The old Southern Conference for Human 
Welfare (which became SCEF, Inc. without 
any change in office or personnel) was fin- 
anced by the Robert Marshall Foundation, 
“one of the principal sources for the money 
with which to finance the Communist Party's 
fronts generaly in recent years" (House 
Report 1311, 3/29/44). Robert's father, 
Louis Marshall, along with Julius Rosenwald 
and Jacob Schiff, founded the American 
Jewish Committee (Diling Bulletin, Aug., 
Sept. 1958). Julius Rosenwald's son William 
is the present Chairman of the National 
Advisory Council, American Jewish Com- 
mittee, Louis Marshall’s son James is at 
present an Honorary Vice President of the 
same organization. On February 15, 1964 
Morris Abram was chosen President of the 
American Jewish Committee (N.Y. News, 
2/16/64). 

Civil Rights agitation and Integration 
pressures were started long ago by commu- 
nists as a part of their program to create 
revolution in America. That the Negro is 
being used as a tool of communism and that 
communism is a Zionist creation to estab- 
lish their long planned Jewish-controlled 
slave state, none can deny who has honestly 
weighed available evidence. 


BAYARD RUSTIN . 

Bayard Rustin, former member of the 
Young Communist League, was secretary 
to Martin Luther King, President of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
from 1956 to 1960. 

Bayard Rustin, a former communist and 
deputy Director of the August 28, 1963 
March on Washington, organized the 1958 
pacifist drive and “would have been proud 
to have joined them in Red Square.” Rustin 
spent 28 months in jail during World War 
II, for refusing to register for the draft. 
His police record includes a 1953 ‘‘con- 
viction for sex (homosexual) perversion 
and a subsequent arrest for vagrancy and 
lewdness.” Bayard Rustin has also been a 
member of two notorious Marxist Fronts: 
The American Friends Service Committee 
and The Fellowship of Reconciliation. 

. Bayard Rustin not only is one of eight 
“impartial observers,” who attended the 16th 
National Convention of the Communist 
Party, USA., but also was identified as a 


-` member of the American Forum for Social- 


ist Education, cited as a Communist Front 
by a Senate Internal Security Sub-Commit- 
tee, December 19, 1957 (American Legion 
Firing Line magazine, July 15, 1958, p. 56.)

only embryo communists. Too often we hear 
of groups of leading business men going 
along the path of least resistanee, moved by 
fear of losing their fortunes.

and unions. Elaborate racial bookkeeping 
set-ups can be required, under heavy Federal 
penalties. FEDERAL AGENTS ARE GIVEN 
THE POWER TO ENTER any industrial or 
unien preperty, seize records, question em- 
ployees and members, and investigate any 
‘matter as may be appropriate," to quote 
the words of the bill, 

In short, there are two regions of NEW 
FEDERAL POWER opened up, in the name 
of protecting the civil rights of everyone. 
The first one is the power to TERMINATE 
FEDERAL GRANTS, which total multiple 
billions of dollars each year, and hold a life 
and death power over the financial stability 
of whole cities and regions, This vast author- 
ity weuld be turned over to Federal agencies 
without. laying down any of the traditional 
protections of due process of law, rules for 
receiving evidence, or holding proper hear- 
ings. Under this bill, A FEDERAL AGENT 
HAS ONLY TO MAKE "AN EXPRESS 
FINDING." In this, he would be guided by 
his own whim, prejudice or caprice. The 
“judicial review” provided will be of little 
value. 

The other extraordinary power is the close 
regulation of employment, promotion and 
firmg. FEDERAL BUREAUCRACY WILL 
CONTROL THE BASIC DECISIONS OF 
WORKERS AND THEIR BOSSES. It means 
that Federal control will move into such 
sensitive areas as the TEACHING FACUL- 
TIES OF SCHOOLS and COLEGES, public 
and private, and the writing staffs of NEWS- 
PAPERS and MAGAZINES.

IZED that the scope of the CIVIL RIGHTS

the U. .S. Constitution protects him from 
unreasonable search and seizure. But IF 
the pending CIVIL RIGHTS LEGISLATION 
is passed, the homeowner will no longer be 
free to use and dispose of his property as in 
the past whenever his home has beer fin- 
anced in the usual manner.

Many homeowners assume that the €IVIL

education. They think that because they do 
not operate a large corporation in inter- 
state commerce they will escape. FEDERAL 
REGULATION. 

That isn't so. The CIVIL RIGHTS BILL 
grants power under which may be required 
FEDERAL APPROVAL of the deal when 
the homeowner goes to sell, Or to rent even 
so much as one room. At the same time, the 
prospective homebuyer or renter must pass 
FEDERAL INSPECTION before he gan ac- 
cept the owner's offer. 


If, in the opinion of a FEDERAL INSPEC- 
TOR, the homeowner's acceptance er re- 
jection has the effect of discriminating on 
grounds of race or national origin—inten- 
tionally or unintentionally—then the deal 
can be stopped. If a white man and a Negro 
man with the same qualifications applied for 
the same vacancy, then the race would. be 
the deciding test. 


This situation is contrary to the mmpres- 
sion most people have of the CIVIL RIGHTS 
BILL. But "Civil Rights" is only the coverup 
for a giant instrument of FEDERAL CON- 
TROL; the word “discrimination” is nowhere 
defined in the text. The faet is—this bill sets 
up broad powers of FEDERAL POLICE 
ACTION to manipulate the social structure 
in an effort to use FEDERAL FORCE to 
cure "racial imbalance."

VICIOUS CIVIL RIGHTS (?) BILL 

What civil and property rights of 180 mil- 
lion citizens are impaired by the so-called 
Civil Rights Bill?

8. The seniority rights of labor union 
members within their locals and in their 
apprenticeship programs (title W, title VI 
via sec. 711 (b) ). 

9. The right of labor unions to choose their 
members, to determine the rights accorded 
io their members, and to determine the re- 
lationship of their members to each other 
(title VII, title VI via sec. 711 (b) ). 


10. The right of farmers to freely choose 
their tenants and employees (title VI and 
title VII). 

11. The right of farm organizations to 
choose fheir members, ío determine the 
rights accorded to their members, and the 
relationship of their members to each other 
(title VI and title VII). 

12. The right of boards of trustees of pub- 
lie and private schools and colleges to de- 
termine the handling of students and teach- 
ing staffs (title IV, title VL title VII). 

13. The right of owners of inns, hotels, 
motels, restaurants, cafeterias, lunchrooms, 
soda fountains, motion picture houses, the- 
aters, concert halls, sports arenas, stadiums 
and other places of entertainment to freely 
carry on their business in the service of their 
customers (title II, title VI, and title VH). 

14. The right of the States to determine 
the qualifications of voters in all Federal 
elections and many State elections (title I). 

15. The right of litigants to receive even- 
handed justice in the Federal eourts; this 
legislation places civil rights litigants (par- 
ticularly the Attorney General) in a special 
category with preference and advantage nof 
afforded ies in any other form of liti- 
gation (sec. 101 (d), title IX). : 

The depth, the revolutionary meaning of

ADL & LBJ'S “Determination” 


Washington (N.Y. Times) Jan. 5 - The 
Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith took 
an optimistic view today of the chances for 
passage of civil rights legislation this year. 

In its annual report on Congress and civil 
rights, the league said President Johnson 
had made clear *a determination to pass the 
civil rights bill." 1 

«Because the President has put his heart 
and his unmatched knowledge of Congress 
behind the bill" the league said, “and be- 
cause it is a Southerner in the White House 
who will be appealing to the South, the bill 
has become more possible to pass” — 

The report warned, however, against 
weakening of the bill by what Mr. Johnson 
has on occasion called “the art of the pos- 
sible." 1 de 

“Too often,” the report said, “the ‘possible’ 
implied a watered-down result obtained 
without struggle, tears or challenge to the 
powers-that-be. But what is possible without 
struggle is quite different from what is pos- 
sible with sweat and tears." 

The analysis was prepared by two league 
officials who spend much of their time on 
Capitol Hill working on legislation. They are 
Herman Edelsberg, director of the (ADL) 
Washington office, and David A. Brody, 
Washington counsel, 

Mr. Edelsberg said that efforts to trim the 
civil rights bill as it goes through Congress 
this session would doubtless concentrate on 
two sections—outlawing discrimination in 
employment and at places of public accom- 
modation, iy 

The report made the point that there 
might be moves to trade these provisions 
away to end the inevitable Southern fili- 
buster in the Senate. 

The report saw the Senate Republican 
Leader Everett McKinley Dirksen of Illinois 
in a crucial position. 

He has said he is opposed. to the public 
accommodation provision. However, the re- 
port asked whether he would, nevertheless, 
vote to close Senate debate on the bill. With- 
out his aid, there is almost no chance to get 
the needed two-thirds vote for closure. 

The league praised what it called the . 
“political courage" of Attorney General 
Robert F. Kennedy in the maneuvers that 
got the bill out of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee last fall. 

Mr. Kennedy was credited with “belling the 
cat” when he said that a House Judiciary 
subcommittee version of the measure, sup- 
ported by some liberals, “was overloaded to 
the point where it could drive away the 
Republican support without which it could 
not pass.” 

The league’s report also saw a number of 
factors aside from President Johnson’s in- 
terest working towards civil rights action 
in Congress. 

It mentioned sympathy for President 
Kennedy’s program in the wake of his as- 
sassination, extraordinary civil rights act- 
ivity by church groups and the evident de- 
termination of “the Negro himself.” 

“Never before has there been so much 
support for civil rights legislation,” the re- 
port declared, ;

Implicit in the 1916 London agreement between Great Britain’s 
War Cabinet and the World Zionist Organization was Great Brit- 
ain’s commitment to create a Zionist majority in Palestine as soon 
as possible after the end of World War I. Great Britain also had 
another. implicit. commitment under the 1916 London agreement. 
Great Britain was not to hold the election in Palestine to create 
the permanent Government of Palestine until à Zionist majority 
existed. there, insuring Zionist rule in Palestine for. all time. 


In 1920 Palestine’s population elected. to have the U.S.A. act 
as Palestine's temporary caretaker administration, as Palestine's 
Mandatory Power, under Artiele XXII. of the League of Nations 
Covenant. In an election to learn the wishes of the people of Pal- 
estine, 82% of Palestine's total population voted for the U.S.A. to 
serve as Palestine's temporary caretaker administration, as Pales- 
tine’s Mandatory Power. Great Britain ignored the result of that 
election. and summarily issued.a declaration stating that Great 
Britain was serving as Palestine's temporary caretaker administra- 
tion, as Palestine's Mandatory Power, would continue governing 
in Palestine. in that capacity, regardless of the right of any other 
nation requested to serve in that capacity by Palestine's people. 

When. Great. Britain. was informed that 82% of Palestine's 
population voted for the U.S.A. to serve as Palestine's temporary 
caretaker administration, as Palestine's Mandatory Power, Great 
Britain ignored the wishes of the 82% majority of Palestine's' 
population and promptly announced to the world that Great Brit- 
ain would serve as Palestine’s temporary caretaker administration, 
as Palestine’s Mandatory Power, regardless of any right to do so: 

Great Britain transplanted 600,000 additional Zionists into 
Palestine between 1920 and 1948 b | 
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had created a Zionist majority in Palestine. That development 
was implicit in the 1916 London agreement between Great Brit- 
ain's War Cabinet and the World. Zioniet Organization, Great 
Britain usurped selection of U.S.A. to act as Palestite's temporary 
caretaker administration, Palestine's Mandatory Power, to pre- 
vent an immediate election of the permanent Government of. Pal- 
estine by self-determination of a majority of Palestine's total pop- 
‘ulation with a Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arab majority. 

Great. Britain's. 200,000 soldiers immediately proceeded to dis- 
arm Christian and. Moslem Palestinian Arabs, depriving them of 
their only defense against armed aggression by transplanted Zion- 
ists, Great Britain was. thus able to continue transplanting Zionists 
into Palestine without. armed. opposition by Christian and Moslem 
Palestinian. Arabs. With. Great. Britaix’s connivance the 600,000 
transplanted. Zionists were secretly-armied. with: $300,000,000.00 
of. the world's most modern weapons supplied to them.without cost 
by U.S.A, Zionists, probably with tax-déductible U.S.A. dollars. 


During. those twenty-eight years, Great Britain transplanted 
into Palestine 600,000 Zionists from eastern European countries. 
But 600,000 transplanted. Zionists were. not. sufficient to create 
a Zionist ma jority in Palestine’s population, In 1948 there were 
1,356,000 Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arabs in: Palestine as 
compared. with 650,000 Zionists, 50,000 of whom were in- Pales- 
‘tine prior to 1920. Neither before nor after 1920 was there -a 
Zionist majority in Palestine, until occupied by Zionists in 1948. 


Palestine's temporary caretaker administration, Palestine's 
Mandatory Power, was called. upon by Article XXII of the League 
of Nations. Covenant, to hold an election as soon às possible after 
1920. to create the permanent Government. of Palestine. If in 
1920 the U.S.A. -had. become Palestine’s temporary caretaker 
administration, Palestine’s Mandatory Power, as requested by 
82^ of the total population of Palestine, that election. would have 
been held very promptly and by self-determination of the major- 
ity of Palestine's population, and very peacefully at that time. 


Great Britain very suddenly in 1920 became Palestine's tem- 
porary catetaker administration, Palestine's Mandatory Power, 
under very. questionable circumstances. In a shamelessly brazen 
declaration without advance notice given to other- interested 
parties, Great Britain boldly announced to the world that Great 
Britain was to act as Palestine's temporary caretaker administra- 
tion, Palestine's Mandatory Power, and. Great Britain immediately 
occupied Palestine with. an army of 200,000 British soldiers. 


In 1920 Great Britain suddenly and suspiciously became Pales- 
tine's temporary caretaker administration, Palestine's Mandatory 
Power, under very questionable circumstances. In a shamelessly 
brazen public announcement, Great Britain coldly and boldly de- 
clared that Great Britain was already serving as Palestine's tem- 
porary caretaker administration, as Palestine's Mandatory Power, 
and would continue to do so. Great Britain paid scant attention to 
objections raised by the U.S.A. or complaints made by Christian 
and Moslem Palestinian Arabs, The U,S.A. and Christian. and 
Moslem Palestinian Arabs were again faced with another "fait 
accompli" by Great Britain in Palestine, There was nothing now 
that could be done without major complications to then install 
the U.S.A. as Palestine's temporary caretaker administration, as 
Palestine's Mandatory Power. Great Britain's bluff had worked. 


Among other requirements in Article XXII of the League of 
Nations Covenant, an election was to be held in Palestine as soon 
as possible after 1920 to create the permanent Government of 
Palestine by self-determination of Palestine's total population by 
the vote of the majority. Great Britain. looked forward in 1916 
to assuming political control over Palestine after the end of World 
War I under the terms of the 1916 secret Sykes-Picot Treaty, 
which was to dismember the defeated Turkish Empire which 
administered Palestine for five centuries as a home-ruled province. 
The Turkish Empire had been the ally of Germany in World War I. 
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by Great Britain in 1920 that the election would be held very soon 
to create the permanent Government of Palestine. But when this 
election was not held, Great Britain would make more promises to 
hold an election in the very near future, but none was evér held. 


Great Britain's complicity in dealings with Zionists in Palestine 
managed to indefinitely postpone the eléction of the permanent 
Government of Palestine. Great Britam was awaiting the day «a 
Zionist majority existed in Palestine before allowing the election, 
in complicity with Zionists still very much in the minority in Pales- 
tine. Great Britain did not hold the eléction to create the périman- 
ent Government of Palestine in the twenty-eight years between 
1920 and 1948 during which. Great Britain served as Palestineé's 
temporary caretaker administration, as Palestine’s Mandatory 
Power. During those twenty-eight years between. 1920 and. 1948, 
Great Britain maintained 200,000 British soldiers in Palestine to 
enforce Great Britain's authority. However, Great Britain did not 
hold an election due to pressure by Zionist léadérs in Palestine. 


Having failed to see a Zionist majority created in Palestine 
between 1920 and 1948; and secretly armed with’ $300,060,000:00 
of the world’s most modern weapons, the 650, Zionists tvais- 
planted into Palestine from eastern European countries between 
1920: and 1948 attacked the disarmed and defenseless 1,350,000 
Christian and. Moslem Palestinian Arabs, driving them into exile 
into the neighboring deserts with only the clothes on their backs. 


With $300,000,000.00: of the world’s most modern weapons in 
the hands of transplanted Zionists, the disarmed and defenseless

Palestinian 
Arabs to transplanting Zionists into Palestine to creaté a Zionist 
majority left Ggeat- Britain with only one: alternative. United 
Nations had come. into existence in 1946. Great Britain. was a 
United Nations member. Great Britain suddenly surrendered to 
United Natións Great Britain's responsibility for creating the per- 
manent Government of Palestine. United Nations accepted that 
responsibility in 1946, Great Britain continued to act in Palestine 
as Palestine's temporary caretaker administration, Palestine's 
Mandatory Power, until May 14, 1948. about another two years. 


Christian and Moslem Palestinian Arab opposition to transplant- 
ing Zionists into Palestine from eastern European countries grew 
at an alarming rate. Complicity between Great Britain and the 
transplanted Zionists in Palestine, in their program to increase 
the number of Zionists transplanted into Palestine, was a growing 
source of danger to Christian and. Moslem Palestinian Arabs. The 
threat of a civil war in Palestine led Great Britain to surrender to 
United. Nations the responsibility for creating a permanent Gov- 
ernment of Palestine. United Nations struggled unsuccessfully 
with. the Palestine problem.for two years. Great Britain did not 
continue to serve as Palestine's temporary caretaker administra- 
tion, as Palestine's Mandatory Power, after May 14, 1948; when 
Great Britain surrendered all authority and withdrew all soldiers. 


Under the provisions of Article XXII of the League of Nations 
Covenant, which authorized Palestine's temporary caretaker ad- 
ministration, Palestine's Mandatory Power, Great Britain was to 
surrender to the permanent Government of Palestine all authority 
Great Britain assumed and exercised, in Palestine as Palestine’s 
temporary caretaker administration, Palestine’s Mandatory Power. 
immediately upon the eleetion of the permanent Government of 
Palestine by self-determination by-the majority of the population 
in Palestine. Great Britain was similarly committed uncondition- 
ally to withdraw the 200,000 British. soldiers stationed in Palestine. 


Exactly one-minute after the 650,000 armed transplanted Zion- 
ists in Palestine "proclaimed" their uprising an indépendent, 
autonomous and sovereign "state," President Harry S: Truman, 
seven thousand miles away, “recognized” the armed uprising in 
Palestine as an independent, autonomous and sovereign. “state” 
on behalf of the U.S.A: contrary to: all international law, the Char- 
ter of Human Rights and the elementary principles of justice and 
equity, but to the advantage of Democratic Party candidates. 

On May 14, 1948 Great Britain withdrew the last remaining of 
the 200,000 British soldiers stationed in Palestine by Great Britain 
since 1920. On the following.day, on May 1551948; the 650,000

On August 7, 1933 The New York Times published a news item 
seventeen-inches long in the second column of page 4, under the 
headline “UNTERMEYER BACK, GREETED IN HARBOR.” On 
the same date and on the same page, in fifty-inches of the third, 
fourth and fifth columns, The New York Times published the un- 
abridged text of a nation-wide radio broadcast by Mr. Untermeyer 
over the CBS network on August 6, 1933, under the headline 
“TEXT OF UNTERMEYER ADDRESS,” serving notice on public. 


WORLD-WIDE BOYCOTT TO STARVE GERMANY 

The unabridged text of Mr. Untermeyer’s radio broadcast can- 
not be reprinted because space is not available for that purpose. 
However, the following excerpts from the unabridged text of that 
radio broadcast are called to the attention of readers interested in 
understanding conditions in Germany between World War I and 
World War II finally resulting in Great Britain’s declaration of 
war against Germany without justification on September 3, 1939:

Mr. Untermeyer planned his “holy war" against Germany to 
bring about the collapse of the German economy. Mr. Untermeyer 
believed an economic collapse in Germany would quickly end 
Hitler's growing importance as Germany's Chancellor, Mr, Unter- 
meyer and his co-religionists all over the world were demanding 
Hitler's removal from office as Germany's Chancellor hoping there- 
by to minimize the effectiveness of Hitler's revelations about them. 

By a black-out of Germany's international trade, Mr. Unter- 
meyer and his co-religionists believed they could starve Germany 
into surrender to them, Germany's exports provided Germany 
with the foreign exchange necessary to purchase food to feed two- 
thirds of Germany's population, Germany produced only enough 
food in 1933 to feed one-third of Germany's total population.

Germany contended they were security risks and they 
supplied proof to show this great danger to Germany’s security. 


GERMANS ASKED TO FORGIVE AND FORGET 

The feelings in Germany in 1933 ran very high against German

R. Alstát's explanation as given in the N. Y. 
Jewish Examiner for October 17, 1963. He 
says that: *. . . . the Talmudic explanation 
(Berachoth 31B) is that 'the Torah neces- 
sarily spoke in human language. But only 
those who reach full intellectual maturity 
appreciate Judaism's abstract conception of 
the deity, as formulated by Maimonides in 
the third of his Thirteen Principles of the 
Jewish Faith, that ‘the Creator, . . is not 
a body, and that he is free from all the 
aceidents of matter and that he has not any 
form whatseever’”, This approaches what 
we are taught, namely, that God is a Pure 
Spirit. And if you read again the Rabbi's

Jewish and Profestant leaders such is 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, the President of the 
World Jewish Congress, and Br. Lewis 
Webster Jones, President of the Natienal 
Conference of Christians and Jews, highly 
praised that disclosure, That is nothing NEW. 
Catholics have always been taught that, But 
that does not deny the fact that THE JEWS 
were right there on the scene clamoring 
for His Crucifixion and for His Blood to be 
upon them and upon their children.

This compilation of factual suggestions 
pointing to the role of the discernment of 
spirits, might well be closed by quoting from 
a sermon of Father Faber delivered on the 
Feast of Pentecost in the London Oratory 
in 1861—over a hundred years ago: 


*We must remember that if all the 
manifestly good men were on one side 
and all the manifestly bad men on the 
other, there would be no danger of any 
one, least of all the elect, being deceived 
by lying wonders. It is the good men— 
good once, we must hope good still— - 
who are to do the work of Anti-christ 
and so sadly to crucify the Lord afresh. 
.., Bear in mind the feature of the last 
days, that this deceitfulness arises 
FROM GOOD MEN BEING ON THE 
WRONG SIDE.” 

In St. Luke ch. 18 Our Lord expresses 
wonderment: “I wonder if there will be any 
faith left when I return.” Quite recently 
Bishop Coleman Francis Carroll, who appears 
‘determined to follow the NAACP communist 
line, said that the Church will never be the 
same. 

Lucifer, through his Sons, is now pressing 
the Bishop of Rome for modernization, with 
all the accompanying evils this implies.

General Douglas MacArthur

in a maximum of 10 days, with consider- 
ably few casualties . . .” 


General of the Army, Douglas MacArthur, 
hero of three wars, our greatest. contemp- 
orary military figure, has passed away. 

Certainly General MacArthur whose rally- 
ing cry was “there is no substitute for 
victory” will never die in the hearts of his 
fellow patriots. 

It was said of George Washington, that 
he was: "first in war, first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen." The 
same could be said of MacArthur. He was 
no less a statesman than a general The 
superb accomplishment of the new govern- 
ment he set up in Japan is a striking ex- 
ample. It is rare indeed when a conquered 
nation will mourn the loss of a former enemy 
general, as the Japanese government did at 
the news of MacArthur's passing. Similar 
sentiments were echoed by the South Korean 
and Philippine Governments. He vowed he 
would return to the Philippines, and did. 

General MacArthur in his own words was 
“betrayed by fools" in the Korean War. Ten 
years before his death, MacArthur reported 
a few historical facts to Jim Lucas, his com- 
rade-in-arms who won a Pulitzer Prize for 
his coverage of the Korean War. According 
to Jim Lucas, MacArthur had the commu- 
nists in the *palm of his hand" on several 
occasions during the Korean War and could 
have crushed them but was prevented from 
doing so *by the perfidy of the British and 
by constant harassment and interference 
from Washington." Every message Mac-

-Supreme Court Decision

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has - proclaimed the political edict, *'one 
person, one vote,” for the several States of 
the American Union. Possibly, by coincidence, 
the Court struck down Article II, Section 
2 and Amendments 12 and 23 of the Federal 
Constitution which provide for Electors in 
choosing a president and a vice president for 
the USA.

If.he is one who applauds the 
Supreme Court edict, “one person, one vote,” 
then he should work for the USA te have 
representation in the UN equal to that of 
Iceland. If Iceland, with 179 thousand people, 
is entitled to one vote in the UN, then the 
USA with 186 million people is entitled to 
1,043 votes. It is as simple as that, An ele- 
mentary school student can work this out in 
his arithmetic class. 

Also, it is well to consider the fact that the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics has three 
votes in the UN to only one vote for the 
United States of America. The three. Russian 
votes represent one vote each for three of 
the Russian *Republies." There are ‘fifteen 
Russian “Republics.” The three Russian 
*Republies" voting in the UN are: Russian 
SF.S.R., Ukrainian S.S.R., and Byelorussian 
S.S.R. 

As of this date the other twelve Russian 
“Republics” have not been given votes 1n 
the UN. Incidentally, Uzbek S.S.R. - and 
Kazakh S.S.R. each has more people than 
Byelorussian S.S.R. Perhaps these two will 
be the next Russian “Republics” to be given 
votes in the UN. 

The total population of the fifteen Russ- 
ian “Republics” is 209 million while the 
total population of the fifty States of the 
American Union is 186 million. Thus, on a 
per capita basis, Russia can outvote the 
USA over two and one-half to one. In other 
words, it takes over two and one-half 
Americans to equal one Russian in the UN. 
No doubt, this fact has been overlooked by 


those who insist we can coexist with "Russia 
in the UN. . 

Now. in addition, there are eight other, 
Communist countries with. one vote each in 
the UN. They. are: Albania, Bulgaria, Cuba, 
Czechoslovakia, -Hungary, Poland, Rumania 
and Yugeslavia. This-gives eight additional 
votes to the Communist ‘bloc in ‘the UN. 
(There may be others.) These eight Com- 
munist countries with only 107 million 
people have a voting strength of over 14 
to 1 the voting strength of the USA in the 
UN. So, it takes over 14 Americans to match 
the voice of one person from these Commu-

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LIFE IN COMMUNIST CHINA 


By a Former Chinese Air Force Major, 


Chinese communist propaganda is very 
strong as well as very tricky. It even con- 
vinced the United States high officials within 
the State Department to believe they were 
agrarian reformers during World War II. 
For a lengthy period the majority of peasants 
in China were so poverty stricken that they 
were easily trapped by communist trickery. 

In 1948 I visited my home town Foochow, 
where the people seemed to expect that the 
communists would be their redeemer or 
savior. But later the facts wiped out their 
immense hope of better living conditions. 
I am sorry to say, the “land reform" was 
no more than a trap, for these peasants 
became slave laborers for the State, many 
sharing a small piece of land, each possessing 
less cropland than they could ever have 
dreamed possible. When they realized they 
were trapped and deceived, these peasants 
were unable to free themselves. 

Information from my relatives in com- 
munist China enables me to talk about some 
typical cases, from which you will realize 
the hardships and sufferings are beyond 
your imagination. 

I have a doctor relative who was an 
associate administrator in a University 
Hospital, He was removed from his post 
only because his talk was not pleasant to 
the communist authority. Certainly he did 
not commit any sin or against any law. After 
he was deposed he was given a job on a 
library staff, and his wage was cut below 
his individual living; so his family would 
suffer very much indeed. 

Another case was a lady who did nothing 
wrong to be punished. The reason for her 
trouble was that she was brought up in a 
small landlord class family. Her father was 
a seminary graduate and was honored as a 
minister of a Protestant mission. The com- 
munist authority disliked her, so deposed 
her from physician’s status to become a 
laborer. She had no choice if she wished to 
stay alive. Her husband was treated in the 
same way,-so of course they cannot main- 
tain their family, so are suffering from any 
minimal living demand. 

The labor department possesses immense 
authority. If not approved by it, nobody is 
allowed to take any job. Recently I learned 
that two million young boys and girls were 
driven from their city homes to disperse 
into agricultural villages or communes. 
Because the State controls everything, no- 
body has the right to choose the work he 
will do, Because of industrial downfall, there 
are no more jobs available in the cities. 
Therefore those boys and girls are forced 
into the spreading communes for productive 
laborers. It is very sad to say, the real 
farmers do not welcome those youths as 
their helpful hands, because they do not 
know any agriculture skill, also they are 
too weak to take farming labors, in the 
meantime they consume food not less than 
farmers. 

I have heard of numerous convicted pris- 
oners in hard labor reformatory, some of 
them former Nationalist officials, now their 
living conditions most like “hell” on the 
earth. I learned that there were father and 
son in labor reformatory for five, some of 
them ten years, leaving wife or mother with 
heavy family burden to strive to stay alive; 
some of them must be starved to death. 


to be a street vendor. His wife cannot 


should leave the environment of American 
democracy and go to live. within the para- 
dise of communism, then they will convince 
themselves if they are misinformed or they 
were really a disciple of communism. 
Example—those American G. I. turncoats 
who preferred to live in communist China 
after the Korean truce. After some years of 
life there, they experienced the reality of 
communist society as well as unimaginable 
hardships; then one after another decided 
to abandon the paradise there, and were 
more than eager to return to this land of 
freedom. We do not realize the precious 
freedom before we experience the freedom- 
less life. 


A Chinese doctor who received her Ph. D. ; 


from Columbia University in New York 
City, was dean and acting president of a 
Methodist Hua Nan Women's College at 
Foochow. She was removed from her post, 
but only let her sweep floors and empty 
toilet buckets. There was no just accusation 
against her, other than something like she 
was serving for the interests of American 
Imperialists. None of her friends and former 
students dare to speak to her. 

Another, who has her M. A. from Boston 
University, also studied at the University 
of Atlanta, Georgia, and Drew Theological 
Seminary at Madison, New Jersey. She was 
an ordained elder and at one time was in 
charge of the evangelical work for Foochow 
District Conference. As chaplain for the 
Pierce F. Memorial Hospital, mostly known 
as Christian Union Hospital (established by 
the United. Church Boards), she was re- 
moved and was sent back to her native 
village to work in the commune fields for 
the rest of her life. 

I have four brothers and more than a 
dozen of relatives living in communist China. 
They write to me with same tune of com- 
plaints for the daily ration is always not 
enough to live on. People do not have enough 
clothes to keep warm. Farmers and laborers 
have to work seventeen or eighteen hours a 
day. Many suffer from malnutrition diseases 
and cannot afford medical attention. Of 
course, some of them ended up in death. 

I do not believe people in this country 
could imagine what kind of livelihood con- 
fronts numerous people in communist Chine, 
while we enjoy the prosperity of this land 
of freedom without fear. If you could not 
get your living necessity for yourself as well 
as for your family, including foods and 
clothes and other items to maintain your 
daily life, and you could not choose your 
work to make that living, then I am sure 
you do not want to live under communism. 

I lived under communism. I know. Your 
freedom is worth fighting for.

$100,000. Within three hours, Gen. Walker 
was removed to the Federal Hospital for 
Criminal Insane, Springfield, Mo, by the 
telegraphic order of the Director of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Prisons, James Bennett.

Mr. Johnson has always preferred to work 
behind the scenes, wheré he could hope for 
a greater degree of success. On the occasions 
when he has exerted influence on Israel's 
behalf he has done so in the conviction 
that Israel's cause is just. His most out- 
standing pro-Israel initiative, one that en- 
deared him in the hearts of Jews every- 
where, was mounted in February, 1957. 
This was during the later stages of the 
Suez crisis, when Washington was seriously 
considering economic sanctions against 
Israel unless Israeli forces were withdrawn 
from the Gaza Strip and Akaba Gulf area. 

On February 11, 1957, he wrote to the 
late Secretary of State, Mr. Dulles, inform- 
ing him that he was disturbed to note that 
sanctions against Israel were being contem- 
plated and stating his opinion that such a 
move would De most unwise. In the course 
of the letter he wrote: “I have, as you know, 
been urging, during the discussion of the 
Middle East, that a determined effort should 
be made by the United Nations and by the 
United States to go to the root causes of the 
troubles in the Middle East. One of these 
causes has been the hostile activity against 
Israel on the part of Egypt from the Gaza 


Strip and the threat of activity in the Gulf ` 


of Akaba. 

“I think you will agree that it is not 
utterly unreasonable for Israel to request 
guarantees by the United Nations that these 
attacks against her will not once more be 
prevalent once she has withdrawn her troops 
from these two areas. Yet I have seen no 
suggestion in the United Nations that econ- 
omic sanctions should be applied against 
Egypt to force that State to agree to the 
permanent cessation of hostile activities from 
those areas." 

Johnson's letter to Dulles concludéd with 
these words: *But the merits, the justice and 
the morality in this situation are clear 
against such imposition of economic sanë- 
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Mutual Security Act. The amendment pro- 
posed that the U.S.A. aid be denied to Egypt 
if she continued to refuse transit through the 
Suez Canal to Israeli shipping. Johnson threw 
his full support behind the amendment, which 
was passed by 45 votes to 39. 

Johnson will most probably be a president- 
ial candidate for re-election next year and 
he will need the support of New York dnd 
othér centres. As a practical politician he 
cannot afford to antagonise the Jewish vote. 
Whether for geographical or other reasons, 
Johnson's liberalism is not generally under- 
stood. Someone once déscribed him as “real- 
istic liberal” Johnson prefers to describe 
himself as “prudent and progressive." In the 
South he is still labelled *«Roosevelt Liberal;" 
presumably this goes back to 1937 when he 
first went to Congress listed as a “New 
Dealer" and was singled out by President 
Roosevelt for special notice. 

BROKE STALEMATE 

It is common knowledge that but for 
Johnson's efforts there would have been no 
Civil Rights Act in 1957 or 1960. He was 
instrumental in breaking the stalemate over 
civil rights legislation that had lasted for 82 
years. 

As Vice-President he often addressed Jew- 
ish gatherings, including the B'nai B'rith and 
Zionist groups. As a result he became very 
popular with Jewish organisations and well 
liked among the Jewish masses. Johnson has 
many Jewish friends and several Jewish 
aides who worked with him when he held 
Senate leadership, among them Gerald Siegal, 
Solis Horwitz and Benjamin Cohen. à fórmer 
member of the United States delegation to 
the U.N. 

Mrs. Johnson, “Lady Bird," shares her 
husband's warm regard for Israel and the 
Jewish people. When chosen recently to be 
the patron of an Israel Bond gathering in 
Washington she was attacked for accepting 
the invitation by the Iraqi charge d'affaires. 
Mrs. Johnson not only did not withdraw but 
sent the Arab diplomat a strong note con- 
demning his interference in American affairs.

St. Augustine, Fla., June 18, N.Y. News— 

“Civil rights demonstrators, including a 
group of rabbis, staged a praying and sing- 
ing demonstration at a white motel today 
that developed into a shoving melee and a 
“jump-in” at a swimming pool... Police 
hauled off 45 demonstrators, including 14 
members of the Jewish Reform faith, part 
of a group who flew here from Atlantic City 
Tuesday .. . The Rev. Fred Shuttlesworth 
of Birmingham, Ala. an aid to integration 
leader Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. was 
among those hauled away .. . King watehed 
from a motel across the street.” 


The National Jewish Post & Opinion June 
26, 1964 reported the following: 


“The well-publicized appearance of 16 (?) 
Reform rabbis last week in an attempt to 
integrate a St. Augustine motel swimming 
pool was only a forerunner of what can be 
expected, Rabbi Samuel Soskin, chairman ef. 
the Commission of Justice and Peace of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis 
(Reform), said that he had 175 volunteers 
ready for action. He stated that several of 
the rabbis had personally contacted , .. King, 
James Farmer, Roy Wilkins and others— 
and told them they were ready to go where- 
ever requested . . . The 16 Reform rabbis 
who were arrested in last week's St. Augus- 
tine demonstration had been rallied . . . at 
the group's convention (Atlantic City, N. J.) 
... King had called the convention asking 
for aid." 


The American (Jewish) Examiner, June 
25, 1964, had this additional information: 

“The Department of Justice has notified 
Senator Jacob K, Javits, New York Repub- 
lican, that federal agents have opened a 
full preliminary investigation of the arrest 
of 15 (?) rabbis in St. Augustine, Fla. Sen. 
Javits requested federal intercession last 
weekend upon hearing of the mass arrest of 
the rabbis.” 


Whether or not there were 14, 15, or 16 
Jewish rabbis involved in demonstrations at 
St. Augustine is immaterial. What is im- 
portant to remember is that Martin Luther 
King telephoned for these rabbis to come 
and demonstrate—then watched from a 
motel across the street while they were 
being arrested. This, in turn, gave Senator 
Jake Javits (N. Y.) an opportunity to ask 
for and receive federal intervention, which 
was the whole idea to begin with.

The whole world has been saturated with 
the story of the 3 missing civil rights workers 
in Mississippi. The Department of Justice 
ordered the F.B.I. to begin searching for 
them (6/23/64, N.Y. Journal American). 
Justice Department spokesman, Edwin 
Guthman (Jew), seems to be handling all 
inquiries regarding the two missing New 
York Jews and the Mississippi negro. James 
Farmer, national director of CORE, called 
for an air and ground search by the Mer- 
idian Naval Air Station.

On September 11, 1947, at Madison Square 
Garden, N.Y.C. Aubrey Williams (with whom 
Johnson carried on a telephone discussion 
of some length shortly after becoming the 
President) made the following statement: 

“What they (Patriots) demand is that 
any man who admits to being a member of 
the Communist Party be fired immediately 
on the grounds that no man can be loyal to 
the United States and be a communist, It is 
my belief that it is precisely at this point 
that we take our stand and defend the right 
of any communist to maintain his position 
as an employee of the Government of the 
United States ...” 

On March 17, 1964, the New York Times 
reported: “An old New Dealer from the 
South who was one of Lyndon Johnson’s 
first Government bosses, Aubrey W. 
Williams, was honored at a luncheon here 
(Washington, D.C.) today. Williams was 
head of the National Youth Administration 
(NYA) from 1935-43 and Johnson was Texas 
state director from 1935-36. 


“A few days after he became President, 
he (Johnson) visited Mr. Williams in his 
modest apartment here. Johnson sent à 
letter of ‘best wishes’ concerning the lunch- 
eon. Today's luncheon . . . was sponsored by 
the National Committee to abolish the House 
Un-American Activities Committee." This 
was cited as a new organization set up in 
the summer of 1960 “to lead and direct the 
Communist Party’s Operation Abolition 
campaign.” Seven of the national leaders 5f 
this group have been identified as commu- 
nists, including its chairman, Aubrey W. 
Williams, altho Williams, of course, denied 
that fact. (House Report 1278, 10-3-61) 
(U.S. Senate Hearing, 3-18-20-1954). 


In a letter dated January 21, 1960, Aubrey 
Williams wrote Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam 
in Washington, D.C., complaining about the 
work of Fulton Lewis, Jr.: “I would like to 
say also, that I was responsible for bringing 
Carl and Anne Braden into the work of the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund, and 
that I was then and am now fully informed 
of their background, previous connections, 
and basic attitudes. I was convinced then and 
am convinced now that what people like 
Lewis take for ‘radical activities’ is Christian 
dedication. If I have ever known a truly 
Christian person it is Anne Braden and Carl 
.. + yours sincerely, Aubrey Williams." Carl 
and Anne Braden are both identified com- 
munists. The Southern Conference Fund is 
a direct descendant of the cited Southern 
Conference for Human Welfare and con- 
tinues to publish the subversive “Southern 
Patriot.” Aubrey Williams is President-Em- 
eritus of the S.C.E.F., Anne Braden is editor 
of the *Southern Patriot" and Carl Braden 
is one of the field organizers. 


We quote from a letter to Anne Braden 
from Martin Luther King, Jr. dated Oct. 7, 


Aubrey Williams and Martin Luther 
King sat side by side at the Labor Day 1957 
Highlander Folk School Conference at Mont- 
eagle, Tennessee. Carl Braden served several 
months of a 15 year sentence for sedition, 
Court voided State 
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Aubrey Williams 
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favor of the House Committee, which would 
be a compliment to NBC. Williams wrote: 
“I was deputy to Harry Hopkins during the 
FEPA/CWA and WPA, as well as Admin- 
istrator of NYA . .. I am asking that you 
broadcasters base your broadeasts on the 
basic American tenets as set forth by The 
Founding Fathers... .” 

Aubrey Williams, on October 29, 1958, 
corresponded with George D. Pratt, Jr. of 
Bridgewater, Conn, thanking him for his 
$10,000 contribution to the Southern Con- 
ference Educational Fund, In a letter dated 
July 3, 1963, from George D. Pratt, Jr. to 
James Dombrowski (executive director of 
the Southern Conference Educational Fund) 
a check for $20.000 was enclosed as an ad- 
ditional contribution. 

On April 15, 1926, R. S. Sharpe (special 
agent in charge) Deparment of State, New 
York City wrote in a letter to R. C. Banner- 
man (Chief Special Agent) Department of 
State, Washington, D.C. as follows: 

“J call your special attention to the 
fact that the name of Paul M. Warburg, as 
Treasurer of this institution (American-Ger- 
man Student Exchange), confirms our pre- 
vious reports concerning the activities of the 
firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. the Warburgs, 
Sir William Wiseman and Otto Kahn, and 
shows conclusively the interests which these 
individuals have in this boring in process 
into our college life, utilizing all of their 
activities on behalf of the Soviet Govern- 
ment of Russia ... The Warburgs .. . are 
heading the German-Jewish element to cre- 
ate strife and discord in this country. I call 
your special attention to the... . fact that 
D. Pratt, Jr. 


Guardia's office. White and Randolph said 
they would not call off the march unless the 
President issued an order making it manda- 
tory that firms with Government orders hire 
Negroes on a basis of equality. 

La Guardia called the President. FDR 
fumed and pleaded that such a march would 
turn the people against the Negro. That it 
would be a dis-service to the Nation in time 
of war. White and Randolph stood firm. I 
must say FDR got precious little support 
from Mrs. R for she strongly favored the 
issuance of the order. I took the phone from 
La Guardia and asked the President to call 
a conference of all agency heads which were 
involved and to invite White and Randolph 
to be present. This he agreed to do. When 
we were all assembled the President asked 
several for their opinion, and finally Ran- 
dolph. The President waved us all out, saying 
to Secretary of War, Mr. Stimson, who 
favored the issuance of the order, ‘Have 
Fiorello, Aubrey, Anna (Rosenberg) and 
Bob Jackson draw up an order.’ This we did 
clearing it with White and Randolph. But 
it was weeks before the President would sign 
it. Finally one day Anna Rosenberg put the 
order down on his desk in front of him and 
literally screamed, ‘Mr. President sign it, 
or the Negroes will march on Washington 
within the next ten days.’ The President then 
signed it. Remember you get nothing for 
free ,.. warm personal regards, Aubrey 
Williams.” 

The Anna Rosenberg referred to in Aubrey 
Williams’ letter to Martin Luther King was 
identified. by a former important Commu- 
nist Party member, Ralph DeSola, in his 
sworn testimony in a Senate investigation 
as to Anna Rosenberg’s fitness to become 
Asst. Secy. of Defense. The Senate Commit- 
tee Hearings were held prior to Mrs. Rosen- 
berg’s confirmation as the first Assistant 
Secretary of Defense under Truman’s Ad- 
ministration when her confirmation was 
questioned, 

DeSola further testified (12-8-50) that 
“Anna Rosenberg can be trusted . .. to fill 
our government with . . . subversive people 
—communists . .. . Anna Rosenberg .. . 
was responsible for passing on the appoint- 
ments of some of Harry Hopkins’ closest 
administrators such as... Aubrey Williams 
. . . Without exception they showed strong 
communist tendencies and did all they could 
to promote un-Americanism . . .” 


According to the N.Y. Times, Anna Rosen- 
berg has paid President Johnson at least one 
visit to the White House since he assumed 
office—no doubt in an advisory capacity. 
On July 19, 1962, Anna Rosenberg married 
Paul Hoffman, director of the U.N. Special 
Fund which sends U.S. taxpayers’ dollars to 
Castro’s Cuba. On June 1, 1964, the Hoff- 
mans were guests of the Johnsons at the 
White House dinner honoring the Prime 
Minister of Israel (6-26-1964, National Jew- 
ish Post & Opinion).

(2) Base admission of immigrants of 
Asian ancestry not on ancestry, as 
it is now, but upon place of birth. 
Chinese born in an independent coun- 
try of the Western Hemisphere would 
enter the U. S. on a nonquota basis 
without restriction on numbers, 

Quotas, instead of being set by law 
as at present, would be determined by 
a politically appointed seven-man Im- 
migration Advisory Board. 

The pending bills would discriminate 
against the interests of virtually all present 
American citizens, and permanent resident 
aliens, and change immigration from an 
alien’s privilege to an alien’s right. 

The way to judge an immigration law or 
regulation is to consider its effect upon the 
United States—its effect upon your job, your 
society and YOUR FREEDOM. 

If a vastly increased tide of immigrants, 
with dominant percentages from Asia and 
Africa, flows into the United States... 
whose tax money will support them until 
they learn our language and find jobs .. .

And Rep. Passman wants to know why 
foreign aid money—which Secretary of De- 
fense McNamara has said is too short to 
permit. vigorous prosecution of the anti- 
Communist efforts in Vietnam—is to be 
used in such à project. 

Congress is told that it is to blame for 
not voting enough foreign aid, Mr. Passman 
says, "but at the same time, foreign aid 
money is being used for a purpose never 
authorized by Congress." 

Scott and Allen report that U.S. and 
Britain intelligence officers are alarmed be- 
cause they feel it is virtually certain that 
there are many Red agents among these 
"refugees."

(at the 1959 level). If Foreign Grants and 
Credits are included, the cost to U.S. tax- 
payers will be $44- 3/4 billion. 

These 700 corporations are in direct com- 
petition with private enterprise and operate 
on a cost-free, tax-free, interest-free, rent- 
free basis with your tax dollar. Their accum- 
ulated losses amount to more than the 
revenue from the Federal Personal Income 
Taxes paid by U.S. taxpayers. 

Here are the exact provisions of the Pro- 
posed 24th Amendment (now bottled up in 
the House Judiciary Committee anuel 
Celler, Chairman) —to become when 
identical resolutions are passed by the 
necessary majority of State legislatures. ~ 

Section 1: The Government of the United 
States shall not engage in any business, 
professional, commercial, financial or indus- 
trial enterprise except as specified in the 
Constitution. 

Section 2: The constitution or laws of any 
State, or the laws of the United States shall 
not be subject to the terms of any foreign 
or domestic agreement which would abrogate 
this amendment, 

Section 3: The activities of the United 
States Government which violate the intent 
and purposes of this amendment shall, within 
a period of three years from the date of the - 
ratification of this amendment, be liquidated, 
and the properties and facilities ‘affected 
shall be sold. une 

Section 4: Three years after the ‘ratifica- . - 
tion of this amendment the sixteenth article 
of amendments to the Constitution 'of the 
United States shall stand repealed and there- 
after Congress shall not levy taxes on per- . 
sonal income, estates, and/or gifts. 

It is urged that all State Legislatures pass 
a resolution supporting this Liberty Amend- 
ment and send it to the U.S. Congress in 
Washington to indicate their views. 

'This resolution should be identical to simi- 
lar resolutions passed by the Legislatures of 
other states except that the exact form (sub- 
ject to the foregoing provision) -will depend 
on rules of the State Legislatures, 

J. Bracken Lee of Utah stated: 

"People of this nation went a long way 
toward destroying the Constitution when we 
permitted the government to talk people into 
destroying our greatest safeguard against 
too much power in government—this was 
the adoption of the Sixteenth Amendment, 
or the personal income tax. I cannot conceive 
how any intelligent person can defend the 
Constitution of the United States and at the 
same time defend the income tax which 
nullifies and eventually destroys all semblance 
of these constitutional guarantees. Until those 
citizens who believe in the free enterprise 
system awaken to the dangers of this evil - 
and demand its repeal, I see no hope to pre- 
serve the rights that we are entitled to as 
free men."

U.S.A. PREJUDICE 


By Maj. Gen. T. A. Lane, USA, Ret. 


It may be early to attempt a definitive 
appraisal of the Diem administration in 
South Vietnam. It is not too early to identify 
the cynical propaganda with which . those 
who. betrayed him, seek to exculpate their 
guilt. 

The mechanics of hysteria-in South Viet- 
nam was earlier demonstrated in Cuba. 
Castro.came to power on a wave of anti- 
Batista emotionalism. His mass execution 
of political opponents was condoned as a 
form of “justice.” Only the erosion of time 
made clear to the misguided how wrong they 
had been. Hysteria does not tolerate reason. 

There were important differences in South 
. Vietnam. Whereas Batista was a venal poli- 
tician with frailties which could convincingly 
be exaggerated, President Ngo Dinh Diem 
was. a man of exémplary character, of  self- 
less devótion to his country, of deep human- 
ity. The-campaign of vilification had to be 
made of whole cloth. 

The scheme was designed by the Commu- 
nists-withrconsummate skill. President Diem 
was vulnerable-in being a’ Catholic, a minor- 
ity religion in the country. He was: doubly 
vulnerable in depending for.support upon a 
Catholic president of the United States. The 
communists shrewdly figured that.the Am- 
erican president could not support President 
Diem' i-a conflict with another religious 
group, whatever the merits of the issue 
might be. 

They had at hand the means for the job. 
In the war with France, the communist 
leader’ Ho-Chi-Minh had found the Buddhist 
robes a convenient cover for his agents. He 
had “bonzes” planted in South Vietnam 
where they could stir up religious conflict. 
"They dominated the Buddhist Association, 
a new organization, which represented about 
$8 percent of the Vietnamese population. 

After the initial rioting at Hue in May, 
President Diem sought to resolve the com- 
plaints. He found that the Buddhist Associ- 
ation leaders were determined to overthrow 
his governmeht. There was no middle ground 
on which the complaints could be adjudicated. 
Diem was destroyed because the U.S. gov- 
ernment would not support his rejection of 
the impossible demands of the Buddhist 
‘Association. 

One measure of President Diem is that 
all his enemies are alive. When air force 
rebels in 1960 bombed his palace into such 
a shambles that he had to abandon it, one 
of the guilty pilots was captured. Obviously, 
a trial would require conviction and execu- 
tion of the lieutenant. The president never 
brought the -young man to trial. Diem re- 
fused to take a life for political reasons, even 


for rebellion. 

With everyone else in Saigon knowing of 
the conspivácy-of his officers, President Diem 
must have had information of it. Perhaps 
he refused. to. believe that. these men whom 
he had appointed to their high positions 
could be so mad, Caesar made the same 
mistake. ^ne-could-not believe that

VIETNAM BETRAYED BY STATE DEPT. 

Mme. Ngo Dinh Nhu, deposed First Lady 
of. South Vietnam vowed today to return 
to'her strife-torn country, and labeled the 
death of her husband'(Ngo Dinh Nhu) and 
brother-in-law (President Ngo Dinh. Diem) 
a “dirty crime and nothing less than mur- 
der." Mme. Nhu .. . told about 100 newsmen 
that “if those reports of the treasonable 
death of the Nhu family are true, it will 
only be the beginning of the story in Viet- 
nam.” 

The New York News Washington Bureau 
reported on Nov. 2, that President Kennedy 
was preparing to order speedy diplomatic 
recognition and resumption of aid for the 
new military regime in Vietnam. JFK was 
holding up his decision pending a final okay 
from Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge. 

On Nov. 24, Mme. Nhu' sent a telegram 
to Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy, which read in 
part: *... I would not wish for anyone (to 
endure) what the Vietnamese and myself 
are now enduring while we were so near 
our viétory against Communism . .. Indeed, 
such a murder where even the wounds in- 
fliéted ‘on President Kennedy were identical 
to those “of President Ngo Dinh Diem, and 
of miy husband, and coming only 20 days 
after the Vietnamese tragedy, would only 
phove-to the world that even power or ex- 
tfeme “graciousness with Communism still 
does nót protect from its traitorous blows." 


. The late President Ngo Dinh Diem was 
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following players: General Minh (Diem’s 
betrayer); General Maxwell Taylor (former 
Chairman, Joint Chiefs-of Staff—now. Ami- 
bassador to South Vietnam, replacing H. 
Cabot Lodge); and Walt W. Rostow (Jew), 
State Department Counselor and Chairman 
of the Policy Planning Council. 

On April 22, 1964, Mme. Nhu stated that: 

On the “recommendation” of the Am- 
erican Embassy in Vietnam, the whele "of 
Center Vietnam .. . has-been. turned over 
to Thich Tri Quang, that “bonze” who uses 
the. “buddhist” label, but whose commu- 
nist past is well-known, and whose. brother 
is Ho. Chi Minh's Interior Ministry. super- 
visor for sübversive operations in the South, 
particularly for infiltration into foreign 
agencies in Saigon.

- and they act under “his directives and those

Ngo Dinh Can, younger brother of the 
late -President Diem, was executed before 
a firing squad in Saigon on May 9, 1964, 
Can, a diabetic and heart case, was carried 
from his cell to.a soccer field inside the 
Prison. Two guards helped him walk the 
final few feet to a pole, where he was 
bound, blindfolded, and ‘shot. 

On April 17, 1964, Mme. Nhu stated; "Mr. 
Ngo- Dinh. Can put himself in the care only 
of the Canadian Redemptorist Fathers -of 
Hue, of whom he.is: (was) the benefactor. 
These persons, deluded by the Consulate 
and the Embassy of the U.S. in Vietnam, 
which assured them that-Mr. Can would. be 
safer in their hands, turned Mr. Can over 
to American care. . . Mr. Ngo Dinh Can, 
under the guarantee of the Canadian Re- 
demptorist Fathers of Hue, was ... turned 
over, without his knowing it, to the Am- 
ericans, who abused the good faith of ihose 
priests by delivering their benefactor to his 
worst enemies.

Nothing withheld from your paycheck this 
week. Nothing withheld from your paycheck 
next week. Or the next week after. 

But the last week of this month you will 
receive no pay at all. Your entire check one 
out of each month will be sent directly to 
the government. 

Your withholding taxes will be paid in one 
chunk, instead of in weekly dribbles. 

Several companies across the United States 
have instituted this *once a month withhold- 
ing" and they report up to 75 percent sav- 
ings in bookkeeping costs. 

The idea was initiated by President A. K. 
Summers of Premier Photo Service, Inc., 
Parkersburg, W. Va., more than two years 


ago. 

Originally, Summers’ purpose was to dram- 
atize for his employees the tremendous cost 
of all these “free” government services. 

'A $70 a week employee discovered that on 
the fourth week she not only did not draw 
any pay, but actually owed the government 
an additional $4.75. That hurt! 

“Most of our employees,” says Summers, 
“now realize that all this government spend- 
ing is coming out of their pockets.” 

After a few paydayless weeks, employees 
begin to see through the politicians’ promises 
of “free” medicine and “free” unemployment 
benefits and “free” old age insurance. 

Suddenly it’s painfully apparent that none 
of this is “free.” 

In February of this year, because of the 
increasing acceptance of this plan by em- 
ployers across the nation, the Internal Rev- 
enue Service advised Premier that it is not 
collecting the withholding tax in accordance 
with regulations, and the IRS threatened 
legal action. 

Presently Premier is countersuing the IRS 
for "harassment." 

I doubt the IRS wants to pursue this test 
case all the way to the Supreme Court, 
though Summer says he is willing. 

Tax-consciousness is a mote in a voter's 
eye during an election year. 

And this way of withholding is like dieting 
by tying a knot in your neck. 

But it is interesting to note the attitude of 
Internal Revenue Commissioners once they 
are out of office. Almost unanimously they 
have criticized our tax structure and our 
cumbersome and inequitable tax-collection 
machinery. 

Ex-Commissioner T. Coleman Andrews 
writes: “The idea of once-a-month with- 
holding strikes me as an excellent means of 
bringing home, vividly, to the working people 
of America, what a terrible and unnecessary 
burden of taxation has been loaded on them." 

Former President Eisenhower writes, “I 
am in no position to pass on the legality of 
the procedure, but the device you are using 
jin your business appeals to me as worthy 
of emulation by every businessman."

Even in 
these days of Internationalists, there is still 
a lingering respect and even fear of those 
of us who still believe in. our Constitution.

If there is a ques- 
tion in your mind on this score, Read Vivien 
Kellems inspirational book, TOIL, TAXES 
AND TROUBLES. There she reveals the 
extremes taken by responsible federal of- 
ficials to avoid a Supreme Court test on the 
constitutionality of the Withholding Tax law. 
Mr. Ward warns (1952): 


“Man, your country, our country, is in 
dire peril. Not from the atom bomb, not from 
an invasion by a foreign country,net from 
war or pestilence, but the security of our- 
selves, our children and our children's chil- 
dren is in dire peril from the growth of the 
system of income tax within our nation."

In a letter written to President Johnson 
on June 23, after being notified of her ex- 
clusion from the U.S.A., and after the 
Supreme Court ruled (June 22) on giving 
passports to Communists.

ENDS MYSTERY OF THAT NO. 13 BALLOT BOX 


Answers the question was his U. S. Senate seat stolen for LBJ in 1948

FIRST ARTICLE 
IN A SERIES ON 
THE RISE OF LBJ 


Lyndon B. Johnson represented the State 
of Texas as a Senator in thé United States 
Senate in 1960 at the time he was inducted 
from- that office into the office of Vice- 
President of the United States. In that 1960 
election, Senator John Fitzgerald Kennedy, 
representing the State of Massachusetts, was 
elected to the office of President of the 
United States. In that 1960 election, LBJ 
had failed in his attempt to win the nom- 
ination of the-Democratic Party as their can- 
didate for the office of President. Senator 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy won that nomi- 
nation, and in the 1960 general election 
Senator John Fitzgerald Kennedy was elected 
the President of the United States. 


The elevation of LBJ into office as Pres- 
ident of the United States was the conse- 
quence of the assassination of President 
Kennedy on Nov. 22, 1963. LBJ assumed 
the office of President of the United States 
on that day, under provisions of the Con- 
stitution providing for his succession to the 
office of President under such circumstances. 


The elevation of LBJ from the office of 
Vice-President to the office of President of 
the United States was not challenged at that 
time, nor has it been questioned since then 
as a consequence of the circumstances sur- 
rounding LBJ’s 1948 induction into office 
as Senator from the State of Texas. LBJ’s 
claim in 1948 to the office of Senator from 
the State of Texas was vigorously contested 
on the ground that LBJ's alleged victory in 
the August 28, 1948 run-off primary election 
of the Democratic Party was invalid, and of 
no force or effect, as it had been stolen. 


Undeniable evidence supplied incontestable 
proof that the 1948 result of the Democratic 
Party's 1948 primary election was falsified 
by persons vitally interested in the election 
of LBJ as Senator from the State of Texas. 
However, that evidence did not at that time, 
nor does it now supply proof that LBJ 

advance knowledge of the plot to 
steal the 1948 election for him as Senator 
from the State of Texas, nor does that evi- 
dence now supply proof that LBJ was privy 
to that plot when it was conceived, or that 
he was an accessory before the fact in 
falsi results of the August 28, 1948 
Party's Jim Wells County Precinct No. 13.

The interests of all parties 
concerned will be best served if every avail- 
able fact throwing light on this question 
is submitted to the voters of the United 
States for their considered judgment before 
Election Day in Noveniber; The electorate 
in the United States will thus be in a po- 
sition for the first time to intelligently pass 
judgment upon LBJ’s ambition to serve an 
additional four years more as President of 
the United States, and possibly an additional 
eight years more if LBJ is elected in 1964 
for his first term in that office and re-elected 
in 1968 to serve his second term. 


By every recognized practice in the United 
States for tabulating election results, LBJ 
was defeated by ex-Governor Coke Steven- 
son, a three time governor of the State of 
Texas, in the Texas August 28, 1948 run-off 
primary election of the Democratic Party to 
nominate their candidate for United States 
Senator, The nomination of a candidate by 
the Democratic Party in primary elections 
in the State of Texas invariably insures the 
election to office of that candidate in the 
November general election, The candidate in 
the nation-wide November 1948 election for 
the United States Senator from the State of 
Texas depended upon whether the Demo- 
cratic Party in Texas nominated LBJ or ex- 
Governor Coke Stevenson as their candidate 
for that office in the Democratic Party’s 
August 28, 1948 run-off primary election. 

That August 28, 1948 run-off primary 
election of the Democratic Party in Texas 
to nominate their candidate for the Office 
of United States Senator in the general 
election in November, was won by ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson by a positive majority 
of 113 votes. After the official announcement 
of ex-Governor Stevenson’s victory, a mys- 
terious “recount” of election returns in Pre- 
cinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County found 201 
more votes for LBJ than had been officially 


rural precincts in the State of Texas is very 
primitive and very antiquated. It takes as 
many as six more days for election results 
from rural elections precincts to trickle into 
the headquarters of the Texas State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee in Austin, thus 
often delaying final primary election results 
that length of time in primary elections, 
if an election result in a rural precinct is the 
deciding factor in the final result of a state- 
wide Texas primary election. 


On the sixth day after the August 28, 
1948 run-off primary election of the Demo- 
cratic Party in Texas, ex-Governor Coke 
Stevenson was officially declared the Demo- 
cratie candidate nominated for the office 
of Senator from the State of Texas, when 
word was thereafter received by the Texas 
State Democratie Executive. Committee in 
Austin from George Parr, the political dic- 
tator of Jim Wells County and a political 
crony of LBJ, conveying startling “news.” 


George Parr sent word to the Texas State 
Democratic Executive Committee in Austin 
after September 3, 1948 that results of the 
August 28, 1948 Democratic Party’s run-off 
primary election in Precinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells County had been “recounted,” and that 
the “recount” had discovered an additional 
201 more votes for LBJ than had previously 
been reported, and only one more additional 
vote for ex-Governor Coke Stevenson than 
had previously been reported. The additional 
201 votes hastily “discovered” after Sept. 
3, 1948 for LBJ, reversed the officially re 
ported results of the August 28, 1948 state- 
wide run-off primary election, allegedly 
making LBJ the winner by a majority of 87 
votes. This word came seven days after the 
Democratic Party’s August 28, 1948 state- 
wide run-off primary election in which ex- 
Governor Coke Stevenson had already been 
officially and finally declared the winner by 
the official and final 113 majority result 
on a state-wide basis in that election.

The “recount” in Precinct No. 13 in Jim 
Wells County in the August 28, 1948 run-off 
primary election was the deciding factor in 
Starting LBJ on his way to the White House, 
where he is now serving as the 36th Pres- 
ident of the United States. At that time, 
LBJ was concluding his fifth term represent- 
img the 10th Congressional District of Texas 
in the House of Representatives in Washing- 
ton, where LBJ was elected first in 1937. 

In the Democratic Party’s July 24, 1948 
primary election in Texas, ex-Governor Coke 
Stevenson received 477,077 votes on a state- 
wide basis, giving ex-Governor Coke Steven- 
gon a 71,470 state-wide majority. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson’s 477,077 votes lacked 
a few votes of being a majority of all votes 
for the five candidates in the Democratic 
Party's July 24, 1948 state-wide primary 
election. However, because ex-Governor Coke 
Stevenson lacked those few votes, under the 
rules of the Democratic Party in Texas, 
having the largest number of votes, but not 
having a majority of all votes in the state- 
wide July 24, 1948 election, he was obliged 
to enter a run-off primary election against 
LBJ who received the next largest number 
of votes in the July 24, 1948 primary election. 
The date for that run-off primary election 
was set to take place on August 28, 1948. 

The supporters of LBJ were determined 
to conduct a victorious campaign at any 
cost, and for that purpose mobilized the 
most resourceful Democrats in the entire 
State of Texas for a whirlwind campaign. 
LBJ's first move was to name John Connally 
his manager in that campaign. John Con- 
nally is presently Governor of the State of 
Texas. John Connally first began to work for 
LBJ in the early days of the New Deal of 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt. When Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt created the 
National Youth Administration (NYA), he 
named LBJ director for the State of Texas. 

John Connally advanced himself in the 
intervening years as a political crony of LBJ. 
John Connally is now Governor of the State 
of Texas. LBJ was elected to Congress in 
1937 for the first time. John Connally also 
went to Washington at that time but as an 
important lobbyist for Texas gas and oil 
interests, making many political cronies. 

LBJ enlisted John Coffer to direct his 
August 28, 1948 run-off primary election 
eampaign. John Coffer became chief coumsel 
for Billy Sol Estes and is most highly re- 
garded in Texas as a foremost campaign 
strategist. At that time, John Coffer was 
manager for Pres- 


Jim Wells County had previously been in- 
correctly reported in earlier tabulations, and 
that therefore the official and final tabula- 
tion of the Democratic Party's August 28, 
1948 run-off primary election must now be 
delayed indefinitely for further “recount.” 
An hour or so later, the reporter for the 
Dallas Daily News filed a second dispatch 
which alarmed LBJ's political cronies dir- 
ecting LBJ's August 28, 1948 run-off primary 
election campaign against ex-Governor Coke 
Stevenson, In the second dispatch, the 
Dallas Daily News reported that Luis Salas, 
the presiding election judge for Precinet No. 
13 in Jim Wells County, which included the 
county seat of Alice, said that although only 
600 ballots had been issued for Precinct No. 
13 in Jim Wells County, that the votes tab- 
ulated for Precinct No. 13 in Jim Wells 
County showed 768 voted for LBJ and 60 for 
ex-Governor Coke Stevenson, a total of 828 
votes, The presiding election judge Luis Salas, 
expressed no interest in explaining the dis- 
crepancy between only 600 ballots issued to 
Precinct No. 13 in Jim Wells County and the 
$28 votes reported for Precinct No. 13 in Jim 
Wells County, the 768 votes reported for 
LBJ and the 60 votes reported for ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson. Furthermore, Luis 
Salas, the presiding election judge in Pre- 
cinct No. 13 in Jim Wells County, denied 
having anything to do with tabulating the 
votes of the August 28, 1948 run-off election. 
The Dallas Daily News further reported 
that the ballot box of Precinct No, 13 in Jim 
Wells County had been locked in the vault of 
the Parr Bank. Rumors were circulating that 
the ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells County was locked in the vault of 
Parr Bank and would not be brought out and 
officially reported until it was known exactly 
how many votes were needed to make LBJ 
a purported winner of the August 28, 1948 
run-off primary election which followed the 
state-wide July 24, 1948 primary election. 
Thinking the matter over carefully, ex- 
Governor Coke Stevenson decided to proceed 
to Jim Wells County himself, and to assume 
personal direction of his campaign problems, 
taking.with him Kellis Dibrell and James 
Gardner, two of his loyal workers. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson promptly moved his 
forces into Jim Wells County, going directly 
to Alice, the county capital, after a brief 
conference held by him in Duval County with 
George Parr, who protested his innocence. 
A three-man sub-committee of the Texas 
State Democratic Executive Committee had 
previously been set up in Austin to receive 
and officially tabulate all Democratic Party 
primary election results. This sub-comittee 
reported on September 3, 1948 that ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson had been elected by a 
113 vote majority in the August 28, 1948 
Democratic Party's run-off primary election. 
Within a matter of hours after this report 


However, in spite of n legal and traditional 
obligation to surrender to the new County 
Executive Committee as official and legal 
custodian, the returns of the August 28, 
1948 run-off primary, the old County Exec- 
utive Committee declined to surrender them 
to Chairman Adams and Secretary Poole 
although repeatedly demanded. The Secre- 
tary of the old County Executive Committee 
was Thomas Donald, an employee of the Parr 
bank, where he had placed the ballot box of 
Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County in the 
vault of that bank, violating Texas law. 

Thereupon, Chairman Adams and Secre- 
tary Poole aligned themselves completely 
with ex-Governor Coke Stevenson's forces. 
Chairman Adams and Secretary Poole frank- 
ly confessed that neither of them had been 
able to examine the contents of the ballot 
box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County, 
although the new County Executive Commit- 
tee was its custodian under laws of the 
State of Texas and tradition of the Demo- 
cratic Party in all primary elections. 

Chairman Adams and Secretary Poole were 
present in the Parr bank when John Con- 
nally and Thomas Donald *recanvassed" the 
ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells 
County, They managed to get close enough 
to the “recanvass” then in progress there, 
to notice about 200 names had recently been 
added to the list of 800 registered voters, 
about 200 names recently and hastily added 
to the list of 800 names on the official list 
of registered voters. They noted that about 
200 names recently added to the list had 
been added in alphabetical order, and that 
all the names were in identical handwriting, 
and written with green ink, while the names 
on the official list of the 800 registered voters 
were not in alphabetical order, nor were they, 
written in the same handwriting, and were 
written with black ink, 

Chairman Adams of the County Executive 
Committee turned to ex-Governor Coke 
Stevenson and said, “It is a crooked deal, 
and I pledge you all my power to get to the 
bottom of it.” They thereupon combined 
their forces to demand another look at the 
voters list of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells 
County on the following morning. They an- 
ticipated they would be permitted to copy 
names from the list of voters as they ap- 
peared there, in a move for further inves- 
tigating the possibility of obtaining a court 
order directing John Connally and Thomas 
Donald to deliver into their physical pos- 
session the ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of 
Jim Wells County, as official and legal rep- 
resentatives of the new County Executive 
Committee, the legal and official custodian 
for Democratic Party primary returns. 


Kelis Dibrell and James Gardner,.former 
FBI agents and at that time practicing 
attorneys, were ex-Governor Coke Steven- 
son's workers. They immediately telephoned 
trusted friends who were properly trained 
to assist them in making a hasty investi- 
gation of persons selected from the 200 added 
names on that list, asking their friends to 
join them on the following day to help them 
with their task. The local newspapers got 
wind of their telephone calls, and interpreted 
them as calls for armed recruits to forcibly 
take possession of the ballot box of Precinct 
No. 13 of Jim Wells County, when the bank

A few minutes before the bank doors were 
to open at nine o'clock, ex-Governor Coke 
'enson and his unarmed investigators 
approached the bank, escorted by Captain 
Frank Hammer of the Texas Rangers, who 
was known to each £unman gathered there. 
He was respected as a stern, inflexible off- 
icer who never gave an order until he was 
prepared to enforce strict and prompt obed- 
ience. Captain Hammer slowly surveyed the 
wed on both sides of the street casually. 
en he walked over to the riflemen, and 
pointing down the street, spoke just one word, 
“Git.” The riflemen cradled their carbines 
with muzzles lowered, mumbled angrily and 
cursed audibly, and departed down the street 
precisely as ordered by Captain Hammer. 

Captain Hammer crossed back across the 
Street and faced the group in front of the 
bank. When the talking and mumbling 
quieted down, Captain Hammer spoke just 
two words, “Fall back.” With a minimum of 
hesitation, Captain Hammer’s command was 
obeyed, and a path was cleared to the bank 
door. As Thomas Donald opened the bank 
door, Captain Hammer motioned to ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson’s men to enter the 
bank. Captain Hammer then took his place 
in the door of the bank and forbade any of 
the others to enter. That began and that 
ended the part that Captain Hammer played 
in that affair, from its start to its finish. 

In a statement sworn under oath, LBJ 
charged Captain Hammer with using at that 
meeting, “force, threats and intimidation,” 
for “furthering the conspiracy to rob me of 
my seat in the United States Senate.” In his 
long career as a Texas Ranger, this was the 
first time Captain Hammer was charged 
with violating the Texas Ranger’s code of 
the strictest possible impartiality. 

As Chairman Adams and Secretary Poole 
of the County Executive Committee of Jim. 
Wells County, legal and official custodian in 
Texas of primary election returns in primary 
elections of the Democratic Party, Chairman 
Adams and Secretary Poole made repeated 
demands upon Thomas Donald that he open 
the bank vault and that he fothwith deliver 
to them ballot box of Precinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells County. Thomas Donald at first shook 
his head negatively, but then quickly changed 
his mind and said, “I will permit you to see 
the voting list, but not to handle it.” There- 
upon, Thomas Donald twirled the knob of 
the big vault door, and after the door of the 
vault had been opened, Thomas Donald 
brought out the voting list, holding it up 
across a wide table for Chairman Adams and 
Secretary.

Ex-Governor Coke Stevenson's men pro- 
ceeded to jot down as many names as they 
could memorize from the 200 names added 
to the list in alphabetical order in identical 
handwriting; and written with green ink. 
They had jotted down seventeen names when 
the telephone rang.

The elimination of the 
eleetion returns of Precinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells County from election returns of Jim 
Wells County gave ex-Governor Coke Stev- 
enson a state-wide majority of approximately 
900 votes and the nomination as the Demo- 
cratic Party’s candidate for United States 
Senator in November's nation-wide election. 


As each of these legal proceedings would

Adams and Secretary Poole took immediate 
steps to notify the other twenty members of 
their new County Executive Committee to 
meet to authorize their contemplated legal 

Chairman Adams called for the 
meeting for eleven o'clock on the following 
day and held in the living room of his home. 

As they arrived for the meeting on the 
following morning, the members of the new 
County Executive Committee indicated that 
their official approval of the litigation would 
be speedily voted. Chairman Adams had 
prepared all fhe papers in advance of the 
meeting, and was about to officially call the 
meeting to order to vote approval for their 
contemplated legal proceedings, when John 
Connally brazenly intruded into Chairman 
Adams home in the company of Clarence 
Marten, the former Chairman of the old 
County Executive Committee, and two deputy 
sheriffs of Jim Wells County. 

The two deputy sheriffs immediately pro- 
ceeded to hand Chairman Adams, ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson and all members 
present of the new County Executive Com- 
mittee, copies of an order by Judge Roy

LBJ and John Coffer, his attorney in the 
proceeding, had been successful in obtaining 
an injunction in a Texas court enjoming a 
duly constituted County Executive Commit- 
tee of the Democratic Party from exercising 
its legal and traditional right to perform its 
most important function, tabulating results 
of all Democratic Party primary elections. 

LBJ's political cronies then appeared to 
have overcome all obstacles with exception 
of one, the official certification of Dento- 
cratic Party primary election returns by the 
State Democratic Executive Committee, 
which was scheduled to meet for that pur- 
pose at noon, on Monday, September 13th 
1948, in Fort Worth. When certified by the 
State Democratic Executive Committee, the 
list exactly as certified by them was then 
transmitted to the Secretary of State, who 
was charged with the duty of printing the 
ballots in the State of Texas for the general 
nation-wide election held in November. 


Ex-Governor Coke Stevenson's forces pre- 
pared to appear before the State Democratic 
Executive Committee in Forth Worth at noon, 
on Monday, September 13th 1948, and seek 
to have the election returns of Precinct No. 
13 of Jim Wells County eliminated from the 
election returns of Jim Wells County, or as 
an alternative, to have the powerful State 
Democratic Executive Committee —— its 
legal authority to examine the election re- 
cults of e No. 13 of Jim Wells County. 

On the first ballot of the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee to implement the 
application by ex-Governor Coke Stevenson 
for an investigation of the August 28th, 1948 
run-off primary election returns of Precinct 
No. 13 of Jim Wells County, the vote was 
evenly divided, with 28 for the ap 
and 28 against the investigation. A secon 
ballot was taken but again with the -— 
results, 28 in favor of the investigation an 
28 against the investigation. 

After the second ballot, LBJ, John Oon- 
nally, John Coffer and their staff — 
to another room for consultation, but > 
before having obtained a promise — 
State Democratic Executive Committee oat 
no more ballots would be taken on Precinc 
No. 13 of Jim Wells County until they v 
turned to the room in which they had méi ^ 

LBJ, John Connally, John Coffer and their 
staff did not return to the room until shortly 
after four o'clock in the afternoon, when 
they brought back with them to the mecting 
Committeeman C. C. Gibson whom they had 
flown in from Amarillo, Texas. On the next 
ballot taken by the State Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee on Precinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells County, Committeeman C. C. Gibson 
cast the deciding vote in favor of LBJ, with 
29 votes against the investigation and 23 
votes in favor of the investigation of the 
election returns of Precinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells County. The State Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee then hastened to adjourn. 

Texas Secretary of State Paul Brown was 
charged with the duty of printing the official 
ballots for the general election in November 
and getting them into the hands of the Elec- 
tion Boards in each of the 254 Texas coun- 
ties in time for absentee voting, which in 
Texas commenced twenty days before the 
November 1948 nation-wide general election.

Judge T. Whitfield Davidson had served 
at one time as Lieutenant-Governor of the 
State of Texas and had every reason for the 
complete confidence he reposed in ex-Gov- 
ernor Coke Stevenson. After lengthy con- 
sideration of ex-Governor Coke Stevenson's 
application for an injunction, Judge T. Whit- 
field Davidson ordered all returns of the 
'August 28th 1948 run-off primary election 
im Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County im- 
pounded for examination by a commissioner 
fo be appointed by the Federal District 
Court, and further enjoining Secretary of 
State Paul Brown from printing LBJ's name 
on the ballots until that examination was 
completed. The temporary injunction granted 
to ex-Governor Coke Stevenson by Judge T. 
Whitfield Davidson was ordered to remain 
in force and effect until a hearing on Sept- 
ember 21st 1948 was heard on the question 
of making the injunction permanent. 

The sweeping injunction by a Federal 
District Court was a great shock to LBJ 
and to his political cronies. That injunction 
prevented Secretary of State Paul Brown 
from printing LBJ's name on the ballot, The 
type from which the ballots were to be 
printed had been set up by the printer 
promptly, and the ballots were being printed 
when Secretary of State Brown arrived at 
the printer's place of business. Secretary of 
State Paul Brown ordered the printer to 
remove LBJ's name from íhe ballots and 
leave a blank space on the ballots requiring 
voters in the general election in November 
to write in the name of their choice for 
Senator. Secretary of Síate Paul Brown 
further ordered the printer to destroy the 
few hundred ballots already printed on which 
LBJ's name appeared as the candidate of the 
Democratic Party for United States Senator. 

Further legal proceedings developed im- 
mediately on both sides, Sam Rayburn, at 
fhat time Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, was a powerful pol- 
itical figure in Texas and in national affairs. 
Sam Rayburn immediately telegraphed or- 
ders to every member of the State Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee to meet at his 
home in Bonham for an overnight caucus. 
At the same time, LBJ with a staff of at- 
torneys headed by John Coffer, flew to New 
Orleans to seek an order there from the 
Federal Fifth District Court of Appeals set- 
ting aside the injunction issued by Federal 
District Court Judge T. Whitfield Davidson. 

In New Orleans, Federal Judge J. C. 
Hutcheson, Jr. heard LBJ's application to 
set aside Judge T. Whitfield Davidson's in- 
junction, After a brief hearing on LBJ's 
application, Judge J. C, Hutcheson, Jr. de- 
creed the matter was too important to be 
decided by one judge, and decreed further 
that LBJ's application should be heard by 
the full court of three judges of the Federal 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals in a public 
hearing to be held on October 2nd, 1948. 

The State Democratic Executive Commit- 
tee became a party to the proceedings LBJ 
instituted in New Orleans before Federal 
Circuit Judge J. C. Hutcheson, Jr. in the 


As planned for that development, the Elec- 
tion Boards of all 254 Texas counties be- 


plete his assignment within three days, when 
he was to report results of his investigation 
to Federal District Judge T. Whitfield David- 
son for further action by him in the matter. 

Commissioner R. E. *Bob" Smith proceed- 
ed in that matter without losing any time. 
Deputy United States marshals appointed 
by him were unable to serve papers on 
Thomas Donald, who was alleged to have 
been “called to Mexico" on business. The 
Deputy United States marshals likewise 
found all other election officials suddenly 
“called out of town,” and they were unable 
to serve them with subpoenas to appear. 

However, the ballot boxes were not dif- 
ficult to locate. All ballot boxes including 
the ballot box of Princinct No. 13 of Jim 
Wells County were stacked in a corner of 
the jail. All the ballot boxes were unlocked, 
none were locked. But inside the ballot boxes 
there was nothing but old newspapers and 
rubbish. There were neither voting lists nor 
ballots on any of the ballot boxes there. 

When the hearing before Federal District 
Judge J. C. Hutcheson, Jr. opened, LBJ filed 
a petition to vacate the injunction granted 
ex-Governor Coke Stevenson by Federal 
District Judge T. Whitfield Davidson. LBJ’s 
attorney John Coffer made the following 
oral pleading, and pointing to ex-Governor 
Coke Stevenson stated: 


“The plaintiff lost his race for United 
States Senatorial nominee in a Demo- 
cratic primary, over which only the 
regular Democratic officials have juris- 
diction. This court has no jurisdiction. 
He has no civil rights as pleaded in his 
petition. He is merely a poor loser and 
there is no law...” 

Whereupon, Federal Circuit Judge T. 
Whitfield Davidson promptly banged his 
gavel angrily and cut short John Coffer’s 
tirade with remarks seldom heard delivered 
from the bench in a Federal Circuit Court, 
with the following admonition to LBJ's at- 
torney: 

“This plaintiff, Mr. Stevenson, has duly 

alleged he has been robbed by fraud of 

a seat in the United States Senate, Not 

a shred of evidence has been submitted 

to disprove his claim, and he would be 

entitled to a hearing in open court if 
there was not a law on the books of any 
kind, And, that hearing he shall have. 

This court will decide on the merits of 

his petition." 

However, that hearing never took place. 
Federal District Court Judge T. Whitfield 
Davidson had hardly ended his remarks to 
John Coffer, and ordered the hearing to pro- 
ceed, when a Deputy United States marshal 
stepped forward and served the presiding 
judge in a Federal Circuit Court with a notice 
that Associate Justice Hugo L. Black of the 
United States Supreme Court had issued a 
mandamus ordering the hearing in the Fed- 
eral District Court to cease forthwith, and 
further that the injunction issued by that 
court be immediately dissolved, and any fur- 
ther action concerning the election returns 
of Precinct No. 13 of Jim Wells County be 
suspended until further action by the United 
States Supreme Court in that matter. 

Federal District Court Judge T. Whitfield 
Davidson was left with no alternative, and 
the hearing was abruptly ended with this 
comment from the bench in open court by 
Judge T. Whitfield Davidson: 

“THIS COURT HAS NO CHOICE BUT 
TO SUBMIT TO THE MANDATE 
FROM THE SUPREME COURT, AL- 
THOUGH IN MY OPINION MR. JUS- | 


Hugo L. Black's order, LBJ's name was 
printed in the blank space on the ballots. 
LBJ's name thus appeared on the ballots in 
the November 1948 nation-wide general 
election as the candidate of the Democratic 
Party for United States Senator, As a re- 
sult, LBJ was elected to the United States 
Senate as Senator from the State of Texas. 

The great seal of the United States Su- 
preme Court acted in the role of a-bulldozer 
to clear the road so that LBJ could take a 
seat in the United States Senate. LBJ was 
fortunate that his No. 1 political erony today, 
Abe Fortas of the New Deal fame, was able 
to obtain an immediate injunction in the 
United States Supreme Court on September 
28, 1948, terminating injunction proceedings 
instituted by ex-Governor Coke Stevenson. in 
Federal Courts in Texas, to investigate the 
August 28, 1948 run-off primary election. 

Abe Fortas had to work. fast. In New 
Orleans, Federal Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals Judge J. C. Hutcheson, Jr. decreed 
a public hearing on October 2, 1948 before 
the full court of three judges, to hear ex- 
Governor Coke Stevenson's side of the story. 
In Dallas, Federal District Court: Judge T: 
Whitfield Davidson's-hearing-was proceeding 
when Associate Justice. Hugo .L. Black’s 
order terminated further action of any kind 
in the Federal District Court in Texas. 

Abe Fortas did work fast. He obtained 
from the United States Supreme Court the 
only order that could stop all further inves- 
tigation of the legality of the August 28, 
1948 run-off primary election and LBJ's 
right to a seat in the United States Senate 
from the State of Texas in 1948. 

It is difficult to speculate what LBJ’s 
status would be today if Associate Justice 
Hugo L. Black had not issued his September 
28, 1948 injunction. There is every reason 
to believe that ex-Governor Coke Stevenson 
would have been elected in 1948 to the United 
States Senate as a Senator from the State 
of Texas. Mystery cloaks the reason why 
Associate Justice Hugo L. Black so hastily 
issued his September 28, 1948 injunction. 
There was no reason for haste as two Fed- 
eral proceedings were then pending, with 
every indication that they would be decided 
before the November 1948 nation-wide gen- 
eral election nullifying LBJ’s nomination. 

LBJ is faced with a terrific problem. LBJ 
is now the President of the United States. 
No one can question the fact that LBJ was 
duly elected Vice-President of the United 
States in 1960 and presently occupies the 
White House as President of the United 
States. The problem LBJ faces is the grow- 
ing belief throughout the nation today that 
his election to the United States Senate in 
1948 was stolen for him by politieal cronies.

The lengthy (9 months) Rivonia Sabotage 
Trial was brought to a close on June 12, 
1964, when eight of the ten accused were 
found guilty of conspiring to overthrow the 
Government of South Africa by violent 
means, some of the charges alleging the use 
of outside military intervention. They were 
sentenced to life imprisonment, although 
their guilt could have incurred the death 
penalty. Found guilty were six black Afri- 
cans, an Indian and a white (Dennis Gold- 
berg). A ninth defendant, former Communist 
Party p chief Lionel Bernstein, 
was acquitted and promptly rearrested on 
unspecified charges. 

Last fall, the leaders of the sabotage 
group had been apprehended in a plotting 
session on the farm of Arthur Goldreich, 
formerly an Israeli guerrilla. 


rounded up with 40 others, mostly whites, 
in Sécurity Police swoops throughout the 
country. By July 15, the arrests totaled 
about 80 potential security risks. 


Allegations have been made by the Am- 
erican “liberal” press, among others, that 
South Africans are being sentenced to death 
or imprisoned for their opposition to the 
Government’s policy of Separate Develop- 
ment (apartheid). This was strongly denied 
last June in the South African Parliament by 
Mr. B. J. Vorster, Minister of Justice and 
also by leaders of the Opposition parties 
(United & Progressive). The Opposition 
Press in South Africa also agreed that the 
verdict of guilty in the Sabotage Trial was 
fair and just, although the accused were all 
opponents of apartheid. 


The chief defense lawyer in the Sabotage 
Trial, Abraham Fischer (alias Bram), has 
been identified by the South African De- 
partment of Justice as one of many white 
persons “who have been office-bearers, of- 
ficers, members or active supporters of the 
Communist Party of South Africa.” (Regu- 
lation Gazette No. 142, Dept. of Justice, 
Republic of South Africa, Nov. 16, 1962. p 4). 

The list of subversive people compiled by 
South Africa’s Justice Department is quite 
revealing. Out of 129 white Europeans listed, 
over 90 are easily identified as being Jews, 
many with birthplaces other than South 
Africa. A few examples will suffice: Isaac 
Abraham Aber (Lithuania), Morris Baren- 
blatt (Russia), Emanuel Brown (Palestine), 
Alexander Israel 


The Prime Minister’s assailant, David 
Pratt, of Pietersburg, was identified as being 
“of Jewish extraction” in the B’nai B’rith 
Messenger of Aug. 5, 1960. 

Prime Minister Verwoerd was regarded in 
some circles as being ''anti-semitic." In the 
mid-1930s, when Dr. Verwoerd was a pro- 
fessor of applied psychology at Stellenbosch 
University, he and five other professors pro- 
tested to the Hertzog-Smuts government 
against the admission of Jewish refugees 
from Germany. In 1937, Dr. Verwoerd be- 
came editor of the Nationalist Party news- 
paper, “Die Transvaaler." His first article 
read in part: 

“The Nationalist does not hate the Jew, 
but there was a clash of interests between 
the Jew and the Afrikaner, and the Afrik- 
aner had found that commercial and in- 
dustrial undertakings were mostly in ‘foreign 
hands,’ latterly mostly Jews.” 

The Afrikaners are descendants of the 
Dutch pioneers who established the first 
Boer (farmer) settlement at the cape in 
1652. 

Before World War II, the Nationalist Party 
(now in control) introduced a bill aimed at 
prohibiting Jewish immigration. The party 
called for the “deletion of Yiddish as a rec- 
ognized European language for immigra- 
tion purposes, for no further naturalization 
of Jewish immigrants, for the closing of 
certain professions to Jews and other ‘non- 
assimilable’ races, and for the prohibition 


of the changing of names, retrospective to 


1930” (London Observer).

Sidney Hillman (Schmuel Gilman) arrived 
in the U.S. A. as a political refugee on Aug. 
10, 1907. Seven years later, he: became Pres- 
ident of. the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
Union, While pursuing his American career 
as a N.Y.C. garment worker, Sidney Hillman 
came to know the Socialist leader’ Morris 
Hiliquit (Misca Hilkewicz) and Leon Trot- 
sky (Lev Davidovich Bronstein). Later on, 
through his contact with Felix Frankfurter, 
Sidney Hillman began his. most important 
relationships with President Roosevelt. 


The day after the late John F. Kennedy 
received the 1960 Democratic nomination for 
President, three men were called to his 
suite to discuss JFK’s choice of Lyndon B. 
Johnson for Vice-President: Alex -Rose 
(President, Millinery Union); Walter Reu- 
ffher (President, Auto Workers Union); and 
Arthur Goldberg (then AFL-CIO counsel 
—now Supreme Court Justice). The three 
labor representatives were not too happy 
with the choice of LBJ when a telephone 
¿eall came. for Alex Rose. It was David Du- 
binsky in New York. Dubinsky told Rose, 
“I think it's a good ticket ,. . that can win." 
Dubinsky's was the first liberal voice of pol- 
itical acceptance for Lyndon B. Johnson.

David Dubinsky, who okayed the 1960 
Democratic candidate for Vice-President 
(later to become President), was born David 
Dobniewski on Feb. 22, 1892, in Brest-Lit- 
ovsk, Poland. Dubinsky’s father was a baker 
in Brest-Litovsk, and young David became 
his helper. At age 15, David Dubinsky was 
assistant secretary of his local of the baker’s 
union in Brest-Litovsk, and he and his 
fellow workers went on strike (against his 
own father's business). After the strike 
ended, Dubinsky and his union cohorts were 
Shipped off to Siberia on orders of Czar 
Nicholas ‘II. Dubinsky escaped and arrived 
in America in 1911. - 

By 1932, Dubinsky was president of the 
International Ladies Garment Workers 
Union. The Lusk Committee Report of the 
N. Y. State Legislature had this to say about 
Dubinsky's LL.G.W.U.: “. . . it is founded 


pupon £he:prmciple of the class struggle . .. 

it seeks to bring about the overthrow of the 
present system of society . . . the»abolition 
of the capitalist system . . ." (page-958, 
Part I, April 24, 1920). 

David Dubinsky controls the New York 
state Liberal Party, which is an off-shoot of 
Sidney Hillman's American Labor Party. It 
represents close to half a million votes and 
can be the deciding factor in an election. For 
example, it provided JFK with the winning 
margin in 1960 both at the state and national 
level. Just as in 1960, the Liberal Party im- 
age is considered important to Lyndon B. 
Johnson in 1964 and he is being groomed 
accordingly. At 1:00 P.M., "Thursday, June 
4, 1964, David Dubiusky, Alex Rose (both 
Liberal Party vice-chairmen) and Walter 
Reuther sat down at a luncheon in the Hick- 
ory House (N.Y.C.) to discuss the political 
future of Lyndon B. Johnson. On June 2, 
Liberal Party leaders had offered LBJ their 
nomination for the 1964 Presidency.

On June 6, President Johnson spoke at the 
50th anniversary of Dubinsky's ILGWU 
Health Center in Manhattan. Accompanying 
LBJ was Senator Hubert Humphrey, 1964 

` Democratic Vice-Presidential candidate, who 
made an appearance on an NBC-TV program 
June 24, where “it showed ILGWU boss 
David Dubinsky literally, personally, telling 
Senator Hubert Humphrey what to legislate, 
instructing him to get the civil rights bill 
out of the way and get along to Dubinsky’s 
.pet legislation . . ." (Jack O’Brien in N. Y. 
Journal American, June 5, 1964).

should be Christian—based on the teaching 
of the Afrikaan's churches and students be 
protected against foreign theories. 
Meanwhile, back in the so-called Christian 
U.S. A., our State Department is spending 
more time and energy discouraging U. S. 
and foreign shippers from exporting goods to 
South Africa than to communist Cuba. 
Authorities led by Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and undersecretary Averell Harriman 
are privately passing the word to airlines 
and shipping firms to abide by the economic 
sanctions being imposed by African coun- 
tries against the South African government. 
IN SHARP CONTRAST, Rusk and Harri- 
man are supporting a policy whereby the 
U.S. provides navigational help and vital 
weather information to Soviet jet transports 
flying strategic cargo and arms to Red Cuba 
non-stop from Russia. The un-announced 
State Department boycott against South 
‘Africa is in addition to the announced policy 
of the Johnson Administration barring arms 
shipment to the all-white regime, AUTHOR- 
ITY for this boycott is spelled out in a 
highly classified National Security Council 
policy paper on South Africa drafted by the 
State Department's Policy Planning Council.

U.S. CONSTITUTION - SWORD INSTEAD OF A SHIELD 


Can Constitutional Government survive 
when the occupants of the agencies created 
by the States join in a movement to over- 
throw it and refuse to be “Bound By This 
Constitution" and the States fail to act to 
defend Constitutional Limitations?

ROLE OF THE STATES

Rock, Oxford and Tuscaloosa are the inev- 
itable consequence of the lawless action by 
the occupants of Federal agencies of gov- 
ernment.

On August 4, 1964, three proposed bills 
were placed in the hands of many Alabama 
State Legislators. The first proposed bill de- 
clared Public Law No. 88-352 (1964 Civil 
Rights Act) to be unlawful and unconsti- 
tutional, and anyone caught enforcing it in 
the State of Alabama would be subject to 
a maximum of $10,000 fine, 5 years in jail, 
or both. Proposed Bill No. 2 declared all 
judicial and legislative acts based on the 
illegally-ratified 14th Amendment to be 
*null and void for lack of Constitutional 
authority." The third bill proposal was “to 
rescind and revoke membership of the United 
States and the State of Alabama in the 
United Nations .. ." 


The House of Representatives, Legisla- 
ture of Alabama in Special Session August, 
4-28, 1964, passed the first proposed bill, 
*Alabama Civil Riots Prevention Act of 
1964” (H. B. 285) UNANIMOUSLY on 
August 25, 1964 by a vote of 76 to 0. 


However, the “joy was short-lived.” The 
Wetumpka (Ala.) Herald of Sept. 3, 1964 
related how certain Alabama Senators 
stalled the passage and killed H. B. 285 
(“The State of Alabama Civil Riots Preven- 
tion Act"), although 18 Senators (a major- 
ity) had previously endorsed an identical 
bill. 

It is obvious that great pressure was 
placed on certain Senators to stall H. B. 285 
and adjourn without passing this vital leg- 
islation. At least four long-suspected mem- 
bers or tools of the Anti-Defamation League 
(A.D.L.) of B'nai B'rith stood watch in the 
Capitol Rotunda and were seen to converse 
with certain Senators who were CONSID- 
ERED OPPOSED to passage of the Alabama 
Civil Riots Prevention Act of 1964. 

Law and order could have been easily 
maintained in Alabama with the passage of 
H. B. 285, and her sister states could have 
profited. by her example. Any loss of life and 
property in Alabama as a result of Federal 
attempted enforcement of the so-called 
*Civil Rights Act of 1964" may be justly 
placed upon the heads of certain Alabama 
State Senators and these same forces and 
individuals who undoubtedly killed the 
"Liberty Amendment" in the Alabama Sen- 
ate in 1963.

JUSTICE GOLDBERG’S LABOR RELATIONS RECORD SPEAKS FOR ITSELF 


Arthar J. Goldberg is the former Secre- 
tery of Labor, whose appointment to the 
United States Supreme Court, in our opinion, 
was well planned, which will be evidenced 
by ihe information regarding his past. 

The National Religion and Labor Found- 
ation set up in 1932 at the instigation of the 
late Sidney Hillman (an identified commu- 
nist), whose membership was composed of 
Marxian and Fabian Socialists, for the pur- 
pose of giving prestige of the church move- 
ment to the labor organizing hierarchy. 

The foundation’s letter-head carried about 
50 mames of Marxists, Socialists and Com- 
maunists. It was forty-five members of this 
movement who signed a letter addressed to 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt (at his in- 
vitation) in November 1935, urging him 
(according to the N. Y. Herald Tribune) 
“to socialize the country’s resources, na- 
tionalize its basic industries, and build an 
inclusive union movement.” 

According to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities, the NRLF was “one 
of the most vicious communist organizations 
ever set up in this country.” 

The NRLF won considerable notoriety by 
publishing on the cover of its official organ, 
“Biconomic Justice," Nov. 1932, a “wan 
eireular which pictured Christ as an escaped 
eriminal and implied by its text that every 
eommaunist agitator was akin to Jesus Christ. 
It read: 

"Reward for information leading to 
the apprehension of Jesus Christ, who 
is wanted for sedition, criminal anar- 
chy, vagrancy, and conspiracy to over- 
throw the established government.” 
Among the National Religion and Labor 

Foundation members were: 

Arthur J. Goldberg (now Supreme Court 
Justice), Sidney Hillman, Abraham Muste, 
Robert Weaver (negro, appointed by JFK as 
Federal Housing and Home Finance Admin- 
istrator) Claude Williams and many others, 
too numerous to list.

In 1956 Goldberg was a member of the 
administrative committee of the National 
Civil Liberties Clearing House of Washing- 
ton, D.C., the advisory board of which in- 
cluded Walter P. Reuther. Its treasurer at 
that time was Herman Edelsbergxx, of the 
ADL; its vice-chairmen included Irving 
Fermanxz, of the cited Communist-front 
American Civil Liberties Union and John J. 
Guntherzx, of the Americans For Demo- 
cratic Action, a Marxist political organiza- 
tion. Representatives from the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress and the NAACP were 
co-members of the administrative committee, 
along with a representative of the American 
Jewish Committee as Treasurer; Herman 
Edelsberg was Chairman and Kenneth Birk- 
head of the very pink American Veterans 
Committee was a new vice-chairman (See 
letterheads of NCLCH). 

In 1957, Arthur J. Goldberg was a mem- 
ber of the executive board of the Religion 
and Labor Foundation, a cited front. Co- 
members of the board with Goldberg included 
Communist-fronters Henry Hitt Crane,

The Internal Security Sub-committee held 
hearings on “Interlocking Subversion in 
Government Departments" on May 19, 1953, 
Part 8, and during the testimony of one 
Charles Flato (pages 501-2) he swore that 
he had been sought out by Arthur Goldberg 
to do some writing assignments of pamphlets 
for the CIO in 1948 and 1949. He also de- 
clined to answer whether he was a member 
of the Communist Party during the period 
he worked for Goldberg. 

The now Justice of the Supreme Court, 
Arthur J. Goldberg was a member of the 
board of directors of the Fund for the Re- 
publie as late as January 1961 and of the 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace 
in 1960. There is a wealth of material on the 
subversive nature of both organizations. 
Alger Hiss was president of the latter organ- 
ization. 

Goldberg has been the general counsel for 
the AFL-CIO, United Steel Workers of Am- 
erica, the ILGWU (Dave Dubinsky's union), 
the Textile Workers Union, the Transport 
Workers Union (Mike Quill), the American 
Newspaper Guild and others. 

It was Mr. Goldberg who suggested a 
secured the appointment of at least four high 
union officials to top posts in the Department 
of Labor. Back in 1949 he had been the 
strategist behind the nation's longest and 
costliest steel strike, which lasted 116 days. 
And earlier in the forties he had been the 
chief of the division of the thoroughly com- 
munized Office of Strategic Services (OSS) 
which organized the labor underground act- 
ivities behind enemy lines, Jaeob S. Potofsky 
Xx, of the CIO, a long-time Communist- 
fronter, had originally urged that Goldberg 
be hired as general counsel of the CIO. 

Thus, for the first time in history, a man 
identified with big labor organizations, who 
had never been on the bench— Federal, state 
or local, is seated in the United States Su- 
preme Court—replacing another Jew, Felix 
Frankfurter,

Our Republic

Millions of people today are referring to 
the United States as a "democracy." 

Let’s consider the historical background 
of the word. “Democracy” originated in 
Ancient Greece, where it meant rule by the 
people direct—not through elected repre- 
sentatives. This was easily carried out with 
small city-state governments where the 
people could assemble at certain times in 
mass congregations and determine on general 
policy and action. 

Aristotle referred tó à democracy as “mob 
rule." 

Under -Grecian "democracy" Pericles re- 
stricted citizenship rigorously to. the sons 
of Athenian fathers and excluded the slaves 
and aliens who were more. numerous. than 
the free population, Thus Grecian “dem- 
ocracy" was a highly exclusive form of gov- 
ernment—direct rule by the chosen few 
designated as “citizens,” who congregated 
and made the laws. 

Thus democracy in the form in which it 
originated is impossible except in a small 
community where mass meetings can be held, 
or in a dictatorship where the ruling body 
makes the laws directly, as in the Soviet 
Union. 

Our Constitution of the United States 
clearly defines our government as a “Re- 
public.” It guarantees to the people of the 
several States a “republican form of govern- 
ment.” Nowhere does it mention “dem- 
ocracy-’ James Madison, in the Federalist 
(Letter No. 10), states: “Hence it is that 
such democracies have ever been spectacles 
of such turbulence and contention; have ever 
been found incompatible with personal se- 
curity, or the rights of property; and have, 
in general, been as short in their lives as 
they have been violent in their deaths. 

Theoretié politicians, who have patronized 
this species of government, have.erroneously 
supposed that in reducing mankind to a 
perfect equality in their political rights, they 
would, at the same time, be perfectly equal- 
ized and assimilated in their possessions, 
their opinions, and their passions.” Thus 
Madison exposed the dangers and weakness 
of democracy as loaded with the passions 
of class and race consciousness and agitation. 
Democracy, as Madison stated, has the 
characteristics of socialism and the philos- 
ophy of “equalization.” 

“A Republic," Madison continued, “by 
which I mean a government in which the 
scheme of representation takes place, opens 
a different prospect, and promises the cure 
which we are seeking. Let us examine the 
points on which it varies from pure dem- 
ocracy, and we shall comprehend both the 
nature of the cure and the efficacy which 
it must derive from the union .... The 
great points of difference between a dem- 
ocracy and a republic are, first, the delega- 
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tion of the government in the latter to a 
small number of citizens emphasized by the 
rest; secondly, the greater number of citizens 
and the sphere of the country over which the 
latter may be extended.” 

Therefore, in the United States, although 
the Congress makes our laws as the legis- 
lative body, this congress is elected as the 
duly representative body of the people who 
only lend their sovereign right to these leg- 
islators. 

In Russia, which. is.a true “democracy,” 
the people are ruled by.a body which repre- 
sents the communists, who are in fact m 
minority party in the Soviet and not freely 
elected by secret ballot as in a Republic. 

Alexander Hamilton, Secretary of the 
Treasury under George Washington, made 
the statement: “We are a Republican Gov- 
ernment. Real liberty is never found in des- 
potism or in the extremes of Demoeracy.” 

In 1891 the United States Court ruled: 
“The distinguishing feature of a republican 
form (of government) is the right of the 
people to choose their own officers of govern- 
mental administration, and pass their own 
laws in virtue of the legislative power re- 
posed in representative bodies, whose legis- 
lative acts may be said to be those of the 
people themselves; but while the people are 
thus the source of the political power, their 
governments, National and State, have been 
limited by written constitutions, and they 
have themselves thereby set bounds to their 
power, as against the sudden impulses of 
mere majorites.” Thus the highest court of 
the land has couched in easily understand- 
able terms a definition of our REPUBLICAN 
form of government. 

Chief Justice John Marshall, an illustrious 
statesman, stated that: ". . . between a 
balanced republic and a democracy, the dif- 
ference is like that between order and chaos.” 

Samuel Adams warned: “Remember, De- 
mocracy never lasts long. It soon wastes, ex- 
hausts and murders itself! There never was 
a democracy that did not commit Suicide." 

George Bernard Shaw, the British play- 
wright, veteran socialist and pro-Soviet 
said: “Used by persons with practical admin- 
istrative experience, it (democracy) means 
government of the people, for the people, but 
most decidedly not BY the people." 

William Gallacher, Communist and Mem- 
ber of “Parliament in Britain. said: “The 
highest form of democracy is that found in 
the trade unions and cooperatives, and now 
expressing itself in the Soviet Union and the 
countries of planned socialist economy.” 

Benjamin Franklin warned that we have 
a “Republic—if we can keep | 

The brightness of the American dream has 
been tarnished by a tendency towards social- 
ism and false security, by a gradual encroach 
ment upon state and individual rights 
through federal government bureaucracies. 
A Republic places limitations and restraints 
on the federal government. If the people be- 
come indifferent and allow the administra- 
tors to usurp their rights under the Consti-- 
tution, under the guise of “democracy,” our 
Republic, with the sovereign right vested in 
the people, will have been destroyed.

The Senate Republiean Policy Committee 
Report, April 7, 1958, defined the Americans 
For Democratic Action (ADA) as “a group

The Americans for Democratic Action 
(ADA) set out to prove that it is possible 
in America to be ultra-radical without being 
communist, to advocate change in our polit- 
ico-economic traditions without being dis- 
loyal. Like their English Fabian cousins, the 
ADA never admits that it is selling social- 
ism. It double-talks about planned economy, 
social reforms, constitutional rights, civil 
liberties and patriotism, while working for 
their ultimate goal: the replacement of the 
free enterprise system with Marxian Soeial- 
ism.

On December 16, 1955, Congressman Edgar 
Hiestand declared ADA vice chairman Walter 
Reuther to be “public enemy No. 1.” Con- 
gressman Hiestand further stated that “no- 
body will be nominated President (by the 
Democrats) without the approval of Walter 
Reuther.” (Nwk. Star-Ledger, Dec. 17, 1955) 

At a Masonic Temple public meeting in 
Flint, Michigan, March 18, 1936, Walter 
Reuther gave a glowing account of his 18 
month pilgrimage to Moscow (with his 
brother Victor), lauding the Soviet Union 
with fervent enthusiasm. In response to a 
question about religion in Russia, he said: 
“We do not believe in God, but that Man is 
God.” Walter Reuther had breakfast with 
LBJ the same day he nominated his running 
mate for 1964. 

James Carey (International Electrical 
Workers, Pres.) was a member of the Na- 
tional Council of American Peace Mobiliza- 
tion, cited as “subversive and communist” 
by the A General (Dec. 4, 1947 & 
Sept. 21, 1948), and cited by the Special 


Committee on Un-American Activities as 
“one of the most seditious organizations 
which ever operated in the United States.” 
(House Report 1311 on the CIO Political 
Action Committee, March 29, 1944, page 5). 
Carey was Vice-Chairman of the American 
Youth Congress, also cited by the Attorney 
General Dec. 4, 1947 & Sept. 21, 1948). He 
served as a Committee member of the Am- 
erican League for Peace and Democracy, 
identified by the Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities as “The largest of the 
communist front movements in the United 
States . . . the organization was nothing 
more nor less than a bold advocate of 
treason.” (House Report 2, Jan. 3, 1939, 
pages 69-71) 

James Carey was also a sponsor of the 
American Committee for Democracy and 
Intellectual Freedom, cited as a “communist 
front which defended communist teachers” 
by the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities (House Report 2277, June 25, 
1942, page 13). 

David Dubinsky, the 1964 version of Sidney 
Hillman, apparently hand-picked the 1960 
and 1964 Democratic Vice-Presidential can- 
didates, and his latest maneuver was to en- 
gineer Bobby Kennedy’s nomination as 
Democratic Senatorial candidate from New 
York State. 

Ralph Helstein (Packinghouse Workers 
President) is a “Jewish civil rights soldier, 
who has been active on more fronts than 
can be accounted for” according to the Na- 
tional Jewish Post & Opinion of July 17, 1964. 

The notorious cartoon depicting Jesus 
Christ as a seditionist, criminal anarchist 
and vagrant was displayed on the front page 
(bordered in red) of Helstein’s UPWA news- 
paper “Packirighouse Worker, Dec. 1963 
issue. 

Ralph Helstein is a sponsor of Highlander 
Center (formerly Highlander Folk School) 
and a member of the Board of Directors of 
the League for Industrial Democracy (LID). 
Organized in 1905, the LID has penetrated 
practically every college, forming Socialist 
“Liberal Clubs” and forums to disseminate 
Socialism and has trained countless students 
in the principles of the Communist Mani- 
festo. (The Roosevelt Red Record & Its 
Background, by Elizabeth Dilling, page 23)

Rauh's escapade resulted 
in a six-count Federal perjury indictment 
involving his informant, Paul Hughes. Hughes 
daimed that Rauh knew the ariti-McCarthy 
information was false when he bought it. 

Joseph Rauh claimed that he had“been 
taken.” The result was an acquittal on the 
first two counts of Hughes’ indictment, and 
a hung jury on the last foür counts. In 
November 1958, the government recom- 
mended that Hughes not be retried because 
“During the trial the credibility of the major 
government witnéSses (including Joseph 
Ranh) was séverely attacked by its de- 
fense . . .” (McCarthy and His Enemies, by 
Wm." Buckley-L Brent Bozell; page 402). 


Joseph Rauh served as legal secretary 
during the-depression to Supreme Court 
Justices Benjamin Cardoza arid Felix Frank- 
furter for 3 years, He has béen a partner 
in the law firm of Rauh and Levy since 1947 
when “he héfpéd foid ADA. 

The following appearéd in the May-Jurie 
1947 *Partisan Review:"

In a Senate speech on April 21, 1952, the 
late Senator Joseph McCarthy stated that 
when Leon Keyserling was approached to join 
the Communist Party, he replied that he 
(Keyserling) “agreed with all the principles 
except the necessity fora Negro republic in 
the South” and the “Communist Party’s 
theory that the U. S. could be communized 
only through a bloody revolution.” Senator 
McCarthy also declared that Leon Keyser- 
ling at one time said: “We can communize 
this country without a revolution if we have 
the economic power.” (INS dispatch, April 
22, 1952; Cong. Record, 4/21/52, page 4153) 

Senator McCarthy related on April 21, 
1952 that “The evidence presented to the 
Board (Commerce Department’s Loyalty 
Board) shows that Mrs. Mary Dublin Key- 
serling had’ been a member of the Commu- 
nist Party and that she belonged to an un- 
limited number of Communist fronts.” On 
March 4, 1964, Mrs. Mary Dublin Keyserling 
was appointed Director of the Women’s 
Bureau of the Department of Labor by 
President Johnson. (U, S. News & World 
Report, March 16, 1964) 

Leon Keyserling was one of the American 
Jewish leaders at the economic conference 
convened in Jerusalem (1953), where Israel's 
economic program was discussed and plans 
outlined for the flotation of the 2nd Israel 
Bond Issue. 

At the May 1962 Convention of the Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action, John P. Roche 
of the Jewish Brandeis University in Wal- 
tham, Mass. was picked as Natl. Chairman. 

As previously stated, the "blessed ties that 
bind" the ADA members together is their 
mutual contempt for the “ultra-right.” 

The Reuther brothers (Vic and Wal) sub- 
mitted their infamous Reuther Memorandum 
"The Radical Right in America Today" to 
former Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
on Dec. 19, 1961.

When the 89th Congress of the United 
States convenes in January 1965, it will face 
one of the gravest constitutional crises in 
our nation’s history, This became certain 
when the 88th Congress, in its haste to ad- 
journ before November 3rd, went home 
without taking action to restrain or delay 
aU. S. Supreme Court decision (June 15, 
1964) ordering that both Houses of all State 
Legislatures must be appointed on a popu- 
lation basis alone. 

This decision was the result of a suit in- 

itiated in May 1961 by R. Peter Straus, an 
ADA national board member. The Court 
order (which was refused reconsideration 
on October 12) means that at least one 
branch of almost all the State Legislatures 
(mostly State Senatés) will have' to be re- 
organized and new members elected without 
delay. 
. Previously, most State Senates were ap- 
portioned to allow for geographical differ- 
ences and legitimate minority interests. The 
net result has been that State Senates have 
had some power of restraint over the lower 
houses, just as the U. S, Senate by demand 
of the U. S. Constitution, checks the House 
of Representatives, 

If the “one man, one vote" ruling is strictly 
adhered to, the trend will be toward an 
unchecked rule by the majority (cities and 
Suburbs) and less protection for the minor- 
ities (small towns and rural areas). In 25 
states, the residents of big cities and their 
suburbs could elect majorities of their State 
legislatures. In 15 States, 3 counties or less 
would be able to elect more than 50% of 
their legislators. 

South Dakota's 30,000 American Indians 
would have practically no voice at all in the 
State’ Legislature, There would be only one 
Senator for each 10 or 12 counties in the 
farming and Indian areas. The State of 
Nevada would be controlled by the gambling 
capital of the United States, Las Vegas—if 
the Warren Court decision is to be enforced. 

N .J—AMONG THE "FIRST TO GO" 

The strueture of.the Legislature of the 
State of New Jersey, older than the Federal 
Constitution itself, now stands in jeopardy 
as one of the most sweeping constitutional 
lawsuits in New Jersey history is being 
launched. 

On October 5, 1964, the New Jersey State 
Süpreme Court began hearing arguments on 
a two-year-old suit seeking reapportionment 
of the State Legislature on a strict popula- 
tion basis. Under challenge is the legality of

“A REPORT ON A FORGERY: THE 
PROTOCOLS OF THE LEARNED ELDERS

After jeering at the literary style of the 
Protocols, an Encyclopedia Britannica defin- 
ition is cited: 

“The Protocols are supposed to be a re- 
port of a series of 24 meetings held in Basle

The Joly Argument

BUT when the Swiss Court of Appeals on 
Nov. 1, 1937, not only acquitted the princi- 
pal defendant, Sylvio Schnell, and assessed 
the entire cost of the trial, 30,000 francs, 
against the state and reversed the verdict, 
Jewry kept SILENCE! The decision cited the 
fact that the Marxist Judge Meyer had heard 
not one witness for the defense; had kept no 
Court record of the proceedings; and de- 
tailed other irregularities of the trial. 

The defendants had been arrested on com- 
plaint of Federation of Jewish Communities 
of Switzerland on the charge that they had 
violated Article 14 of the Swiss law against 
distributing obscene literature at a public 
meeting—the Protocols. The Appeals Court 
ruled that the “experts” for the Jews, C. A. 
Loosi and Prof. A. Baumgarten, appointed 
by Judge Meyer, not only were biased on 
the Jewish question, but, moreover, the 
authenticity of the Protocols had no bearing 
on the case since they are of a political nature 
and do not belong in the category of obscene 
literature. 

The Appeals Court also denounced “the 
prejudice and gross irregularities” which had 
been committed in the trial. “Not a single 
one of the 40 witnesses for the defense had 
been permitted to testify, while all sixteen 
of the witnesses for the Jewish Community 
which brought the suit had been heard. . .” 

“The proceedings were accordingly car- 
ried on solely upon the testimony of the 
Jewish plaintiffs. And further, altho Swiss 
law demands that in the case of every law 
suit, shorthand minutes of the proceeding be 
taken by an official of the court, the Judge 
did not adhere to this condition, but per- 
mitted the Jewish plaintiffs to appoint two 
private stenographers to keep the register 
of the official proceedings during the hear- 
ing of their own witnesses. As, therefore, no 
legal record of proceedings was kept, it fol- 
lows that the whole procedure, and the ver- 
dict itself, are both null and void.”

Thousands of Americans who have been 
taught to respect our freedom of the Press 
have expressed shock, dismay, and indig- 
nation when told bluntly by a government 
official that government has a right to 
manage the news. 

But to astute political observers, the 
managed news story was not news at all. 
A growing disregard for truth has been 
glaringly obvious in the “liberal” presses, 
radios, and TV for many years; and it is 
high time that responsible Americans in- 
vestigate the ownership of those communist- 
oriented peddlers of hate propaganda and 
falsehood.

Managed news was not a new phenomenon 
in American politics and the communication 
media even during the first world war. Those 
who are old enough to remember Will recall 
that during that frightful fratricide of the 
white race, Americans were aroused to a 
white heat of anti-Germanism when told 
that the mean old Germans were cutting off 
the arms of defenseless, innocent little Bel- 
gian boys—so the kids could never grow up 
to carry a gun against Germany. At the same 
time, the reds were busy agitating the Ger- 
mans against the US, convincing them that 
Americans are some sort of brainless beasts. 

The objective of red agitation on both 
sides was annihilation of the white race. At 
the same time, the reds boast that the stupid 
capitalists, if properly approached, will be 
happy to assist in their own destruction. Not 
only has our news been managed by these 
ruthless vermin, but our very lives and our 
fortunes have been managed by them for 
years — and our suspicions were seldom 
aroused.

After talking with hundreds of well-in- 
formed people from Scandanavia, France, 
Austria, Hungary and other European na- 
tions, I began to suspect that the atrocity 
stories of World War II were also managed 
news. The real criminals of World War II 
were not being tried; some seemed to be 
serving as judges, juries, and witnesses 
against the defeated and defenseless Ger- 
mans. 

While on leave, I visited the infamous 
prison camp at Dachau, near Munich, still 
not fully realizing that I had been brain- 
washed about the so-called horror camp. At 
first, I saw no reason to suspect a hoax, but 
upon closer examination of this tourist trap, 
I was forced to the conclusion that I and 
millions of other unsuspecting Americans had 
been victims of *managed news."

*atrocities" were for the ultra-naive. Amer- 
icans have become somewhat more sophist- 
icated, and the reds had to become more 
polished propagandists.

COMMITTED BY THE SOVIET NKVD 
More evidenee of “Managed” Atrocities 


In the Spring of 1940, under orders from 
Moscow, Lavrenti Beria’s NKVD execution- 
ers slaughtered with swift precision some 
15,000 Polish officers and intellectuals. These 
officers, were led to the brink of great deep 
pits in the Katyn Forest and, in Soviet style, 
shot thru the back of their heads. When 
the graves were exhumed, evidence was also 
found that many had been buried alive. The 
murdered officers were placed in layers in 
the graves, then covered over with sandy 
loam which was replanted with pine and 
spruce saplings. In one of these graves was 
packed the bodies of 2 Generals, 12 Colonels, 
50 Lt. Colonels, 165 Majors, 440 Captains, 
542 First Lts., 930 Second Lts., and 146 
military doétors, As fast as one grave was 
packed and disguised, another was waiting. 

On November 13, 1952, George H. Earle, 
former Governor of Pennsylvania, and ex- 
diplomat, testified before a House Committee 
that in 1944 he encountered “a complete 
refusal by the late President Roosevelt to 
hear anything against the Russians" and was 
ordered to suppress a report which would 
have fully established Russia's guilt of the 
Katyn Massacre. FDR was "entirely con- 
vinced the Russians didn’t do it.” Earle also 
read a reply from the President dated March 
24th, which said that Roosevelt noted “with 
concern” Earle’s proposal to publish his 
“unfavorable publicity for one of our Allies." 
Roosevelt said that this would *be all the 
greater betrayal" as coming from a presi- 
dential emissary and said he would “speci- 
fically forbid” publishing them. At the same 
time, FDR admitted, “in strict confidence,” 
that his-chief reason for the suppression of 
the Katyn Story was that if the American 
people became aware of the FACTS of that 
Massacre “it would mean good-bye to the 
United Nations.” 


After 9 months of Hearings the House 
Committee unanimously found, beyond any 
question of reasonable doubt, that the Soviet 
NKVD (People? Commissariat of Internal 
Affairs) committed the mass murders of the 
Polish officers and intellectual leaders in the 
Katyn Forest near Smolensk, Russia. 


The evidence, testimony, records and ex- 
hibits recorded by the committee through

If there is anyone who thinks we are the 
greatest country in the world because we 
are the richest and most productive, he has 
been ‘misinformed. The United States is the 
greatest country in the world because its 
people enjoy a vastness of freedom never 
before known to mankind. It is great be- 
cause, throughout its history, it has been 
guided by the conviction that individual 
rights and human personality are matters 
of paramount importance. 


The most serious of the grave dangers 
our country faces today is that we will not 
do enough for ourselves to save our freedom, 
but assume. a fatalist attitude, because we 
feel that it is futile for us to do something. 
The most prodigious source of this nation's 
economie strength is our system of com- 
petitive personal enterprise. We know this, 
but so does the opposition. If the free enter- 
prise system should collapse, the entive 
structure that is the United States of A-

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This is deliberate deception, for where else 
does the Federal government obtain the 
money to provide the so-called “free” med- 
ical service except from the people, who 
actually are the government. The cost of a 
government system of medicine would be 
greater than that of a private system, for 
all experience proves that costs. invariably 
rise when the. government becomes involved. 

Most assuredly, no one who requires med- 
ical care should be without it, but under 
our system of “private” rather than “pol- 
itical" medicine, we have come closer to 
this humanitarian goal than any other 
country including the ones who have adopted 
Socialized Medicine. Let us therefore spend 
our efforts in perfecting this progressive 
system, the one we already have, rather 
than promoting the reactionary system of 
putting the politician between us and our 
physician. 

Fortunately, we do not have to rely on 
guesswork to obtain a clear view of what 
happens to medical costs and to the quality 
of medical care under Socialized Medicine, 
because we need only to take a lesson from 
what Great Britain is painfully learning about 
such a plan. 

This plan has existed for about fourteen 
years in England. British physicians are 
subordinate to the bureaucrat. The science 
of medicine is reduced to an instrument of 
politics, The relationship between the doctor 
and patient is impersonal and inevitably be- 
comes involved with strangling red tape, to 
say nothing of the lack of adequate time 
the physician has to devote to the individual 
patient. The personal relationship between 


Health, three clerks for every doctor in the 
British Isles. A government-operated med- 
ical system in this country would on that 
basis, call for the employment of an ad- 
ditional million clerks, and it would demand 
a building that would make the Pentagon 
look like a pill box next to a mountain. 


When this socialistic plan became a law 
in Great Britain, back in 1948, it covered 
the field of health care in and out of the 
hospital for everybody, including free med- 
ical, hospital and dental care, free drugs 
and other appliances and equipment. The 
cost was estimated at a relatively modest 
107 million British pounds annually, but this 
cost figure doubled the very first year, and 
in ten years the medical care service price- 
tag read 707 million pounds, quite a differ- 
ence from the original estimate. Expenses 
increase, and the quality of medical aid de- 
crease. Here is a description of how the 
patient fares, submitted by a former British 
citizen: 

“If a person's time has more than a cer- 
tain value, it does not pay him or her to use 
the National Health Service, So many people 
are resorting to the doctors' offices and 
hospitals that the wait seems endless. The 
poor are actually getting less satisfactory 
médical attention than they had before the 
institution of the Service, for in many out- 
patient departments, the time of waiting is 
doubled or tripled. And it is no joke sitting 
in a hospital waiting room when you are 
sick."

SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 
A'FAILURE IN EUROPE 

When our sólons in Washington come to 
consider proposals that'a systém of social- 
ize medicine, howéver camouflaged, be "Set 
up in this country, they do not have to grope 
in'the dark, because it is not an untried ex- 
periment, Several’ Countries abroad are ‘try- 
ing it'Hght' now, ahd' in their experience may 
be found a sharp warning for the United 
States. Great ‘Britain furnishes àn éxcellent 
example. Sone plan of compülsory sickness 
insurance exists in every European country 
except Swifzerland, where the góveérnüment 
subsidizes ‘the "medical co-operative.. The 
costs are going up everywhere, but howhére 
else as rapidly as in England. 


Socialized medicine Was fatin¢héd ‘in 1948, 
with the announced purpose of providing 
‘Medici! aid gratis to everyone irrespective 
bf ‘meals. ‘Immediately, of cóurse, it de- 
veloped that' it was too expensive. In eleven 
yeürs, iile | retail ‘prices in England Were 
inéreasiMg ‘by approximately 40 per ‘cent, 
the cost ‘of ‘government doctoring ‘more 
than trebled. It now amounts to better than 
15 ‘pér ‘Gent ‘of an overinflated náti 
budget, nót counting cash payments by the 
insured 6r the levies on municipalities, 

Orie of tie principal reasóris für the ‘cost 
inereaSe ‘is that there are two or three 
clérks for évéry physician. On this basis, 
if ‘this ‘country were to adopt a similar 
system, ‘the U. S. Government would ‘Have 
to employ nearly two million additional 
clerks. 


Neither the! physician nor the patient’ fares 
‘well ‘under ‘this system. The ‘tax-payers, who 
foot the bill, ‘register with u general prac- 
titioner, ‘This’ doctor is paid'by the Ministry 
of Health an annual fee amounting to about 
$2.50 for each patient. In order to make a 
living, he must see so many patients that 
he can'give each one only the barest mini- 
mum of time for diagnosing, prescribing, 
filling out up to sixteen kinds of certificates, 
plus fórms' for his own files. Patients -are 
continually being shifted back and-forth be- 
tween overworked practitioners and over- 
crowded hospitals. 

This 4s merely a brief outline of how 
socialized ‘medicine is practised in England. 
In Germany, a'report of the plan is to'be 

. found in the’ magazine, “Der Spiegel.” Eighty 
per cent of ‘the people of West Gerniany are 
under social security. Anyone enrolled in the 
State system, before he or she attained 
earnings ‘of n thousand dollars a year, can 
remain in ‘the ‘plan no matter how high his 
or her earnings'go. Furthermore, his or 
her contributions amount to no more than 
those ‘whose annual income may be as low 
as $165. 


In Germáhy, as elsewhére, the avaifabil- 
ity of State Medical Services has the effect 
of promoting a demand for them. Céneérns 
employing five-thousand persons apply for 
five-thousand sickness  certifieates each 
quarter year, for they figure that every 
employée will find it convenient to report 
Sick at least once during the three-month 
périod. The same tendency is reflected in 
the rise in demand for drugs. Also, the 
average:period of hospitalization has steadily 


risen. In ‘general hospitals in Munich, the è 


‘average ‘patient back in 1955, remained 
now remains thirty-eight days. 
tenden to. 1. ong the hospital 
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ical profession, but also have led to a serious 
deterioration in the quality of medical aid. 

Sweden is another country with the doubt- 
ful blessing of a Socialistic program. Her 
spending for health alone, jumped from 580 
million Kroner in 1948 to 2 billion, 300 mil- 
lion kroner nine years later. 

In Hungary, the medical profession has 
nothing to do with the'management of the 
governmental medical system. It is directed 
'by the Center of the Trade Unións for Social 
Security: and the entire organization is in- 
fected. with bureaucrats and bureaucratic 
procedures. If the patient wants something, 
‘he ‘must éxééute sóme' obscüre ‘papers. The 
doctor ‘devotes about half of this time with 
papers of different shapes and colors to pre- 
vent the use of carbon paper. Time allowed 
for examination is limited. The labor unions 
compare the efficiéncy of a clinic with that 
of a factory, and strict orders are issued as 
to how much time a physician must spend 
with his patients. 


In Japan, effects of socialized medicine 
are such that members of the country's med- 
ical association have threatened to withdraw 
from the national health insurance plan and 
refuse to treat the patients. Although the 
Nipponese government did grant an increase 
of 10 per cent, the incomes of physicians are 
still lower than those of people in compar- 
able professions, and are generally recog- 
‘nized to be the lowest medical fees univers- 
ally. According to one member of the Ja 
Doctors Association, a Dr. Akira Osada, 
physicians in that country have discovered 
that once the Nipponese government assumes 
cóntrol, it becomes next to impossible to 


bring about any changes which would im- . 


próve the treatment of their patients. The 
physician also said many of the bright young 


people in his country are turning to profes- 


sions not under government control, Those 
aspiring to be doctors have to pay their own 
‘education expenses and then go through an 
intern period o: &:most non-existent income, 
which makes it very difficult for them. 

In France, a similar situation exists as in 
Japan. A report, well-authenticated, states 
‘that Socialized Medicine has, ih effect, pre- 
vented the development of good hospital 
Service. Doctors threatened not to treat the 
‘patients, and rüror has ‘it that they actually 
did go öh à Strike. 

In this country, those who advocate 
tying medical care to Social Security taxes 
deny that it could be a move toward social- 
ized medicine, but who can doubt that this 
would be the first step in a drive to pto- 
vide medical, dental, hospital and nursing 
home needs for all persons of retirement 
age? Simultaneously, we would have to 
expect a campaign to lower the age of 
eligibility by steps until, finally, the pro- 
gram covers or purports to cover, the 
health needs of all, from cradle to the grave. 


IT’S THE TAXPAYER WHO PAYS 
If this piece of legislation passes, the 
cost would be terrifie, certainly much more 
than the one-billion dollars a year that pro- 
ponents of this “first step" estimate. 
Returning to Great Britain, the cost of 
the health program soared to two and a 
half billion dollars annually, for grossly in- 
ad rae vae s gland has less than a 
hird of our ition, so on a comparable 
‘basis the ost Dr the 
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ical service that is available ev d free 
enterprise system, We would see the tra- 
ditional relationship between the ‘physician 
and patient abolished. The spectacular 
growth of ‘private health insurahce, now 
covering about three-fourths of the’ popula- 
tion, would terminate arid the private’ system 
would almost Surely vanish within ‘a brief 
time, Most alarming" of all, the intPeduction 
of a system of socialized medi¢ine ‘fn this 
country would represent a "fatal ‘straying 
away from freedom of choice Ín a field vit- 
ally and personally important to everybody. 
We'need to take many steps backward from 
Collectivism, not leap further into its toils, 
Experience, it has been often reiterated, is ` 
a hard.teacher. This is an experience we do 
not have to suffer ourselves, if we will but : 
examine and profit by the experience of 
other nations that have permitted them- 
selves to be entangled in socialized medicine.

1949—Hungary, East Germany, China

1951—Tibet. 

1954—North Viet-Nam. 

1960—Cuba. 

1964— Zanzibar (Tanzania). 

Certain other countries in Africa, Asia, 
Central and South America are on the way. 


Have the Communist Parties ever repre- 
sented the majority of the people in these 
countries? 

No. The Captive Nations are all ruled by 
dictatorial minorities.

Were the Captive Nations taken over by 
the Communists by democratic processes, 
such as guaranteed freedom of speech, the 
press, assembly and organization, and 
through free, honest elections? 

Without exception, definitely not. They 
were taken over by force, fraud and sup- 
pression. 

Communist expansion has employed var- 
ious methods including: 

(a) The old-style imperialism, the taking 
over of other countries by force and incor- 
porating them within its own domain, and 
maintaining its rule by terrorism. Outstand- 
ing are the moan of Latvia, 
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(d) The destruction of the national heri- 
tage of each of the victim nations, by en- 
deavoring to substitute Russian (or Chinese) 
culture. 


Were the Communist take-overs accom- 
plished peaceably? 

No. The spread of Communism has taken 
a terrible toll of human life. Obviously, 
exact statistics cannot be compiled, but re- 
liable estimates reveal over 32,000,000 deaths 
within the boundaries of the USSR, 30,000,- 
000 in Red China, and 6,291,000 elsewhere. 
These fatalities were the results of Commu- 
nist expansion in the past 47 years and were 
occasioned by revolution, civil war, induced 
famine, mass deportations, executions and 
slave camps. 


Were the victims of Communism “enemies” 
of the. working class?" 

No. Workers and peasants have been the 
chief sufferers. The professional and "'intel- 
lectual” classes have also been victims. 

For example, in the Russian seizure of 
Latvia in 1941, the first wave of terror was 
launched against the “outspoken enemies of 
the regime:” the former president of the 
Latvian Republie, the cabinet members, par- 
ty leaders, the individuals who dared set 
up an election list separate from that of 
the (Communist). Workers Union. All of 
these people were arrested and either de- 
ported to forced labor camps or executed. 
Having eliminated the actual and potential 
leaders of any possible opposition, terror 
was directed against "persons of some im- 
portance in the past" in order to stimulate 


class hatred. Those among this group who. 


were not arrested or deprived of their prop- 
erty and means of existence were scheduled 
for later mass deportation. When collec- 
tivization started, the independent farmers 
were on the list of those persecuted and later 
the workers also experienced the iron fist of 
the secret police. 


What are some of the results of the Com- 
munist take-over of the Captive Nations? 

The establishment of a totalitarian police 
state under the Communist Party concerned. 
The abolishment of democratic institutions 
such as freedom of. speech, the press, as- 
sembly and organization. Taking over of all 
mass communication media. Reduction in the 
standard of living. Sovietization of industry, 
trade and transportation, Collectivization of 
agriculture. Persecution of religion and. the 
close control of whatever religious denom- 
inations that are permitted to remain. In- 
doctrination of the nation's youth in Com- 
munist ideology. Disruption and reconstruc- 
tion of the judicial system. Arrests, depor- 
tation and Red terror.
